Fun, Small Cars; AC Leaks, Turbo Chargers 


Ask John Paul, AAA’s Car Doctor 


Question: | know you help 
people who are confused choos- 
ing a new car. I am looking for 
something small but it needs to 
be fun. I am looking at the Mini 
Cooper, Fiat 500 and Honda FIT. 
Of these cars, which would you 
pick? 

Answer: If I was looking 
for practicality, dependabil- 
ity and good fuel economy I 
would choose the Honda FIT. 
If I wanted something with a bit 
more style and sharper handling 
I would look at the Mini Cooper. 
As good as the Fiat 500 is the 
Mini Cooper is just a little more 
poised and polished. 

Question: My 2002 Hyundai 
Elantra will start and run but my 
power windows, air conditioner 
and radio won't work. What do 
you think could be wrong and 
how do I fix it? 

Answer: You need ‘to start 
with the most basic of diagnos- 
tics. Start with a check of all the 
fuses: Once you have checked 
the fuses and fusible links, then 
I would suggest getting a wiring 
diagtam: for your car. With the 
wiring diagram you can check 


the individual circuit for each 
component that isn’t working. 

Question: | had the computer 
on my 2003 Dodge Intrepid re- 
placed recently. This was the 
second time. I now notice that 
the engine revs occasionally. 
It sounds like another car has 
pulled along beside you. I took 
it to the garage twice, but they 
can’t duplicate it the problem so 
they can’t fix it. What are your 
thoughts on this? 

Answer: It is very difficult for 
a technician to fix a problem that 
is intermittent. There are several 
issues that could cause a high 
idle. Since you have had two 
computers put in, the first place 
I would want to check is the 
ground circuit for the computer. 
A poor ground can have a variety 
of effects on overall drivability. 

Question: I have been trying 
to find a leak in my cars air con- 
ditioner all summer. I have tried 
dye and even spent money at a 
shop to have their air condition- 
ing specialist look at it and he 
couldn’t find anything. Do you 
have any ideas? 

Answer: I have talked to sev- 


eral technicians that have faced 
similar problems and have gone 
to a low tech approach to find 
some leaks. Recently, one tech- 
nician I was speaking with re- 
charged a problem air condition- 
er system and sprayed down all 
the hoses and connections with 
soapy water. For some reason the 
soapy water found a leak that dye 
and electronic testing equipment 
missed. Although I have never 
been a big proponent of “repair 
in a can”, several people have 
told me that have had good luck 
with a product called Super Seal 
by A/C Pro. 

Question: My son’s 2007 
Mazda CX7 is on its third mo- 
tor valve job. The latest is under 
warranty. 

The first was at 60,000 miles 
by the dealer, the second at 
120,000 miles and the third at 
123,000 miles by a local me- 
chanic. The local mechanic han- 
dling the 2nd and 3rd valve job 
said that the turbo blew and it is 
anormal problem and that I will 
have to pay approximately $2,000 
for the turbo replacement. What 
is the relationship of the turbo to 
the engine problems? Should the 
turbo have been replaced as part

PM., Officers’ Timothy Simmons and Lauren Lambert were 
dispatched to Mari’s Place at 35 Washington Street on a call 
of a man in the basement who didn’t belong there. Upon 
arrival, Officer Simmons interviewed the caller, who identi- 
fied himself as an employee in the building. He stated that 
he was outside in the back area of the building when he saw 
an unknown male walk up the stairs from the basement of 
the building. This male told the employee, “Please don’t tell 
anyone. I'll pay you $20.00. What is your cell (phone) num- 
ber?” The employee walked away and then called the Police. 
The employee told the Officers that he believed that the male 
suspect was still in the basement. Officer Simmons walked 
down the stairs to the basement and found an open door lead- 
ing to a dark hallway. The Officer, using his flashlight, illu- 
minated a dark corner and spotted a male who he knew from 
numerous encounters and arrests in the Quincy Square area. 

Officer Simmons immediately handcuffed the suspect and 
asked him if there was anyone else in the basement. The sus- 
pect hesitated to respond to the question, however, two more 
males then emerged from one of the darkened rooms. Both 
males were known to Officer Simmons from past arrests and 
incidents. Both males were ordered to sit on the floor and 
they complied. At this time, Officers’ Lambert, Bruce Tait 
and William O'Neill arrived on scene. Due to the confined 
dark area, the two males were also handcuffed and then led 
out of the basement. Officer Simmons returned to the base- 
ment area to see if others were hiding. The basement was a 
“common area” available to all merchants in the building and 
there were individual wooden doors that led to the various 
businesses upstairs.

Cost Could Keep 
Cable Competition Out 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The cost of installing 
new cable lines in Quincy 
could keep new cable pro- 
viders from doing business 
in the city. 

The city is currently in 
the middle of a 10-year non- 
exclusive license with Com- 

. cast that expires in 2016. 
Councillors Doug Gutro, 
Kevin Coughlin and Brad 
Croall introduced a reso- 
lution at Monday night’s 
council meeting asking rep- 
resentatives from other cable 
companies doing business in 
the state to appear before the 
council to gauge their inter- 
est in competing with Com- 
cast in the city. 

City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins said those companies, 
particularly Verizon, are 
unlikely to enter into new 
agreements because of the 
cost of installing new infra- 
structure. Verizon’s FiOS 
cable service, which has 
been advertised heavily in 
recent years, runs on fiber 
optic cables that would need 


to be connected to every 
household in the city, re- 
gardless whether or not that 
household would switch to 
the service, before the com- 
pany could start the FiOS 
service. 

“The cost of that is 
around $1,500 per unit, 
One of the reasons Verizon 
stayed out of communities 
where there are a number 
of multi-families is because 
when you hit a three-family 
house, it costs you $5,000 to 
get that hooked up,” Tim- 
mins said. “In eastern Mas- 
sachusetts and really across 
the northeast, they've stayed 
out of big cities. That's why 
Boston doesn’t have FiOS 
and we don’t. They’re roll- 
ing out the product in some 
of the smaller communities, 
they're trying to ramp it up 
and see how it all works.” 

Timmins also believes 
that Verizon would base 
their decision on whether or 
not to enter a new commu- 
nity by looking at how many 
cable subscribers switched

* On Novy. 5, 1605, King James I of England learns of a 
plot to explode the Parliament building.

‘NO’ On Four-Year Mayoral Term 


lhe mayor’s term: remain at two years or double it 
to four? 

That's the question voters will be asked in less than 
two weeks when they go to the polls Tuesday, Nov. 5. 
Question 1 on the ballot is a binding question that asks 
if the length of the mayor’s term should increase from 
two to four years. 

The vote is binding and requires no other legislative 
approval. 

If a majority of voters vote “YES” then the mayor’s 
term will change to four years effective with the out- 
come of the 2015 election. 

If a majority of voters vote “NO” then the term will 
remain at two years. 

The Quincy Sun has historically opposed a four- 
year term. 

And again we are opposed to it this time. 

The matter basically boils down to accountability. 

Allowing voters to judge the mayor’s performance 
in office every two years. 

And being able to weigh in on what direction the 
city is headed every two years. 

This latest effort to double the mayor's term was led 
by the Quincy Chamber of Commerce. The chamber 
organized a citizens’ initiative petition drive and col- 
lected the necessary signatures (some 2,900) to put the 
question on the ballot. 

Chamber leaders maintain that a four-year mayoral 
term would allow the mayor three solid years of run- 
ning the city before devoting time and resources to 
running for re-election in the fourth and final year of 
aterm. 

They also say a four-year term sends a clear mes- 
sage of stability and continuity to future investors and 
others who have a vested interest in rebuilding the 
city’s sagging downtown. 

We certainly applaud the efforts to redevelop Quin- 
cy Center. The Sun has been located in Quincy Center 
for 45 years and has seen its “glory days” as a thriving 
retail district and its struggles over the years. Anyone 
who has tried to earn a living, run a business and pro- 
vide jobs in the city’s largest retail district understands 
the importance of creating a vibrant new neighbor- 
hood in Quincy Center with a mix of residential and 
retail space. 

We get that. 

But the four-year term really isn’t about the down- 
town. 

And it’s not a referendum on the current office 
holder, Mayor Thomas Koch, who is unopposed for a 
fourth two-year term this year. 

It’s not a reflection on any other mayor who has 
served the city, either. 

Keeping the current two-year mayoral term is about 
giving residents and the taxpayers of Quincy the op- 
portunity to have their voices heard on important city 
matters every two years at the ballot box. 

Is there really any harm in that? 

A few things to keep in mind when you go to the 
polls Nov. 5: 

* There is no recall provision in the city charter. 
Some would say a two-year term is the mechanism for 
making a change in leadership in the mayor’s office. 

* The mayor of Quincy — under the strong A form of 
government — has many responsibilities and powers. 
They include most appointments in the city — includ-

ing department heads and employees in the fire and 
police departments. Officials the mayor does not ap- 
point include the city clerk and city auditor. 

* The mayor has the reins over the city budget — 
overseeing all financial orders including appropria- 
tions, purchases and bond issues. The City Council 
can only cut from the city budget — the legislative body 
cannot add to it. 

* The mayor also has the authority to enter into all 
contracts and leases. 

Last week's Quincy Sun polled a host of past and 
present elected officials on the four-year term. Opin- 
ions were varied and opponents and supporters made 
valid points. 

We also provided space in this column months ago 
to the Chamber who presented their case for a four- 
year term. 

We should also point out that The Quincy Sun is a 
member of the Quincy Chamber of Commerce and has 
been part of the business community since the early 
days of the former Quincy Center Business and Pro- 
fessional Association. 

We understand the Chamber’s position and respect 
it. 

But as the city’s weekly newspaper that has long 
argued against a four-year term, we're not about to 
change our stripes now. 

Two final points: 

First: the city has had many good — some outstand- 
ing — mayors in its history. All have worked and gov- 
erned under the parameters of a two-year term. And 
were able to accomplish goals while in office. 

The system works and shouldn't be tinkered with. 

Second: The mayor is arguably the one elected of- 
ficial in Quincy government who has the most impact 
on the quality of life in the city. 

What happens if voters elect the “wrong” person to 
lead the city? 

Could make for a very long four years. 


VOTERS IN Montclair may want to keep tabs on 
the outcome of the mayor’s race in Boston Nov. 5. 

That’s because a win by state Rep. Marty Walsh 
would necessitate a special election for his state repre- 
sentative seat. 

And voters who live in Ward 3 Precinct 3 would be 
called on to help elect a new rep. 

Walsh currently represents the 13% Suffolk District. 
Twelve of those precincts that comprise that district 
are in Boston. But the remaining precinct is in Quincy 
— Ward 3 Precinct 3. 

City Clerk Joseph Shea said there are about 1,600 
registered voters in Ward 3 Precinct 3. 

And a special election to fill Walsh’s seat would 
cost the city about $5,000, he says. That’s about $3 per 
voter if all 1,600 voters turned out to the polls. 

Shea believes this would be the first time a single 
precinct in Quincy would be part of a special election. 

The last special election for state representative in- 
volving Quincy voters occurred in 1991. That’s when 
Ron Mariano of Quincy and John McGlone of Wey- 
mouth vied for the Third Norfolk seat vacated by Bob 
Cerasoli. The Third District included multiple pre- 
cincts in Quincy and Weymouth.

‘Ward Gangs’ 
To Fight Snow, Litter 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Public Works Commissioner James J. “Pete” Ricciuti 
proposed bringing back ‘ward gangs’ in an effort to keep up 
with burgeoning for public works services such as cleaning 
up litter and repairing sidewalks. 

Each gang, consisting of foreman and four or five other 
workers, would be stationed in one of Quincy’s six wards 
year-round on a permanent basis. In times of a snow emer- 
gency, such as the blizzard that paralyzed the city for a week 
in February, each gang would be able to open up streets be- 
cause of their knowledge of the area 

Ricciuti said the city used ward gangs, when the High- 
way Department was tasked with rubbish and garbage col- 
lection as well as other chores. Those crews remained ac- 
tive until the late 1950s. 

“The ward gang in West Quincy, for instance, used to 
be stationed in the West Quincy Fire Station. Their tools 
were kept there. They'd report there in the morning, the 
foreman would read them in and take their time,” Ricciuti 
explained. 

“The machinery came in, like street sweepers, and some- 
one made the decision we didn't need ward gangs anymore 
They forgot that the more sophisticated the machine the 
more problems you have with breakdowns.” 

The first move in putting together the new ward gangs, 
Ricciuti said, would be to promote seven current public 
works employees to the position of foreman. That would 
cost the city less than $18,000 in salary per year, and no new 
workers would need to be hired immediately 

Mayor Arthur Tobin said he planned to put Ricciuti’s 
plan into action by executive decision after the City Council 
approved the seven new foreman positions. 

KENNEDY MEETS STUDENT EDITORS

offices of The Quincy Sun.

is a suspense thriller. In it, 
FBI agent Craig Walker and 
Det. Dave Munoz search for 
missing six-year-old Eric 
Allen. Hall decided to write 
a detective novel because 
that’s one of his favorite 
genres to read. 

“| read a lot and I usually 
read suspense and thrill- 
ers and mysteries and those 
kinds of things. I decided 
1 would try and tackle that 
and try and incorporate into 
the book all of the things I 
like to read. I like suspense 
but | also like to have detec- 
tives and investigators fig- 
ure out things — it doesn’t 
just fall into their laps; they 
have to do some digging. 1 
like to follow their thought 
process,” Hall said. 

“The book doesn’t have 
a lot of description in it - 1 
don’t know what they had 
for breakfast or lunch in or- 
der to move the plot along 
so I really focused on the 
story.”

Shirley’s Hash 


While having lunch with my friend Shirley, 
who isa wonderful cook, we were discussing 
several ways of cooking potatoes. They both 
include hash brown potatoes. 

She used store bought hash browns, but 
they can also be made from scratch. 

When | made them, I couldn't believe 
how easy and how wonderful to serve for 
breakfast. 

HASH BROWN MUFFIN CUPS 
1 package of hash browns, or two pota- 
toes 
Salt and pepper 
1- tablespoon oil 
Enough eggs for each tin depending on 
how many are made 

Ifmaking from scratch, shred the potatoes 
on a cheese grater or a mandolin. Otherwise, 
thaw the package according to directions. 
Mix with the oil, salt and pepper. 

In a greased muffin tin, spread the pota- 
toes on all sides as you would if it was pie

crust 

Bake in a 400-degree oven until brown 
and crispy. Remove from the oven and add 
an egg on top of each muffin tin. 

Bake in a 400-degree oven for 10-15 
minutes until the egg is cooked and voila—a 
gourmet treat. 

The next one is one that Shirley makes of- 
ten —a hash brown pancake with peppers. 

1 package of hash browns (or two pota- 
toes) 

1 green pepper (diced) 

1 red or yellow pepper (diced) 

1 small onion (chopped) 

3 tablespoons oil 

Salt and pepper to taste 

In the hot oil , sauté the onion and peppers 
for a couple of minutes. Add the hash browns 
and blend together. Cook uncovered on slow 
heat until crispy on sides and then slice like 
pie. If you use potatoes, shred on a cheese 
grater or mandolin 


Fish Piccata 


I have made chicken Piccata dozens of 
times, but I had never made it with fish. We 
all know that certain fish can be bland without 
enhancing it with flavor. 

When I made this entrée, it had the best 
flavor of all. | used medium sliced scrod, 
but haddock or cod or even flounder can be 
used 

FISH PICCATA 
4 slices of scrod 
1 egg mixed with milk for coating 
Corm flake crumbs (or other preferred 
crumbs) 
3 tablespoons oil for sautéing 


For the sauce 


% cup white wine 
1 % cups fresh lemon juiee 
1- tablespoon capers 

First coat the fish dipping it in the egg 
and milk and then the crumbs. Sauté them 
turning on both sides until golden brown. Set 
aside 

Empty the same pan used for the fish leav- 
ing just a bits and pieces on the bottom. Add 
as much butter as needed and heat. Add the 
fresh lemon juice and the capers, and cook 
until sauce is somewhat reduced 

When ready to serve the fish, pour the 
sauce over it.1 think you will enjoy the sauce 
over the fish as well as the chicken.

of construction, phase 1A, 
is the demolition of traffic 
islands on Hancock Street 
and phase 1B is traffic cir- 
culation modifications, in- 
cluding new signage, curb 
installations, and temporary 
pedestrian crossings. Phase 
2.of the project is additional 
traffic circulation modifica- 
tions. 

During phase 3A new 
sidewalks will be construct- 
ed on the odd numbered side 


of Hancock Street, the side’ 


City Hall is on, throughout 
the length of the construc- 
tion zone. Phase 3B will 
see the installation of new 
sidewalks on the even side 
Hancock Street north of the 
United First Parish Church, 
in the area near Presidents 
Place, and along Codding- 
ton Street. 

Phase 4A calls for con- 
struction of new sidewalks 
along Hancock Street on 
the even side south of the 
United First Parish Church, 
as well as on Temple Place 
and Chestnut Street. During 
phase 4B sidewalks work 
would take place around the 
Granite Trust Building at 
1400 Hancock St. The final 
stage of the project, phase 5, 
is installation of new side- 
walks along Granite and 
Washington Streets. 

“It’s not going to be im- 
plemented in one fell swoop 
— it can’t be. MassDOT is 
fairly cognizant of the fact 
that their project is not hap- 
pening in a vacuum, it’s 
happening alongside a lot of 
other really large scale proj- 
ects, including the redevel- 
opment,” Johnson told the 


downtown committee. 

The roadway improve- 
ments are expected to take 
two years to complete, ac- 
cording to Johnson. Once 
completed traffic will flow 
in both directions on Temple 
Place and Washington Street

Johnson said. Councillor 
Doug Gutro, the committee 
chairman, said MassDOT 
should hold one in Quincy 
so Quincy Center business 
owners can attend, similar 
to the meeting the down- 
town committee held for the 
Merchants Row project. 

“You always want to let 
the people who are most di- 
rectly impacted understand 
what the nature of it and the 
sequencing of it is,” Gutro 
said. “That’s why we did a 
preconstruction meeting rel- 
ative to Merchants Row.” 

Johnson said she would 
follow up on Gutro’s re- 
quest with the state agency, 
and explained that she met 
with many downtown busi- 
ness owners and landowners 
during the right-of-way pro- 
cess and briefed them on the 
project then 

“Through the right-of- 
way process we had to go 
out and talk to a lot of folks 
so that they could give us 
their permission to sign off 
on rights of entry,” Johnson 
said. “I did a lot of sort of 
impromptu presentations. It 


was great — I got to get out 
into Quincy Center and talk 
to people, so this is not news 
to most folks. Most land- 
owners and business owners 
have a sense as to what’s go- 
ing to be transpiring.” 
Design plans for the new 
Adams Green park are at the 


25 percent phase, Executive, 


Secretary Jim Fatseas said. 
Halvorson design is design- 
ing the park, working with a 
steering committee of city 
officials. 

“The park design is at a 
very early phase,” Fatseas 
said. “The steering commit- 
tee is meeting with Halvor- 
son. There's an education 
process, I think, during the 
25 percent [phase] a lot of 
ideas are shared back and 
forth. Everything from fea- 
sibility to total scope of the 
project is discussed. The 
process is incredibly com- 
plex.” 

As part of the renovations 
ongoing at the old City Hall 
building, known formally as 
the James R. McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center, the area in 
front of City Hall that will 
comprise part of the new 
Adams Green has already 
been dug up. 

The city is also in the pro- 
cess of reviewing designs for 
new statues of John Adams 
and John Hancock that will 
be placed in the park. New 
statues of Abigail and John 
Quincy Adams may also be 
added. A statue of John Ad- 
ams in front of City Hall and 
one of Abigail and a young 
John Quincy Adams in front 
of the United First Parish 
Church will also be incorpo- 
rated into the park’s design.

tary level, class sizes have 
been kept to the school com- 
mittee guidelines. Last year, 


students with 9,470 students 


call for class sizes to be 
from 20-25 students and the 
average class size this year 
is 20 students with no class- 
es exceeding the guidelines. 
In grades 1-3, the guidelines 
ask for 22-26 students per 
classroom and this year all 
grades have an average class 
size of 20 students, with no 
classes exceeding the guide- 
lines. 

In K-3 there are a total 
of 146 classes, 95 have 20 
or fewer students, 34 have 
21-22 students, 12 have 23 
students, and five have 24 
students. 

In grades four and five 
guidelines ask for 24-28 
students in each classroom. 
Grade four has an average 
class size of 19 students with 
no classes exceeding the set 
guidelines. Grade five has 
an average class size of 20

students with no classes ex- 
ceeding the guidelines 

There are 68 sections in 
grades four and five, 47 of 
them have 20 or fewer stu- 
dents, 15 have 21-22 stu- 
dents, and six have 23-24 
students, No sections ex- 
ceed more than 24 students. 
At the elementary level last 
year, the average class size 
was 20 students. 

Classroom guidelines for 
grades 6-8 require no more 
than 28 students in a class. 
Of the 338 sections, 145 
have 20 or fewer students, 
164 have 21-25 students and 
29 have 26-28 students with 
no classes having more than 
28 students. 

Only three sections 
(classes) throughout the 
entire school system are ex- 
ceeding the guidelines set 
forth by the school commit- 
tee. Classrooms in grades 
9-12 are asked to have 25- 
30 students; the three classes 
that exceed those guidelines 
are Intro to Criminal Justice, 
Honors College Accounting, 
and AP Psychology at Quin- 
cy High School. Those three 
classes have 31 students in 
them 

Last year, there were 
only two classes in the high 
school that exceeded the 
guidelines, both of which 


fell into the category of elec- 
tives or honor courses. 

There are 701 sections 
in grades 9-12 with 362 of 
those sections having 20 
or fewer students, 249 sec- 
tions with 21-25 students, 
and 126 sections with 26-30 
students. 

Quincy High has a total 
of 1 452 students not includ- 
ing the SSC students (Sec- 
ondary School Certificate), 
and North Quincy High 
School has a total of 1,106 
students not including the 
SSC students. 

“High school enrollment 
is down. When we look 
at the electives at the high 
school level that is where 
we see some classes over 
30 students. In classes such 
as computer classes and 
science labs each student 
has their appropriate equip- 
ment,” said DeCristofaro. 
“Class sizes this year, in 
general, throughout Quincy 
Public Schools is pretty 
flat,” said DeCristofaro. “At 
the high school level enroll- 
ment was down and middle 
school was pretty flat. We 
did see an increase in the 
kindergarten through fourth 
grade level and we will keep 
an eye on that as we go fur- 
ther.”

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Hancock Lot Home To Farmers’ Market Through 2015 


Street-Works: ‘Keeping This Farmers’ Market Downtown For The Foreseeable Future Is The Goal’ 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Quincy Farmers’ 
Market will be able to con- 
tinue setting up shop in 
the Hancock Parking Lot 
through the end of their 
2015 season. 

City and Street-Works 
officials provided an update 
on the farmers’ market at a 
recent meeting of the City 
Council’s downtown com- 
mittee. Jim Fatseas, ex- 
ecutive secretary to Mayor 
Thomas Koch, said the mar- 
ket will be able to stay in 
place through 2015. 

“It’s the city’s respon- 
sibility and pleasure to ac- 
commodate the farmers’ 
market,” Fatseas said. “To 
make comments beyond 
2015 is speculative at this 
point, but we're very com- 
fortable that the farmers’ 


market will be intact for the 
next two seasons at least 
and after that it is part of the 
plan.” 


Street-Works co-founder 
and partner Richard Heapes 
explained that the developer 
still plans on creating a new 
space for the Quincy Farm- 
ers’ Market — known as Mar- 
ket Square — in the Cliveden 
Street area as part of step 
one of the company’s $1.6 
billion downtown project. 

“From the very first time 
we brought out any notion 
or plan it had always been 
and still is our intention to 
create a permanent place 
for the farmers’ market,” 
Heapes said. “In fact, down 
and around Cliveden Street, 
we separated some property 
out and refer to it as Market 
Square, which, among many 


things on the plan, has never 
changed, never moved, and 
still sits on the same place. 
‘That still is our plan.” 

Heapes also promised 
that Street-Works would 
work to find the farmers’ 
market an interim location if 
Market Square wasn’t ready 
at the time when the mar- 
ket would need to leave the 
Hancock Lot. 

“Obviously if something 
comes up where that’s chal- 
lenged, I certainly. feel it’s 
our obligation to help find 
them a place that they can 
connect their business with 
the same customers,” Heap- 
es said. 

Janet Little, who runs the 
Quincy Farmers’ Market, 
said she had some doubts 
about whether the new 
farmers’ market in Market 


Square would meet the state 
Department of Agriculture’s 
requirements for being a 
registered agricultural activ- 
ity. 

“In order for it to be a 
registered agricultural activ- 
ity you have to have at least 
two farmers that have direct 
contact with the products 
they are selling — they have 
to represent the product 
themselves at the farmers’ 
market. And there has to be 
something exchanged be- 
sides products, such as trust, 
goodwill, health, stories, so- 
cial capital,” Little said. 

“If the farmers’ market 
in Cliveden Square is con- 
sistent with that, that would 
be really nice. But we have 
some doubts about whether 
that would actually be a 
farmers’ market.”

pay for utility poles in the 
city. But the solicitor said 
Quincy’s agreement with 
Comcast prevents the city 
from offering any incen- 
tives.

Candidates were also 
asked how the school com- 
mittee will support teachers 
and schools as they imple- 
ment the Common Core 
State Standards curriculum 
along with how the system 
plans to address technology 
needed for computer “based 
testing? 

“The new assessment is 
called PARCC (Partnership 
for Assessment of Readiness 
for College and Career) and 
this year we will be piloting 
the PARCC test and cer- 
tain schools will be chosen 


to participate in that pilot,” 
Isola said in her response 

“We have time; it’s not 
until 2016 that the technol- 
ogy part of PARCC is going 
to be in place. I’m confident 
that our teachers through 
this pilot program along 
with the principals will re- 
ally be looking at what we 
need to help our children be 
successful in doing this as- 
sessment,” Isola added 

“Technology based and 
computer based we're going 
to have to learn the curve as 
we go along,” said DiBona. 

“It’s very important that 
we also continue to teach 
the fundamentals — read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic 
— on top of what this com- 
mon core is going to be. I’m 
looking forward to seeing 
this. I have high confidence 
that it is going to work,” he 
added. 

During her closing state- 
ment Lebo took the oppor- 
tunity to address the possi- 
bility of the superintendent 
retiring and what the com- 
mittee will have to look for 
when hiring a replacement 

“There’s a very good 
chance the superintendent 
will be retiring in the tenure 
of the people you elect this 
time, and you better make 
sure they are people who are 
going to be able to recognize 
a good leader,” said Lebo. 

“I will be very interested, 
if we need to hire a new 
superintendent, in getting 


New England School De- 
velopment Council to assist 
us, they are a professional 
organization that helps with 
the process. We need to be 
very transparent to make 
sure this does not look like 
it’s a promotional position 
or a Quincy position, We 
need to be sure that we are 
type casting a wide net. We 
may very well hire someone 
from inside, but we need 
to look long and hard and 
make sure we are finding the 
very best person for the job. 
You want to make sure who- 
ever you vote for is going to 
be able to recognize what a 
good leader is.” 

DiBona, who is running 
for the first time, said if 
elected he hopes to grow the 
music program.

This award shall be made 
each year unless in the opin- 
ion of the Fire Commission- 
er, there is no Fire Fighter 
entitled to receive such a

medal.” 

Lt. O’Brien honored the 
Boston Fire Department 
throughout his life. His 
countless stories of his mis- 
sions on Engine 22 and Lad- 
der 11 shall live on through 
his family and friends who 
will continue to remember 
him as the brave and loving 
man he was and who will 
continue to retell his stories 
to the future generations that 
survive him. 

Lt. O’Brien only had one 
love that was greater than 
his love of his days on the 
Boston Fire Department, 
and that love was for his 
wife and his family.

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Interior Demolition Underway At 169-Year-Old City Hall 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Interior demolition is un- 
dérway at the old City Hall 
building, the first step in a 
16-month long project to 
renovate the 169-year old 
building 

On the first floor of old 
City Hall, formally known 
as the James R. Mcintyre 
Government Center, spacé 
that was formerly home to 
thé City Clerk’s Offices, in- 
cluding the Licensing and 
Elections Departments as 
well as vital statistics, work- 
ers have begun demolishing 
finished surfaces and have 
pulled out carpeting and 
flooring. Similar work has 
also commenced in the City 
Council chamber on the 
second floor and offices on 
the second and on the third 
floors. 

“It’s a partial demoli- 
tion of finishes and certain 
building systems but it has 
to be coordinated with the 
removal and abatement of 
asbestos. It’s a very careful 
process so they don’t spread 


contaminants in the work- 
place,” said Jim Edwards, 
the architect overseeing the 
renovations and the presi- 
dent of the Quincy Histori- 
cal Society, 

As part of the project the 
partitions that divide the 
offices on the second floor 
from the council chambers 
will be removed, as will the 
offices above them on the 
third floor. Support columns 
on the first floor, which hold 
up the partition, are also 
slated to be removed. 

Removal of the second 
floor partition and the offic- 
es from the third floor will 
restore the council chamber 
to its original dimensions, 
when it was known as the 
Great Hall. The new Great 
Hall will seat 200 people 
on the second floor — two- 
and-a-half times its current 
capacity — with additional 
seating on a new third floor 
balcony. Edwards and his 
team are planning to repli- 
cate the Great Hall's original 
appearance in the renovated

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City Could Reach Host Agreements With Dispensaries

Medical marijuana dis- 
pensaries planning on open- 
ing in Quincy could reach 
host agreements that would 
provide the city with ben- 
efits, such as a portion of 
the profits and educational 
programs for patients and 
the public. 

The City Council’s pub- 
lic safety committee met 
Monday night to discuss the 
host agreements. Council-

very little of the mitigation 
that would come with that,” 
Palmucci said. “I think it’s 
important to be open to 
working with dispensaries 
so that we can help target 
the negative impacts we 
want to offset.” 

Palmucci named several 
ways,in which host agree- 
ments ‘could benefit the 
community. He suggested 
that dispensaries could help 
purchase new dogs for the 
Police Department, install 
security cameras to monitor 
the streets the dispensary is 
located on, give a portion of 
the proceeds to the city and 
community groups, and hire 
local residents. 


City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins said the city would 
work with the dispensaries, 
similar to how it works with 
other businesses trying to 
come to Quificy. 

“We've come a long way 
from the Kid Charlemagne 
days of the ‘70s when every- 
thing was illegal and phone 
calls to people who only had 
first names,” Timmins said. 
“We're now working with 
business people who have 


. business plans. They're 


getting investors to buy in 
because of what's going to 
be involved in creating these 
cultivation facilities. This is 
an industry. This is like per- 
mitting BJ’s or others,” 

Valerio Romano, an attor- 
ney who represents several 
groups trying to open dis- 
pensaries in Quincy, said he 
believes a dispensary would 
inevitably open in the city. 
Dispensaries, he explained 
while not referencing any 
client in particular, would be 
willing to reach host agree- 
ments that could provide 
the city a portion of gross 
profits, provide education 
to patients, fund educational 
programs in the community, 
and hire local residents, 
among other items. 

“We want to be respon- 
sible corporate partners 
and citizens in the com- 
munity,” Romano _ said. 
“There's been some talk that 
it’s sort of like a Stop & Shop 
or something, but I think 
it's more than that. We're 
trying to provide medicine 
to patients. By being a re- 
sponsible corporate citizen, 
we want to agree to a host 
agreement that is very ben- 
eficial to the city as well.” 

Under state regulations, 
the non-profit groups hoping 
to open one of the 35 dis- 
pensaries in the state must 
submit applications by Nov. 
21, and those applications 
must note the community in 
which a dispensary would 
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open with letters from com- 
munity officials indicating 
either support or lack of 
opposition to the proposal. 
Romano and other attor- 
neys present noted that at 
least one application will 
list Quincy as a host com- 


munity. 

Councillors at the meet- 
ing, including Gutro, said 
applicants should host com- 
munity meetings before get- 
ting local approval. 

“Before you earn a letter 
of support or even a prom- 


ise not to weigh-in you've 
got to give the courtesy to 
the ward councillor to have 
a public discussion with the 
neighbors,” Gutro said. “It's 
got to happen.” 

Attorney David Mahoney 
noted that even if a dispen- 
sary receives initial approv- 


al from the state Department 
of Public Health in January, 
they would still have to pass 
the local permitting process 
before being granted a li- 
cense to open. In Quincy, 
that could include reviews 
by the Planning and Zoning 
Boards.

Long Island Bridge: Protect 
Public Safety, Taxpayers’ Interests

The City of Boston’s proposal for $14 million dollars 
in “capital improvements” to the 60-year old Long Island 
Bridge is currently before the Quincy Conservation 
Commission. 

These patchwork repairs are going to cost the 
Massachusetts and Boston taxpayers’ an exorbitant amount 
to finance a bridge that will continue to have structural 
exposure to salt air and water. 

The two-lane, 3,450-foot Long Island Bridge connecting 
Moon Island Road and Long Island Road, would take 
approximately $60 million dollars to replace. 

So, the real question is; why is the City of Boston 
spending $14 Million dollars to “maintain” an unsafe 
bridge, while other more vital bridges in the City of Boston 
are neglected. 

The Long Island Bridge has approximately 500 vehicles 
of Average Daily Traffic (ADT) per day. 

The Massachusetts Department of Transportation reports 
that the City of Boston has approximately 37 bridges that 
are deemed STRUCTURALLY DEFICIENT and have a 
high volume of vehicular traffic (70,000-150,000 vehicles) 
per day. 

My office has obtained a Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation 2012 Structures Inspection Field Report, to 
review the current state and condition of the bridge, including 
the superstructure, substructure, and deck fortitude. This 
report emphasizes that the Long Island Bridge is a safety 
and environmental risk and one of the most dangerous 
bridges in the state. 

Because of Federal and State mandated weight and safety 
restrictions, the Long Island Bridge cannot support a full- 
sized school bus or fire apparatus due to its reduced load 
carrying capacity. 

The MBTA is currently spending our tax dollars on three 
bus routes that service the island, which remain at half 
capacity, due to weight restrictions on the bridge. 

There is strong competition from municipalities for 
every limited dollar available to be used for infrastructure 
improvements. 

Given the increasingly limited city and state budgets, a 
feasibility study should be done on the alternative of a ferry 
service in place of the Long Island Bridge, particularly where 
there is an operational ferry service pier/dock infrastructure 
located on Long Island that could be expanded upon for 
transportation needs. 

A ferry service could be a safer and more economical 
means of transportation to the island. Rather than investing 
millions of dollars revamping a deteriorating and dangerous 
bridge, time and time again. 

* Boaters have also witnessed debris falling from that 
bridge. This bridge is a maritime safety hazard to all who

I have a responsibility to protect the interests of my 
constituents but also of the Citizens of the Commonwealth. 
I have cosponsored legislation pertaining to this issue with 
State Representative Nick Collins of South Boston, whose 
legislative district encompasses Long Island. 

The Quincy Conservation Commission will be reviewing 
this proposal next month. 

In preparation of that review, I have voiced my concerns 
to the Massachusetts Department of Transportation's 
Secretary Davey, for a study to be done on the feasibility 
for a ferry service, as an alternative means of transportation 
to the island. 

I have also met with Chairman David Linsky of Post 
Audit and Oversight Committee, to discuss the fiscal 
mismanagement of funding this bridge; where this $14 
Million could be spent repairing other inner city bridges, 
protecting the commuters and developing the downtown 
infrastructure. To discuss the wetland concerns surrounding 
this issue, I recently met with Chairwoman Anne Gobi of 
the Joint Committee on Environment, Natural Resources 
and Agriculture to discuss the scope of this project and 
the environmental impacts it will have in relationship to 
our beaches, shellfish and maritime use of our coastal 
community. 

I have asked these officials to provide recommendations 
that I can forward onto the Quincy Conservation Commission 
to be factored into their deliberations next month. 

With new leadership in Boston City Hall, 1 strongly be- 
lieve that this $14 Million proposal should be reconsidered 
and a more comprehensive look and decision should be 
rendered in regards to the long-term transportation manage- 
ment to Long Island, while protecting the public safety and 
taxpayers’ interests.

Seventy-eight percent of Quincy’s 51,908 registered 
voters were expected to head to the polls on Nov. 4, which 
would be the city’s lowest turnout for a presidential election 
in many years, according to City Clerk John M. Gillis. 

in tie presidential race, incumbent President Jimmy 
Carter, a former governor of Georgia, and his Vice President 
Walter Mondale of Minnesota were opposed by Republi- 
can California Gov. Ronald Reagan and his running mate 
George H.W. Bush, a former Texas congressman who was 
born in Milton. 

“That is the only office with a real contest,” Gillis said of 
the presidential race. 

Most Quincy voters had only one other race to decide.

Quahog Chowder 


My niece Anita and her husband Harry 
were here recently on vacation from Arizona. 
We were all set to go out to lunch and she 
surprised me with a bag of quahogs and one 
large conch, a rarity around here 

Their friends, Frank and Diane, had gone 
fishing that morning, and thought I would 
enjoy them 

I boiled the conch as you would a lobster- 
about 20 minutes or so. 

Conches can be used cut up in a salad, or 
in a tomato sauce. My daughter Rita used it 
in tomato sauce for a wonderful flavor. 

I cooked the quahogs with water, a can of 
beer, a large onion, salt and pepper. 

My daughter Nan ut the quahogs in 
small pieces with a scissors and set them 
aside 

After they are cooked, pour the juice with 
a strainer and set aside 

To make the chowder: 


Grandmother’s 


When I was about 12 years old,my maternal 
grandmother who was vision impaired taught 
me how to make today’s recipe for potatoes, 
and one in which I still use with a cast iron 
pan like she did. 

They can also be used in another kind of 
a skillet, but I do it her way. 

BREAKFAST POTATOES 
2-3 large potatoes 
3- tablespoons oil (I used olive oil) 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 small onion (sliced) 
Slice the potatoes onacheese graterorman- 


Enough water to cover the quahogs, 
a can of beer, salt and pepper and one 
chopped onion. 

After they are boiled, chucked and cut, 
set aside. Then for the chowder. 

1 stick of butter 

1 medium onion (chopped) 

3 medium sized potatoes (diced) 

Quahogs and the juice 

Cream or half and half 

In a large pan, heat the butter. Add the 
onions and cook until translucent. Add the 
potatoes, and the strained juice and cook until 
the potatoes are tender. Add the quahogs and 
heat. When ready to serve, add the cream or 
half and half and heat until just before coming 
to a boil. Serve with oysterettes. 

We made the base for the chowder and 
froze it until Labor Day when we were alto- 
gether. Then we heated the chowder, added the 
cream or half and half. It tasted much better 
with quahogs than clams in our opinion.

second floor while the elder- 
ly woman lived on the first 
floor until she passed away 
on Aug. 31.

to a genetic lab for analysis 
and a unique DNA profile

Police tracked down 
Czerkawski after following 
a lead from ‘Puppy Doe’s’ 
previous owner who had 
told officers she posted an 
ad on Craigslist after need- 
ing to re-home the dog. That 
woman who is referred to in 
the Commnwealth’s Mem- 
oranda as LH responded to 
the police's call for help in 
the case and provided pho- 
tographs of the dog she had 
owned. Those photographs 
were examined by the ARL’s 
(Animal Rescue League of 
Boston) vet and she deter- 
mined the unique markings 
on the dogs coat matched 
“Puppy Doe.’ 

That woman, LH, indi- 
cated that she ultimately 
transferred the dog to two 


people in Worcester, known 
as KP and AD, who re- 
sponded to her Craigslist 
ad. Police met with KP and 
AD who indicated they in 
turn transferred the dog via 
a Craigslist ad on June 8 
to a man they described as 
28-40 years old. Police then 
learned that the cell phone 
number that had been used 
to contact KP and AD was 
a subscriber number that 
belonged to Czerkawski. 
Police showed a photograph 
of Czerkawski as part of a 
photo array to KP and AD in 
Worcester and they indicat- 
ed it was the same man they 
had given the puppy to. 

Reports from Craigslist 
indicate that KP’s ad had 
been posted on Craigslist 
and a search of Czerkawski’s 
computer shows he had ac- 
cessed that ad

the school but we really do 
need a new Sterling.” 

Following their visit to 
the middle school the MSBA 
representatives will talk with 
senior officials at the MSBA 
and decide when to look at 
schools throughout the state. 
When looking at the whole 
state the MSBA will then 
determine if the city is in 
the category of need to get a 
new middle school 

“We don’t have any input 
beyond the senior study,” 
said DeCristofaro. “I know 
the MSBA has a meeting in 
November and in January so 
we are hoping that during 
one of those meetings there 
will be at least a discussion 
of Sterling and we will have 


an idea of when we will be 
invited in for further discus- 
sion.

until we meet with them.

By amending the City’s acceptance of Chapter 44B section 3-7, the City will maintain its 1% tax assessment, 
but will be able to dedicate other local funds to allowable community preservation uses, potentially increasing 
the City’s matching funds from the State Trust Fund. Other local revenue sources may include but are not 
limited to hotel excise taxes, linkage fees and inclusionary zoning payments, parking fines, sale of munici- 
pal property, and gifts from private sources.

Police Lt. Denied Access To Dept.’s Sick Bank; 
City Says It Has Extended Leave Multiple Times 


Paul Turowski: ‘I’m 
Fighting Cancer And City’ 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Quincy Police Lt. Paul 
Turowski said he is ashamed 
of how the city is treating 
him as he battles stage three 
cancer. 

Turowski, who joined 
the Police Department in 
1983, is fighting cancer for 
a third time. In May he was 
diagnosed with stage three 
cholangiocarcinoma, cancer 
of the bile ducts that link the 
liver to the small intestine. 

He said he was twice 
denied access to the Police 
Department’s sick bank, 
when he first felt ill last fall 
and required stents to drain 
his bile ducts and again after 
he was diagnosed with can- 
cer and underwent surgery 
in May of this year. So he 
began to ask other city em- 
ployees to donate their sick 
time to him, which many 
were willing to do. 

“The only option was to 
ask people to donate time,” 
Turowski said. “They were 
more than generous enough 
to do so.” 

Turowski said his fel- 
low city employees donated 
more than 140 days worth 


of sick time to him. But he 
said he stopped receiving 
paychecks after 90 days, 
on Oct. 9, without being in- 
formed by the city first. 

“On October 91 didn’t get 
a paycheck,” Turowski said. 
“They (the city) stopped the 
donated time. People donat- 
ed time and they’re mad.” 

Turowski said he is dis- 
appointed by how the city is 
treating him 

“I'm fighting on two 
fronts — one is’ cancer and 
the other is the city,” he said. 
“I’m not ashamed because | 
have cancer. I’m ashamed 
at how the city is treating me 
as I have to go through it” 

Quincy’s Human Re- 
sources Director Helen 
Murphy said in a statement 
to The Sun that the city has 
done everything possible 
under the law to assist Tur- 
owski 

“The city has done every- 
thing possible under the law 
to assist Lt. Turowski over 
the course of many years, 
and will continue to do so. 
Federal privacy law pre- 
vents the city from discuss- 


ing many of these issues in 
more detail publicly. But I 
can say that the city contin- 
ues to protect his position by 
extending his leave multiple 
times above and beyond the 
requirements of the Family 
and Medical Leave Act,” 
Murphy said. 

“We will continue to sup- 
port Lt. Turowski in any way 
we legally can as he consid- 
ers all of his options, which 
include sustaining his leave 
or pursuing retirement and 
the substantial pension and 
health benefits that come 
with it.” 

This isn’t Turowski’s 
first dispute with the city. In 
2010 the state’s Civil Ser- 
vice Commission found he 
was improperly bypassed 
for a promotion to lieu- 
tenant in 2005. The com- 
mission ordered Turowski 
be placed at the top of the 
next promotion list, and he 
was appointed lieutenant 
in 2012 by Mayor Thomas 
Koch. Turowski said he is 
still trying to recoup legal 
fees and back pay related to 
that dispute.

North Quincy had a 
choice to make. 

The Red Raiders trailed 
by two touchdowns less 
than three minutes into the 
game. They were missing 
two starting linemen. They 
had lost five of their first 
six games. They were fac- 
ing playoff-bound Scituate 
who averages more than 
30 points per game and has 
more size than the Indianap- 
olis Colts 

North could fold or play. 
The Red Raiders played. 

The Sailors used their fast 
start to build a 25-point half- 
time lead, but North used a 
powerful running game led 
once again by tailback An- 
toine Allen to test Scituate 
before falling, 38-20 Friday 
in a Patriot League Fisher 
Division contest on Senior 
Night at Veterans Stadium. 

North Quincy, which did 
not qualify for the Division 
3 Southwest playoffs, will 
travel to Bishop Feehan 
Friday at 7 p.m. On Friday, 
Nov. 8. North Quincy will 
host Milford at 7:30 p.m. 
On Friday, Nov. 15, the Red 
Raiders will travel to Nor- 
wood at a time to be deter- 
mined. 

“I told them they could 
fold and I'd start waiving 
in the JV or they could keep 
fighting,” said coach Mark 
Nutley. “They showed me 
something. We played hard 
and I thought we moved the 
ball well on them after the 
first three minutes of the 
game.” 

The reason was the run- 
ning game which was a bit 
surprising because North 
was facing a Scituate roster 
which had 17 players over 
200 pounds and five play- 
ers over 265. The Red Raid- 
ers were giving up 30, 40, 
50 pounds and more across 
the line, but still gashed out 
holes with quickness and 
toughness, good for 215 
yards rushing, 22 first downs 
and scoring drives of 62, 70 
and 79 yards 

“The offensive line 
played great. They’ were 
physical and they fired out 
off the ball hard all night,” 
said Nutley. 

In the middle of it all was 


Allen who had 149 yards in 
28 carries,.a pair of three- 
yard TD runs, and a recep- 
tion off a screen pass good 
for 44 yards. He has the elu- 
siveness, vision, quickness 
and acceleration of all great 
backs, but his best asset can 
be easily summarized. He 
simply refuses to go down 
to the ground. He never 
quits on a play, the legs keep 
pumping, and  two-yard 
losses turn consistently into 
big runs because of his de- 
termination. 

“He sees things other 
backs don’t see,” said Nut- 
ley. “He can make some- 
thing out of nothing and he 
doesn’t need much of a hole. 
Week in and week out, he’s 
been a great back,” 

There was more than Al- 
len. Junior wingback Day- 
von Jones ran hard for 48 
yards in seven carries and 
an eight-yard touchdown 
run. Speedy Bryan Turner 
burst for 31 yards on three 
carries on a late drive which 
finished at the Scituate three 
when the game ended. 

“T liked the way Dayvon 
ran,” said Nutley. “He hit the 
holes hard and showed good 
speed. He’s improved every 
week. He gives us a good 
1-2 punch with Antoine.” 

Mostly it was the offen- 
sive line. The Red Raiders 
were without junior two- 
way starter Nick Manning, 
but Fred Barsamian stepped 
up and anchored the line 
with a strong game at cen- 
ter. Vinny Tran, Don Sharp 
and Zach Dangora were sol- 
id once again. Sophomores 
Derek Hounh and Seamus 
Broughton continued to 
show striking improvement 
on the right side of the line. 

“Fred goes about 160 and 
the kid he was blocking was 
almost 300 pounds, so he 
did a quite a job,” said Nut- 
ley. “I like the way the two 
sophomores have played. 
They’ve worked hard and 
improved. We had some big 
third and fourth down plays 
tonight, and I ran them right 
behind Seamus and Derek.” 

Barsamian was not the 
only depth Nutley found in 
the game. With Manning 
and Alex Chen missing from 
the defensive line, Chris 
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Clare played a hard-hitting 
game. North also discov- 
ered a placekicker in fresh- 
man Brendan Kinsbury who 
converted a pair of extra 
points, Kinsbury is a throw- 
back. He’s an old-fashioned, 
straight-on kicker. He takes 
one step and kicks it. None 
of this side-saddle, soccer- 
style stuff. Remember those 
old, grainy film clips of Lou 
Groza and Pat Summerall 
kicking them. That’s Kins- 
bury. 

“Even on kickoffs, it’s 
the same, he takes one step 
and kicks it,” said Nutley. 

Scituate (6-1), who has 
clinched the Fisher Division 
crown and will likely host 
a Division 4 playoff game, 
scored on a 55-yard run by 
Dawayne Kirton and a 50- 
yard pass from Christian 
Brady to Noma Okundaye 
for a 14-0 lead just 2:37 into 
the game.

signatures for it to appear on 
the ballot. 

A yes vote on Question 3 
would support merging the 
high schools into one school 
with two campuses, while a 
no vote would oppose that 
setup. 

Shea anticipates between 
20 to 22 percent of Quincy's 
registered voters will cast 
ballots in the election, put- 
ting the total turnout be- 
tween 12,700 and 14,000. 

“All indicators are that 
it’s going to be a light year,” 
Shea said. “There are very 
few contests.” 

Shea based his estimate 
in part on the number of 
absentee ballots already 
cast. He said his office had 
received 522 absentee bal- 
lots through Oct. 25, ten 
days before the election. In 
last year’s presidential elec- 
tion, which had a turnout of 
72 percent, a total of 2,501 
absentee ballots were cast 
and more than half were re- 
ceived ten days prior to the 
election 


In person absentee ballot- 
ing —held at the City Clerk’s 
Office, 1259 Hancock St. - 
ends at noon on Monday, 
Nov. 4. On election day, 
Nov. 5., polls will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Ballots will be printed 
in two languages — English 
and Mandarin — follow- 
ing guidelines set by Mas- 
sachusetts Secretary of the 
Commonwealth William 
Galvin. Quincy is required 
to print the bilingual bal- 
lots because 22 percent of 
city residents who answered 
the 2010 Census said they 
spoke Mandarin. Quincy is 
one of the 17 communities 
in the state who have bilin- 
gual ballots; the other 16 all 
print their ballots in English 
and Spanish. 

Tuesday’s election will 
cost the city about $80,000, 
Shea said. That money was 
already included in Quin- 
cy’s budget for the current 
fiscal year. The city did 
save approximately $80,000 
because there was no pre- 
liminary election held in 


September. This is only 
the third time in the last 73 
years where there was no 
preliminary city election. 
Besides 2013, there was no 
preliminary in either 1940 
or 2007. 

Koch, who is seeking his 
fourth two-year term, is the 
fifth Quincy mayor to run 
unopposed joining Thomas 
Burgin (1940), Francis Mc- 
Cauley (1983), James Sheets 
(1991, 1993, and 1995), and 
William Phelan (2005). 

The three ballots ques- 
tions are the most in a city 
election since 1999, when 
voters were asked to weigh 
in on three non-binding ref- 
erendums. That year voters 
showed support for taking a 
lot in Marina Bay by emi- 
nent domain for open space 
preservation and for pro- 
tecting low and moderate 
income tenants in govern- 
ment housing, while reject- 
ing casino boats. The last 
citywide referendum was in 
2006 during the state elec 
tion, when voters authorized 
adopting the CPA 


63,687 Eligible To Vote Tuesday

tion. Shea said the number 
of eligible voters increases 
in presidential election years 
then decreases in the follow- 
ing years. 

“Tt surges every four 
years and then goes down,” 
Shea said. 

Nearly half of all Quincy 
voters — some 31,172 — are 
unenrolled, meaning they 
haven't registered with any 
party. Democrats continue 
to outnumber Republicans 
in the city, with 26,060 reg- 


istered Democrats compared 
to 6,030 Republicans. The 
remaining voters, a total of 
425, are enrolled in third 
parties. 

Ward 4, which has the 
only contested City Coun- 
cil race this year, has the 
most registered voters with 
11,545. Ward 1 is second 
with 10,885 voters, Ward 
6 has 10,653, Ward 5 has 
10,376, Ward 2 has 10,235, 
and Ward 3 has 9,993.

completely removed so a 
new one can be built. De- 
sign plans call for the base- 
ment to house a meeting 
room and mechanical equip- 
ment. In addition, the vault 
located in the basement - 
which was used first for city 
records and later as a jail — is 
set to be preserved. 

“That room is going to be 
kept as it is as a historical ar- 
tifact at this. point in time,” 
Edwards said. “It’s rather 
handsome. It has a beauti- 
ful coffered brick ceiling. 
We'd like it to be exposed so 
people can look at it. There 
aren't too many historically 
significant original compo- 
nents to this building.” 

In addition to the ongo- 
ing demolition inside the 
building; the  stucco-clad 
addition at the back of the 
building, originally con- 
structed in 1902, is slated 
for demolition in the com- 
ing months along with the 
glass-enclosed link between 
that addition and the City 
Hall annex. 

Replacing the 1902 addi- 
tion will be a larger one with 
enough space to accommo- 
date an elevator and stair- 
case, as well as bathrooms 
on the first two floors and a 
room for Quincy Access TV 
on the third floor. The new 
one will be made of glass 
to allow people to view the 
granite walls in the rear of 
old City Hall. 


“We will be able to ex- 
pose the rear wall of the 
old City Hall, which re- 
ally hasn’t been able to be 
viewed for well over 100 
years. We’re going to clean 
that wall up. We're going 
to repair it as needed. This 
stucco-clad, rather clumsy 
and homely addition when 
that gets ripped off the new 
one will be all glass,” Ed- 
wards said. 

“You'll not only be able 
to see in and out, but you'll 
be able to see through it 
too.” - 

The rear of the new addi- 
tion will be clad in Quincy 
granite salvaged from the 
now-razed Quincy High 
School. 

“We're cladding any- 
thing that’s not glass in the 
back with granite that was 
salvaged from Quincy High 
School.

The general contractor 
for the project, Nauset Con- 
struction, will ensure fire 
watches are put in place to 
safeguard the building dur- 
ing the project.

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On Wednesday, October 23, 2013, at approximately 9:20 
PM., Officer Steve Kelly and numerous other officers were 
dispatched to the parking lot of 215 Quincy Avenue on the 
report of a male breaking into yehicles.. Upon arrival, Officer 
Kelly observed Sergeant J.P. Kelly, Officer Lauren Lambert 
and Lieutenant Kevin Tobin (with ride-along Quincy High 
School Protective students) speaking to a male suspect. Of- 
ficer Kelly immediately recognized the suspect from past inci- 
dents — and as recent as an hour earlier when the Officer was 
dispatched to the Kam Man store also located at 215 Quincy 
Avenue. Officer Kelly spoke with the manager who stated 
he caught the suspect attempting to steal a case of beer. The 
manager elected not to press charges, so Officer Kelly located 
the suspect in the parking lot and advised him not to return 
to the store. The suspect denied breaking into any vehicles. 
A witness then approached Officer Kelly and confirmed that 
the male the Officers had detained was the man he saw break 
into a Dodge pick-up truck parked nearby. The witness added 
that he first saw the suspect attempt to enter his (the witness's) 
vehicle by trying the door but it was locked. The witness 
watched as the suspect then entered the Dodge pick-up truck 
as well as other vehicles in the area. Upon seeing this, the wit- 
ness called the Quincy Police to report the incident. Officer 
Kelly inspected the area around the vehicles that had been en- 
tered. On the ground near the Dodge pick-up truck, the Officer 
found ‘a Rayban Sunglass case on the ground. It appeared in 
good condition. The Officer returned to where the suspect was 
being detained to check on the brand of sunglasses the suspect 
had atop his head. The brand turned out to be Rayban, which 
matched the case brand found just outside the truck. The Of- 
ficer also noted that the suspect, seen an hour earlier, did not 
have a pair of sunglasses on his head. Since it was dark out 
and had been for many hours, it was odd that someone would 
have sunglasses still on. In addition, it was dark and had been 
very cloudy all day. Based on this information, Officer Kelly 
placed the suspect, a 41 year old Quincy resident, under arrest 
for “Breaking and Entering into a Motor Vehicle, Possession 


of Burglarious Tools and Receiving Stolen Property.” 

Officer Lambert then searched the suspect.and found a 

wrench and a pair of pliers in his coat pocket. In another pock- 
et, Officer Lambert found a box 
of unopened batteries from Ra- 
dio Shack, which is also located 
in the mall area of 215 Quincy 
Avenue. Officer Lambert also 
located a cell phone holder/clip 
in the coat pocket, yet the sus- 
pect did not have a cell phone. 
Officer Kelly took these items 
as evidence, believing that these 
items were also stolen. The 
wrench and pliers were taken 
as “burglarious tools” evidence. 
As the suspect was about to be 
transported by cruiser, he said, 
“I didn’t steal anything.” 

The owner of the vehicle was notified. Nice Work! 

SCAMS: “Free money for college.” The victim was 
searching through the computer looking for money to pay for 
college. She gave out her cell-phone number to a company 
that was offering “free money.” Soon after, she was called by 
a male claiming to be from the federal government, offering 
her $7,500.00 to go back to school and best of all, “you will 
never have to pay the money back.” The only stipulation was 
that the victim would have to purchase a gift card and send it to 
the program first. The victim went to Wal-Mart and purchased 
a prepaid Visa card in the amount of $280.00. The victim then 
called the suspect and asked if he received the gift card. The 
suspect told the victim that she would first have to pay Mas- 
sachusetts taxes and it was then that the victim became suspi- 


cious, asking for her money back. The suspect told her that he 
could not give money back and he would be in touch with her. 
The telephone number’s area code is Washington, D.C. 

It is highly unlikely that the victim will ever recoup her 
losses.

Synthetic Marijuana: 

(i) An substance as defined by 21 U.S.C. §812(d), excluding “marijuana” as such term is 
defined in Massachusetts General Laws chapter 94C §1,21 U.S.C. §812(d) notwithstand- 
ing; or (ii) any one or any combination of the following cannabinoids, or, a substance con- 
taining any one or combination of the following cannabinoids: JWH-018, JWH-073, CP-47, 
497, JWH-200 or, cannabicyclohexanol; or (iii) vegetable material that has been chemically 
treated and is processed, sold, or, purchased, with the intent that it will, despite any labeling 
to the contrary, be consumed by humans, for the purpose of voluntary intoxication, said veg- 
etable material typically having a retail price of over five dollars ($5.00) per ounce and con- 
tained within packaging indicating that the content is not for human consumption, which, if 
consumed, may induce an effect or effects of intoxication similar to a controlled substance or 
limitation controlled substance, said effect or effects to include elation, euphoria, dizziness, 
excitement, irrational behavior, exhilaration, paralysis, stupefaction, dulling of the senses or 
nervous system, or distortion of audio, visual or mental processes. 

Synthetic Marijuana Analogue: a substance (i) the chemical structure of which is sub- 
stantially similar to the chemical structure of synthetic marijuana; (ii) which has a stimulant, 
depressant, or hallucinogenic effect on the central nervous system that is substantially simi- 
lar to or greater than the stimulant, depressant or hallucinogenic effect on the central ner- 
vous system or synthetic marijuana; or (iii) with respect to a particular person, which such 
person represents or intends to have a stimulant, depressant, or hallucinogenic effect on the 
central nervous system that is substantially similar to or greater than the stimulant, depres- 
sant or hallucinogenic effect on the central nervous system or synthetic marijuana. 


(Reference: modeled after 21 U.S.C. 802(32); 21 U.S.C. 813) 
Consumed: introduced into the human body by any manner including but not limited to 
inhalation and ingestion. 


8.38.020 Prohibited Activity 

(1) No person shall sell, offer to sell, distribute, gift, or publicly display for sale, any syn- 
thetic marijuana or synthetic marijuana analogue. 

(2) No person shall knowingly possess or consume synthetic marijuana or synthetic mari- 
juana analogue. Mi 

(3) This ordinance shall apply regardless of whether the synthetic marijuana or synthetic 
marijuana analogue is described as tobacco, herbs, incense, spice, bath salts, plant food 
or any blend thereof, and, regardless of whether the substance is marketed for the purpose 
of being smoked, or ingested, and, regardless of whether the substance is marked “not for 
human consumption.” 


8.38.030 Penalty for Violation 

Any violation of this section shall be punishable by a fine of $150 (one hundred fifty dol- 
lars) for a first offense. 

Any subsequent violation shall be punishable by a fine of $300 (three hundred dollars) 
for each offense. 

Each ounce or portion thereof shall be considered a separate offense. 


8.38.040 Enforcement 

This ordinance may be enforced by a criminal complaint before the District Court, or by 
noncriminal disposition in accordance with General Laws chapter 40 §21D. (Statutory Refer- 
ence: GL chapter 40 §21; c.

Any police officer may arrest without a warrant whomever there is probable cause to be- 
lieve is in willful violation of this Ordinance, pursuant to GL c.

The grenade 
killed two of the soldiers 
and the other two ran away. 
Sullivan chased and killed 
both soldiers before he was 
mortally wounded by sniper 
fire. He was awarded a Sil- 
ver Star for the actions that 
led to his death.

* On Noy. 18, 1863, President Abraham Lincoln boards 
a train for Gettysburg, Pa., to deliver a short speech at the 
dedication of a cemetery. The Gettysburg Address became 
one of the most famous speeches in American history. 

* On Nov. 21, 1927, Time magazine puts the week-old 
Holland Tunnel on its cover. The tunnel, which runs under 
the Hudson River between New York City and Jersey City, 
N.J., requires 84 ventilating fans that replace all the air in 


the tunnel every 90 seconds. 

* On Nov. 23, 1936, legendary Mississippi Delta blues 
man Robert Johnson is recorded for the very first time ina 
San Antonio recording studio.

“Bo Diddley.” Sullivan had expected him to perform Erie 
Ford's “Sixteen Tons,” and he was furious enough to ban 
Diddley from future appearances on his show. 

* On Noy. 19, 1976, Patty Hearst is released on bail pend- 
ing the appeal of her conviction for participating in a 1974 
San Francisco bank robbery that was caught on camera. 
Hearst had been kidnapped months before the robbery by 
members of the Symbionese Liberation Army. 

* On Noy. 22, 1986, 20-year-old Mike Tyson knocks out 
Trevor Berbick in just five minutes and 35 seconds to be- 
come the youngest titleholder ever. Tyson kept his title for 
nine more bouts. After that, his life unraveled when he was 
sent to prison for three years

Hannon, McCauley Mark 50 Years 


uesday marked a special milestone for longtime 
friends and former Mayors Walter Hannon and 
Frank McCauley. 

The two marked the 50" anniversary of their first 
election to public office Tuesday with about 20 friends, 
former government colleagues and family at the Quin- 
cy Neighborhood Club. 

It was exactly 50 years to the day — Nov. 5, 1963 — 
that Walter and Frank won their first elections: Walter 
as Ward 5 councillor and Frank as Ward | councillor. 
It was the beginning of a public service journey that 
would see each elected mayor of Quincy eight years 
and 18 years later respectively 

Walter served as the city’s 27" mayor from 1972 to 
1975. Frank served as Quincy’s 30" mayor from 1982 
to 1989. 

Tuesday’s special anniversary remembrance at the 
Neighborhood Club was an opportunity to reminisce 
about their time in public life. Their stories and memo- 
ries are seemingly as abundant as the number of votes 
they tallied while winning campaigns. 

But long before they were public service contempo- 
raries, they were pals who grew up around the corner 
from each other in Houghs Neck 

Walter lived on Stoughton Street while Frank lived 
on Manet Avenue. They both attended the Atherton 
Hough Elementary School and Blessed Sacrament 
Church, where they both served as altar boys. They 
were also in the Boy Scouts together and enjoyed play- 
ing basketball and baseball 

In 1945, Walter informed Frank that his family was 
moving to Wollaston 

“I was thunderstruck. Wollaston was like the Rivi- 
era to me,” Frank — a lifetime ‘Neckah’ — says with a 
laugh 

The two kept in touch but attended different high 
schools. Walter enrolled at North Quincy High School 
while Frank attended Boston College High School. 

By the late 1950s and early 1960s, both were bitten 
by the political bug. 

Their first attempts for office were not successful 
but in 1963 they were each triumphant in races for 
ward councillor. 

It’s a milestone they both cherish and celebrated 
Tuesday. 


“J just thought it was worth celebrating,” Frank, 
who turns 84 in December, said about organizing the 
remembrance. “Two guys from the same neighbor- 
hood, grew up together, participated in the local com- 
munity, and we both made it to the mayor’s office.” 

Walter, age 82, added: “It was very nice of Frank to 
organize this reunion. It’s something I wouldn’t have 
even thought about. I admire him and I thank him for 
doing it.” 

Tuesday’s remembrance included a lot of political 
reminiscing, swapping campaign stories and reliving 
tough decisions as a city councillor and the mayor at a 
time when the net pay for being Quincy’s chief execu- 
tive was a mere $138 a week. 

Issues that made headlines in their hey-days of 
government included the development of State Street 
South in Montclair, the expansion of the MBTA Red 
Line to Quincy and South Quincy, and the Quincy 
shipyard. 

“You could sit down and write a book about all the 
memories,” Walter says. “But there were a lot of hard 
decisions. We (the City Council) took 56 houses (by 
eminent domain) on Upland Road one night to make 
way for the Red Line. I was the chairman of the com- 
mittee and the placed was packed. After we voted, I 
walked out and I felt terrible.” 

But politics can also have its humorous side. 

In 1971, when Hannon was running for mayor, Mc- 
Cauley was on the ballot for school committee. One of 
McCauley’s campaign supporters had a “Hannon for 
Mayor” sign on the roof of his car. 

They stopped to do some canvassing in Montclair. 
Walter was not too popular in this area of Quincy be- 
cause of his support for the State Street South devel- 
opment. Many in the neighborhood were against the 
project that — after it was built - would employ hun- 
dreds (including many Quincy residents) and be the 
city’s largest taxpayer for years to come. 

“The people were coming out of the houses and 
they were screaming to get that car out of here. I came 
in dead last in Montclair,” noted Frank — who still won 
one of the three school seats in that election. “I guess 
it was guilt by association,” he said as the two chuck- 
led.

Scenes From Yesterday 


THIS IS A postcard reproduction of an early photo of the 
Jacobethan Revival styled Adams Building on Hancock 
Street in Quincy Square. Built in 1880 by John Quincy 
Adams II, it was owned by the Adams family for over 
70 years. On the left, construction was underway on the 
Temple Street wing added in 1890. The upper floors were 
mostly offices and the home of an Odd Fellows Hall. The 
street level has almost always been retail shops. The 
awning on the left was Rogers Brothers provisions and 
groceries store that later became a Foy’s Market. The 
center awning was George Saville’s gents’ furnishings, 
boots, shoes and rubbers shop. He was a prominent 
Quincy citizen and businessman and. Saville Avenue 
and Street where he lived was named for his family. The 


stationery, cutlery and cigars. The Saville and Souther 
shops were later home to Woolworth’s 5 & 10 Cents 
Store for 50 years before they moved to the corner of 
Cliveden Street. The small building on the right, also 
owned by Adams, was the Quincy Savings Bank for 20 
years until 1897 when they bought it and moved it to 
build the large brick building on this spot today. Patrick 
Gavin’s Plumbing and Sanitary Engineering Shop was 
in the old bank building, without an awning, in the same 
street level space now occupied by The Quincy Sun. To 
contact Tom Galvin, e-mail tmgalvin@ verizon.net.

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Reagan In Landslide, 
Kerry Wins Senate Seat

President Ronald Reagan won Quincy’s vote as part of 
a landslide victory over former Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale, which saw Reagan win every state except Mondale’s 
home state of Minnesota. 

But the California Republican's coattails were not suf- 
ficient enough to carry millionaire Republican Raymond 
Shamie into a U.S. Senate seat as Democratic Lt. Gov. John 
Kerry won the Quincy vote en route to winning to capturing 
55 percent of the vote statewide 

Reagan and Vice President George H.W. Bush, who was 
born in Milton, took Quincy by a vote of 20,118 to 18,962 
over Mondale and his running mate Geraldine Ferraro, the 
first woman to run for vice president. Reagan had won the 
Quincy vote four years prior in 1980, defeating then-Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter 18,038 to 17,977 

Kerry totaled 21,006 votes in Quincy, compared to 
17,918 for Shamie 

U.S. Rep. Brian J. Donnelly, state Sen. Paul D. Harold, 
and state Reps. Thomas F. Brownell, Robert A. Cerasoli and 
Michael W. Morrissey, and Register of Probate Thomas Pat- 
rick Hughes were all re-elected without opposition 

Peter L. Eleey of Quincy was easily re-elected to the 
Governor's Council over Patricia A. Ruskiewicz of Brock 
ton. 

County Commissioners George B. McDonald of Quin 
cy and James J. Collins of Milton, both Democrats, turned 
back their Republican challengers, as did County Treasurer 
James M. Collins of Milton. 

A hefty 79.4 percent of Quincy’s 49,735 registered voters 
turned out to cast ballots. 

The vote count in Quincy wasn’t completed until 2:30 
a.m. on Wednesday, as the city used hand-counted paper 
ballots. The City Council was considering a proposal to 
purchase punch-card voting machines to replaces the hand- 
counted ballots, beginning with the 1985 municipal elec- 
tion 

RUTH GORDON AMPHITHEATRE OPENS 

After more than years of construction, the Ruth Gordon 
Amphitheatre in Merrymount Park opened following a re- 
dedication ceremony with the Wollaston-born actress as the 
guest of honor. 

The amphitheater was originally dedicated by then-May 
or Joseph J. LaRaia on Dec. 31, 1977, as his last official act 
in office. At the time the amphitheatre was about 75 percent 
complete. 

The Quincy South Shore Cultural Commission, chaired 
by City Councillor Lal endeavored to complete the 
amphitheatre and began finishing work on it two-and-a 
half months prior to the re-dedication. The commission 
co-sponsored the ceremony along with Mayor Francis X 
McCauley 

The amphitheatre, which was constructed with more than 
$500,000 in federal funds, is situated in natural cavity in 
Merrymount Park. It has seating for 1,000, and 200 addi 
tional seats were added for the re-dedication

Scallops & Shrimp 


When | cook seafood sauce I usually 
place the scallops and shrimp in the tomato 
sauce at the very end and cook them until 
they are done 

But I recently decided to sauté the seafood 
and set it aside which gave the dish an extra 
boost 

Both ways are delicious especially it you 
enjoy seafood with a tomato sauce. I used a 
curly spaghetti that used to be called non- 
skids, easier for the fork to hold guess 

SCALLOPS & SHRIMP 
SAUCE OVER NON-SKIDS 

% pound large scallops 

% pound large shrimp 

1 16 -ounce can tomatoes (I used 
crushed) 

3 tablespoons olive oil plus more for the 
sautéing 


2 cloves garlic (chopped) 

1 small onion (optional) 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 tablespoons fresh parsley 

1- pound pasta (I used the curly spa- 
ghetti) 

In the hot oil, sauté the garlic and onion 
foracouple of minutes. Add the tomato sauce 
and the parsley, salt and pepper and cook for 
20 minutes. 

Meanwhile, sauté the scallops and shrimp 
in hot oil until done. Set aside. 

Boil the pasta according to directions. 
When pasta is done, place in a shallow serv- 
ing dish, toss with the sauce and then place 
the shrimp and scallops on top.

and wholeheartedly support 
enhanced benefits and ser- 
vices for our many service 
men and women who pro- 
tect and fight for our coun- 
try,” Ayers said. 

Rep. Chan said he be- 
lieves the legislation will 
provide important resourc- 
es to help veterans and the 
families on real life issues. 
“I am happy we are able to 
update our laws and veteran 
service programs to assist 
our servicemen and service- 
women coming home.” 

One of the most impor- 
tant parts of this legislation 
is assisting students who are 
called to active duty by giv- 
ing students who are unable 
to complete their course- 
work the option to complete 
the course at a later date or 
withdraw with a full refund 
of tuition. If the student 
chooses to withdraw, the ac- 
ademic record must reflect 
that the withdrawal was due 
to active military service. 

This bill also requires the 
Division of Professional Li- 
censure, the Department of 
Public Health and boards of 
registration to waive license 
and certification 
service members and their 


fees for 


spouses in areas where they 
have received training in the 
field 

Some other highlights of 


the bill include: 

* Establishes a post-de- 
ployment council to make 
recommendations and study 
mental health issues to sup- 
port military members tran- 
sitioning to civilian life after 
deployment; 

* Requires the Depart- 
ment of Public Health to 
issue guidance to acute hos- 
pitals and ambulance ser- 
vice providers to ensure the 
identification of veterans in 
emergency settings; 

* Extends the award qual- 
ifications for the Medal of 
Liberty and updates criteria 
to qualify for a Purple Heart, 
Gold Star and the Support 
Our Veterans license plate; 

* Creates a home modifi- 
cation program for veterans 
to help individuals stay in 
their homes and function in- 
dependently. 

The original VALOR 
Act, which Representative 
Mariano supported, was 
passed by the Legislature in 
2012 and created an option 
for cities and towns to opt-in 
to a program allowing veter- 
ans to volunteer services in 
exchange for a reduction of 
real property tax bills. 

This legislation builds on 
the VALOR Act and extends 
the volunteer veteran prop- 
erty tax credit to the spouse 
of a veteran who is deceased 
or disabled

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Council To Consider 
Gas Station Food Sales 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A new proposal by City 
Council President Michael 
McFarland would allow 
gas stations to begin selling 
food. 

McFarland proposed 
striking the part of Quincy's 
municipal code that prevents 
any facility that sells gas or 
other petroleum products, 
or repairs motor vehicles, 
from selling food or dairy 
products, during a recent 
council meeting. He noted 
that many surrounding com- 
munities already allow gas 
stations to sell food items. 

“This is an old ordinance, 
which is really a 20" century 
ordinance. I'd like to bring 
our code up to the 21" cen- 
tury. All the surrounding 
towns around us allow gas 
stations to sell candy bars, 


Coca Cola, coffee and so 
forth,” McFarland said 

“This would delete the 
section that says you can- 
not sell food in a gas station 
and it would allow the gas 
stations wanting to do such 
would have to go through 
the regular process of get- 
ting a common victualler’s 
license from the License 
Board, Health Department, 
and so forth.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro 
noted that similar propos- 
als have been rejected by 
the council in the past. One 
concern of his was whether 
gas stations had adequate 
parking to accommodate 
food sales 

“I know that Council- 
lor [Kevin] Coughlin and 
I have been on the council 


and we've subsequently 
voted it down. I don’t know 
what the vote was. Differ- 
ent attorneys representing 
gas stations have advanced 
this,” Gutro said. 

“I agree with what [Mc- 
Farland] said — that many 
neighboring communities 
have this provision. Part of 
the rationale that was in my 
mind when 'we went forward 
was these things were built 
without parking. In the City 
of Quincy many of them 
don’t have parking to be a 
convenience store.” 

The proposal was referred 
to the council's ordinance 
committee, Gutro requested 
that City Clerk Joseph Shea 
provide the committee with 
a list of convenience stores 
and gas stations in Quincy.

improvements, how to im- 
prove parking and traffic 
circulation, and how to im- 
prove the connections to the 
water. 

To improve upon the con- 
nections to the water around 
the Germantown neighbor- 
hood, the panel suggested 
two major frameworks to 
look at: the civic amenities 
that define the neighbor- 
hood and the recreational 
opportunities available 

“Looking at the civic 
amenities there is already a 
civic heart within this com- 
munity. The school is one 
and the other is the Ger- 
mantown Neighborhood 
Center,” said panelist Kar- 
tik Shah of Cannon Design: 
“These are what kind of 
form the civic spine of the 
entire Germantown Neigh- 
borhood. We thought that 
improving the streetscape 
around these few civic ame- 
nities would really help and 
create a distinct identity for 
the civic spine.” 

Shah also suggested add- 
ing signage at the traffic 
circle entering Germantown 
and also adding more land- 
scaping to that area 

For the recreational op- 
portunities, panelist Scott 
Payette of Scott Payette Ar- 
chitects suggested reinvigo- 
rating a number of different 
areas within the neighbor- 
hood. 

“Our first recommenda- 
tion is to reinvigorate the 
beach, which may require 
some dredging or permitting 
to restore, but I think there is 


understand there are funds 
currently for, and I think in 
conjunction with that we 
could put in a boat launch 
and perhaps use the jetty for 
fishing. The largest zone we 
are envisioning maintaining 
is the soccer field, probably 
increase the use, and adding 
tennis or some other recre- 
ational use.” 

Improvements sug- 
gested on landscaping and 
streetscaping consisted of 
changing streetlight height, 
sidewalk width, along with 
adding wayfinding and 
branding signage. 

“At the street edge we 
suggest adding some col- 
ored trees to bring the whole 
scale of the entire site down 
to a pedestrian level. Those 
trees would be around 40 to 
SO feet in height,” said TAP 
Co-Chair Jason Denoncourt 
of Guiterrez Company. 
“Also to allow for transi- 
tions from the street edge 
towards housing we sug- 
gest bring in smaller trees, 
ornamental trees, flowering 
trees, 25 feet maximum in 
height.” 

Denoncourt also suggest- 
ed decreasing the height of 
streetlights from 35-40 feet 
to around 20 feet and in- 
creasing the sidewalk width 
from three feet to anywhere 
from five to eight feet

the parking issues within the 
Germantown neighborhood. 
“We noticed a bunch of 
things going on at the site 
regarding parking. It seems 
that people park pretty 
much wherever they want,” 
said panelist Scott Turner of 
Nitsch Engineering. 
“Parking, in general in 
that area where there are 
parking lots, is inefficient 
It’s not really aligned prop- 
erly. There are pavement 
areas that seem there is 
pavement there for pave- 
ment sake and so people 
park there. What we want to 
do is make the parking more 
efficient which we hope will 
result in a more orderly sys- 
tematic way of parking.” 
“Our idea was to provide 
a parking ratio of two spaces 
per unit, that’s a goal and we 
think it can be obtained,” 
said panelist Steve Cebra 
of Walker Parking Consul- 
tants. “During our inter- 
views we had varying feed- 
back regarding how much 
parking is needed and how 
much parking is out there, 
so we felt that two spaces 
per unit was reasonable and. 
consistent with the City of 
Quincy’s zoning. We are 
proposing parallel parking 
along the streets and so we 
are proposing widening the 
streets a little to provide for 
parallel parking spaces.”

Fan Recovers From Heart Astack, kia Game 6, Rides In Rally 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Boston Red Sox 
went from worst to first in 
2013, winning their eighth 
World Series in franchise 
history after finishing last in 
their division last year. But 
one Red Sox fan from Quin- 
cy, who was in attendance 
when the team clinched 
the title on Oct. 30, made a 
much greater comeback. 

Joe Brill was at Fen- 
way Park on Sept. 15 for 
Boston’s game against the 
New York Yankees. It was 
the team’s last home game 
against New York this sea- 
son, and the Red Sox were 
honoring Yankees’ closer 
Mariano Rivera before the 
game. Shortly after the 
58-year-old Brill took his 
seat to watch the game, he 
suffered a major heart attack 
and had to be rushed to Beth 
Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center. 

“Not too long after I sat 
in my seat I ended up keel- 
ing over and I had a ma- 
jor heart attack and they 
couldn’t get my heartbeat 
back,” Brill said. “I went 25, 
30 minutes without a heart- 
beat, When I got to the hos- 
pital they got the heartbeat 
back but the picture wasn’t 
too rosy. They were talking 
heart transplant. I was on 
life support with an artificial 
heart pumping blood.” 

Despite the negative 
prognosis, Brill was walking 
around the hospital within 
weeks of the heart attack, 
leaving his doctors in dis- 
belief. Shortly thereafter he 
was released from the hos- 
pital and a just over a week 
later found himself back at 
Fenway Park for Game 6 of 
the World Series. 

“Three or four weeks 
later I was up walking 
around and the doctors are 
shaking their heads,” Brill 
said, “I got out and a week 
and a half later, | was able 
to go to the last World Se- 
ries game when the Red Sox 
won it. The Sox invited me 
in — | had a very emotional,

wonderful reunion with the 
medical staff over at Fen- 
way. The Sox won the World 
Series that night.” 

The World Series win was 
even more special to Brill 
because the Red Sox defeat- 
ed the St. Louis Cardinals to 
win the title. Brill’s brother 
Bob pitched in the Cardinals 
organization before his un- 
timely death in 1983. 

“It was very, very spe- 
cial, 1 always bring him 
with me,” Brill said, refer- 
ring to his brother’s jersey 
that he wears to games. 

Brill joined in the team’s 
celebration on the field after 
the game’s final out. This 
time he was the one in dis- 
belief. 

“I was down by the dug- 
out when they won it and 
then on the field with the 
celebration going on and 
everything else, being inter- 
viewed by Joe Amorosino of 
Channel 7 sports — we talked 
about my brother being with 
the Cardinals and me having 


the heart attack and show- 
ing my brothers shirt,” Brill 
said. “What more could I 
ask for — | was wondering 
if I was actually dead or just 
dreaming.” 

After the celebration at 
Fenway wrapped up, Brill 
was invited to the team’s 
private party at Game On!, 
a sports bar located across 
Lansdowne Street from 
Fenway, where he was able 
to meet and mingle with 
many Red Sox players and 
staff. In addition to being 
able to attend the private 
party, the Red Sox offered 
Brill a chance to ride on a 
duck boat during the team’s 
victory parade on Nov. 2. 

“I was flabbergasted,” 
Brill said. “I went from be- 
ing dead at Fenway to com- 
ing back watching the World 
Series seven weeks later and 
on a duck boat — two mil- 
lion people throughout the 
City of Boston and on the 
Charles River. It’s hard to 
put into words.” 


Brill, a lifelong fan of 
baseball and the Boston Red 
Sox, was chauffeured to the 
ballpark for the parade by 
retired Red Sox pitcher and 
three-time all star Luis Tiant. 
At Fenway, Brill met many 
of the current Red Sox. 

“It was a great, great cel- 
ebration,” Brill said. “I had 
Luis Tiant pick me up in the 
morning at seven o'clock 
Saturday at my house. It 
was just wild — totally wild. 
Shaking hands with Big 
Papi (World Series MVP 
David Ortiz), John Lackey, 
Dustin Pedrioa and all the 
guys — Jonny Gomes and 
Mike Napoli. It was just 


-unbelievable.” 


The Red Sox plan to hon- 
or Brill before a home game 
next season, when he'll be 
able to throw out the cer- 
emonial first pitch. He'll be 
joined on the field for that 
ceremony by members of 
the team’s medical staff who 
helped save his life.

for all Americans that I can 
speak about with gratitude 
from a student’s perspec- 
tive,” McDonough _ said. 
“John Adams was strong 
in the belief that educated 
citizens were essential to 
establishing and sustaining 
a democracy. He wrote that 
‘liberty cannot be achieved 
without the general knowl- 
edge among the people who 
have a right and a desire to 
know.” 

Michelle Murphy, a se- 
nior at North Quincy High 
School, spoke highly of 
Adams’ wife, Abigail. Mur- 
phy said she often thinks of 
Abigail Adams, one of only 
two women to be a wife of 
one president and mother of 
another, at times when she is 
discouraged. 

“T felt like I could iden- 
tify closely with the things 
she had to deal with and the 
type of woman that she was. 
As a high school senior I 
have to worry about school, 
club activities, volunteer- 
ing, and jobs and sometimes 
it can be a lot. Then I also 
have to think about what I'd 
like to do after high school 
and figure out my place in 
life,” Murphy said. 


“If I feel discouraged | 
can think of Abigail Adams 
and ask myself what would 
Abigail do. Thinking of 
Abigail and her accomplish- 
ments helps put my trivial 
[things] into perspective. I 
take solace in the fact that 
even though Abigail and I 
are 200 years apart in age 
she is still a relevant figure 
to a girl like me growing up 
in Quincy in 2013.” 

Beth Pringle, the curator 
of the John Adams Library 
at the Boston Public Li- 
brary, discussed Adams and 
his love of books and edu- 
cation. But she noted that 
Adams didn’t always love 
books growing up, and had 
begged his mother to stay 
home and farm rather than 
go to school at age 13. Later 
in his life, however, Adams 
owned more than 3,000 vol- 
umes of books. 

“John Adams ultimately 
discovered the pleasure and 
the usefulness of books and 
reading. And what a trans- 
formation that would take 
place over his life — from 
this young man who clearly 
stated he did not love books 
to an octogenarian who 
wanted nothing more than to 
spend time in his study sur-

rounded by his personal col- 
lection of more than 3,000 
volumes,” Pringle said. 

“As a side note this was 
in an era before cheap books. 
Before popular publishings. 
Before a literate public. Be- 
fore Amazon.” 

Books also played a role 
in thawing the icy relation- 
ship Adams had with Thom- 
as Jefferson, Pringle added. 
Adams gifted a book to Jef- 
ferson, sparking a lengthy

correspondence that contin- 
ued until both former presi- 
dents died on July 4, 1826. 
“It was the gift of book 
by John Adams to Jeffer- 
son that marked their first 
exchange after years of icy 
silence,” Pringle said. “Jef- 
ferson was touched by that 
gesture and from the first 
gift came a long and won- 
derful correspondence be- 
tween these two lions of the 
early American republic.” 


John Adams VII, a sev- 
enth generation descendant 
of the second president, re- 
flected on his forefather’s 
career as an attorney in Bos- 
ton. 
“By the late 1760s John 
Adams, while still in his 
30s, had become one of Bos- 
ton’s foremost attorneys,” 
John Adams VII said. “He 
practiced throughout New 
England, a distance of more 
than 200 miles, taking him 
from the island of Martha’s 
Vineyard north into Maine 
and as far west as Worces- 
ter. He handled every kind 
of case, from land transfers 
and trespass to robbery, 
rape, and murder.” 

In particular, John Ad- 
ams VII pointed out the 
‘one case his ancestor is best 
remembered for. Follow- 
ing the Boston Massacre in 
1770, Adams, along with 
his cousin Josiah Quincy II, 
represented British Army 
Capt. Thomas Preston and 
eight soldiers charged with 
murder for their actions dur- 
ing the massacre. Preston 
and six of the soldiers were 
acquitted of all charges and 
two of the soldiers were con- 
victed on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter. 


“Years later he would call 
the case the most exhausting 
he had ever undertook say- 
ing that his part in the de- 
fense was ‘one of the most 
gallant, generous, manly, 
and disinterested actions of 
my whole life and one of the 
best pieces of services I ever 
rendered my country,”” John 
Adams VII recalled. 

US. Navy Lt 
Moore, the executive offi- 
cer at the Navy Operational 
Support Center Quincy, rep- 
resented President Barack 
Obama at the wreath-laying 
She remembered Adams for 
backing the establishment 
of the U.S. Navy while pres- 
ident 

“President Adams has 
also often been called the 
father of the Navy for 
championing the establish- 
ment of the American fleet 
President Adams’ American 
fleet left a legacy of war- 
time experience, traditions 
and heroes that continues to 
guide and inspire sailors and 
civilians in the United States 
Navy today,” Moore said 

“John Adams truly dedi- 
cated his life to serving all 
people of this country, It’s 
an honor to wish him happy 
birthday.”

Then there was one particular snowstorm during 
Walter’s mayoral term. 

He was out on a snowplow during the storm on a 
Saturday night. He goes to bed at 2 a.m. and then the 
phone rings a short time later waking him up. A guy is 
calling him and asking “when are you going to plow 
my street?” 

So Walter takes his name and phone number and he 
calls then DPW Commissioner Pete Ricciuti. There’s a 
plow in the area and they clear the street. 

Walter sets his alarm for 4 a.m. and calls the guy 
back, waking him up. 

“Hey Charlie, this is Walter Hannon. I just want to 
let you know your street’s been plowed.” 

‘Oh,” the guy says. “I was asleep.” 

“Oh yeah, I was asleep at 2:30 when you called me 
I'm sorry to bother you but we have your street cleared 
curb-to-curb. You're all set 

“And he says, ‘Gee, did you have to call me?’ 

“And I said, “Well, you woke me.” 

While each made it to the mayor’s office, Walter 
and Frank had different experiences that propelled 
them into public service 

‘I was a great reader of history,” Walter says. “I 
didn’t go to college. I went into the tire business and 
after my father died I ran the business. | was an avid 
reader. I read political stuff.” 

Walter served as a delegate at the Republican Presi- 
dential Convention in 1964 that nominated Barry 
Goldwater for President. 

“I became a Republican in 1952 because of (Presi 
dent Dwight) Eisenhower. If you read the life of these 
guys you learn how they made decisions. I liked poli- 
tics and that’s why I got into it. I thoroughly enjoyed it 
And I met some wonderful, wonderful people.” 

For McCauley, his decision to run for office was 
sparked by a letter he received in the mail in May of 
1957 

‘I was 27 years old and living in a modest home in 
Houghs Neck. The letter was from a real estate broker 
ind asked “will urban renewal take your home? 

“I said to myself ‘what’s urban renewal?’ I had 
never heard of it. | thought as long as you paid your 
mortgage every month that you were okay 

‘I found out that there was an urban renewal com 
mittee and they were recommending that urban renew 
al go into Houghs Neck, sweep the area where there’s 


a lot of cottages and they were going to take my house 


I was in the zone 

“They had this rally in Quincy High School and it 
was packed. An engineer stood up and when he was 
introduced somebody yelled, ‘throw the bum out!’ Ev- 
eryone cheered. He went through the proposal and the 
council voted it down 

“| decided that if these guys had voted for it, I'd 
be out of a house. I don’t know where I would have 
gone.” 

McCauley, who was working several jobs and go- 
ing to night school, started attending city council meet- 
ings. 

He ran for councillor at-large in 1959 but lost — fin

“I ran as a political unknown and | was still un- 
known after the election,” he muses. 

He didn’t run in 1961 but when the Ward | seat 
opened up in 1963, he successfully won his first elec- 
tion by 163 votes defeating Leo Hannon (no relation to 
Walter) 3,475 votes to 3,312. 

Walter wasn’t successful in his first attempt for pub- 
lic office, either. He lost a bid for state representative 
in 1962 but his high vote total in Ward 5 encouraged 
him to run for the ward seat the following year. He 
defeated George Smith (4,171 to 2,578 votes) to win 
the Ward 5 seat in 1963 

Walter served as Ward 5 councillor for eight years 
before winning the mayor’s office in 1971. He served 
two terms and was defeated by Joe LaRaia in 1975. 
He also served as a state representative from 1967 to 
1972. 

Frank — Quincy’s “Political Mount Rushmore” — is 
the only citizen to have served in all four local elective 
offices.

He served as Ward | city councillor from 1964- 
1967; school committee 1972-1977 and 1996-1997; 
councillor at-large 1978-1981, 1998-2005; and mayor 
1982-1989. He also served two years as city council 
president (2004-2005). 

A half century has passed since Walter and Frank 
celebrated their first election victories 

Today they are still good friends with a sincere and 
mutual respect for one another. 

Frank, a well-known Quincy political historian, 
notes it was Walter who made it to the Mayor’s Office 
before he did. 

“But Frank was in the mayor’s office for eight 
years,” Walter remarks. 

Frank then adds: “But you had the toughest road to 
hoe. You had some tough things to do and a lesser man 
wouldn’t have done them.” 

Walter then finishes his thought. “I always say this 
about Frank. Frank was never — and I say this with 
complete respect — Frank was never a flamboyant guy. 
If you needed something, he'd be there to help.”

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Six New SUVs 


For Police Dept. 


The Quincy Police De- 
partment is changing out its 
fleet of police cruisers with a 
newly styled Ford SUV that 
will make for better driving 
during winter months, offi- 
cials said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
allocated $200,000 in this 
year’s City budget to the 
Police Department for new 
cruisers as part of a broad- 
er City effort over the last 
several years to ensure the 
fleet of heavily used police 
vehicles is kept from dete- 
riorating. 

The six new Ford Police 
Interceptor SUV models are 
now being used to patrol city 
streets, replacing traditional 
sedans. The Police Depart- 
ment expects to continue 
to change-out its fleet with 
the SUV model in coming 
years. 


“An up-to-date cruiser 
fleet is vital for both the 
safety of our residents and 
our officers who use them. 
We made it a priority to 
make these public safety in- 
vestments an annual compo- 
nent of our budget, and will 
continue to do so in coming 
years,” said Mayor Thomas 
Koch. 

According to city offi- 
cials, the specially designed 
Ford model is just as effi- 
cient as sedan models, but 
comes equipped with all- 
wheel drive.

Ayers: Close Long Island Bridge

Rep. Bruce Ayers wants 
the City of Boston to close 
the Long Island Bridge until 
a peer review of the bridge 
is completed. 

Boston is planning $14 
million worth of capital im- 
provements to the bridge, 
which connects Long Island 
to Moon Island. Moon Is- 
land is within Quincy’s ju- 
risdiction, meaning that any 
repairs to the bridge must 
receive approval from the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission, which ordered a 
peer review of the bridge on 
Nov. 6 

Following that meeting, 
Ayers requested that Boston 
order the bridge closed dur- 
ing the review. In a letter to 
Para Jayasinghe, Boston's 
city engineer, Ayers cited 
concerns raised by Jayas- 
inghe during the Conserva- 


tion Commission meeting 
that people traveling on the 
bridge could be at risk while 
the peer review is ongoing. 
“I agree with your state- 
ments that were made at 
the meeting in which you 
expressed that while a third 
party review is underway to 
ensure the environmental 
safety, public safety to com- 
muters on the bridge could 
be at risk,” Ayers wrote in the 
letter, dated Nov. 8. “There: 
fore I request that the Long 
Island Bridge be temporar- 
ily shutdown in the interest 
of public safety, until such 
time that the peer review is 
completed along with the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission’s decision on this 
capital improvement.” 
About 500 vehicle trips 
are made each day over the 
Long Island Bridge. To pro- 
vide access while the bridge 


is closed, Ayers said an ex- 
isting pier and dock on the 
island could be upgraded so 
ferry service could access 
the island 

“T think it would be more 
economical and more envi- 
ronmentally friendly,” Ayers 
said about the ferry service 
in a phone interview 

Ayers first criticized 
Boston's plan to repair the 
bridge in an op-ed piece 
first published on Oct. 31 in 
The Sun. In that op-ed, he 
expressed hope that a new 
mayoral administration in 
Boston would reconsider the 
proposed repairs and revisit 
Boston’s long term plans for 
transportation to the island. 
In the phone interview on 
Nov. 8, Ayers said he is op- 
timistic that he could work 
Rep. Marty Walsh, a col- 
league of his on Beacon Hill 
and the mayor-elect of Bos- 


ton, on the bridge issue, but 
said outgoing Boston Mayor 
Thomas Menino must act to 
close the bridge first 

“I'd like to see the Meni- 
no administration take ac- 
tion,” Ayers said. “They 
should take action because 
this needs to be addressed in 
a timely fashion. I’m sure 
we could work with [Walsh], 
but this is time sensitive.” 

“It's important we pro- 
tect public safety of pas 
sengers on the bridge during 
this process,” Ayers added 
“IT think City of Boston and 
City of Quincy officials all 
agree that public safety is 
paramount. Until the envi- 
ronmental and public safety 
concerns are addressed it’s 
in the best interest of all that 
it be shutdown. We don’t 
want to put any passengers 
at risk given the safety is- 
sues.”

Everywhere 


he best one-liner summing up last Tuesday’s election 
has to go to School Committeeman Dave McCarthy. 

Commenting on political newcomer Noel DiBona’s 
rare feat of topping the school committee race ahead of 
three incumbents (and unseating one of them), McCarthy 
quipped: 

“Noel campaigned everywhere. If you went to the 
men’s room, he was in the next stall.” 

Funny and practically true. 

While the 2013 election may be remembered as the 
year voters changed the term of mayor from two to four 
years, DiBona’s win was worthy of the lead headline in 
our election coverage. 

Why? 

According to research by city Political Historian and 
former mayor Frank McCauley, DiBona’s victory is the 
first time a political newcomer finished ahead of three 
incumbents on the school committee in 60 years. 

It happened in 1953 but the political newcomer actual- 
ly topped four incumbents. In that election, all six school 
committee seats were up because of a new provision that 
allowed the city to have staggered terms for school com- 
mittee members. 

So, the top three finishers won four-year terms while 
the bottom three won two-year terms (and thus those lat- 
ter seats would be up for re-election - and full four-year 
terms in 1955). 

In the 1953 school committee race, Dr. Charles Djerf 
- a well-known Quincy pediatrician making his politi- 
cal debut - finished first ahead of four incumbent school 
committee members. Those incumbents (in order) were 
A. Wendell Clark and Dr. Joseph McDermott who won 
four-year terms and Paul K. Duffey and Ethel B. Wiley 
who won two-year terms. Alice Mitchell won the final 
two-year seat. 

Last Tuesday, DiBona polled 6,482 votes — 924 votes 
ahead of School Committeewoman Anne Mahoney who 
was re-elected to a third-four year term. Mahoney, a for- 
mer school vice chairwoman who had topped the school 
ballot twice before, received 5,558 votes. 

The third seat was claimed by current Vice Chairwom- 
an Barbara Isola who won a second four-year term with 
5,066 votes. 

The odd candidate-out in this school committee mu- 
sical chairs was Emily Lebo who finished fourth with 
4,793 votes — 273 behind Isola 

DiBona ~a virtual political unknown before announc- 
ing his bid for school committee in February but famil- 
iar among veterans and youth sports circles, was also the 
third overall vote-getter in Tuesday’s election. 

Mayor Thomas Koch — winning a fourth two-year 
term without opposition — received the highest number 
of votes with 8,272 votes (or 76 percent of the 10,791 
who went to the polls.) 

Councillor Doug Gutro topped the council at-large 
ballot with 6,705 votes — 223 more than DiBona. In sec-

ond and third place were Michael McFarland and Joseph 
Finn with 6,453 votes and 6,434 votes — 29 and 48 votes 
fewer than DiBona respectively. 

How does DiBona sum up his election success? 

“I worked my tail off.” 

He knocked on more than 10,000 doors, wore out 
multiple pairs of shoes and lost 15 pounds campaigning 
two to three hours a day for five to six days a week from 
March until Election Day. He was on doorsteps, ball 
fields and community meetings and other civic gather- 
ings being seen. 

But he was also listening. 

“When I was door knocking, instead of telling them 
what I was going to do (if elected), I explained who I 
was, where I came from (Quincy) and do you have any 
questions or concerns,” said the 38-year-old co-owner 
of Russ DiBona & Son Landscaping and member of the 
Park and Recreation Board. 

“Instead of putting all of this stuff on what I was going 
to do, I asked them what they wanted. 

“I listened more than anything. I gave them 15 to 20 
seconds about my background and then I let them talk 
because I wanted to know what the people of this city 
wanted for improvements. Some of improvements aren't 
even school committee issues. 

“I was somebody that they could talk to and I listened 
and I got a lot of good information.” 

What did they tell him? 

“They told me they hadn't seen a school committee 
member for a while knocking. In some areas of the city 
they told me they hadn’t seen anybody in many, many, 
many years. I think they realized I was willing to work 
and they were willing to give me a shot at this because I 
put the work in.” 

DiBona didn’t target any one incumbent. He focused 
on one of the three seats up this year. 

“I didn’t run against them. | ran for a seat. Even though 
it was three incumbents and there was no open seat, I still 
ran as if I was running for a seat and not against them.” 

Finishing first never crossed his mind. In fact, hours 
before the polls closed, DiBona had doubts that he’d 
even take one of the seats. 

“T didn’t think I was going to take first place. As a 
matter of fact, at 3 p.m. on election day I thought I was 
going to lose. I really did because I kept listening to ev- 
erybody else in the city who said ‘you're running against 
three incumbents.’ 

“Well guess what? I believed in myself. I didn’t think 
I'd ever top the ticket. When the numbers came out I just 
couldn't believe it. I worked my tail off. I sacrificed a 
lot. But I had a great team. I had a group of people who 
had been through these campaigns beforé who actually 
coached me and I listened to everybody’s advice. 

“| did everything I could to make this happen. I knew 
it would be a tough race. It was a city-wide election, my 
first time out, against three incumbents: you got every- 
thing against you on this one.” 

But he stayed focused mentally because “you have so 
many outside forces telling you ‘you can’t do it.’ If you 
believe in what you can do, then you can do it. I enjoyed 
door knocking because the people gave me energy.” 

DiBona said time spent away from his family cam- 
paigning was a major adjustment. 

“My wife Niamh and I have a 13-month old little boy. 


This was tough when you have a baby and we're a young 
married couple and it’s a huge strain on the family. But 
I told them there’s an end to this and she stuck by me all 
the way. It was hard and I made a huge sacrifice and she 
made a huge sacrifice. That’s the one thing I don’t like — 
being away from your family.” 

DiBona never considered bowing out of a race that 
some gave little chance to win. 

“Once I put my mind to it, at the end of February when 
I announced, I was going to go all out and put everything 
into this and that’s how I live my life. If I’m going to go 
do something, I’m going to go all out for it. 

“When you a campaign, it’s not just you. You may be 
the name with a face but there are so many other people 
involved in this thing. You have their reputations on the 
line as well. My campaign manager, Dan Hanley, my 
family, I had other people who helped me out and those 
are people I represented them too and I didn’t want to let 
them down too because they spent so many hours of time 
with me that I wasn’t going to let them down and not do 
the door knocking. 

“T call it just like I do in youth sports or any sporting 
event: it’s a team effort and not’s just me.” 

He thanked the voters who elected him. 

“One thing I will do in office is I will voice their con- 
cers and their opinions because I think that’s an impor- 
tant role as a school committee member. I’m not in this 
for my agenda,” he said. 

Some political observers wonder if DiBona’s victory 
will have a ripple effect and lead to other first-time can- 
didates challenging incumbents in 2015. 

The city’s newest school committeeman-elect certain- 
ly thinks so. 

“It is so important that people keep the school com- 
mittee and councillors accountable for their positions. I 
predict more people running for positions in two years. 
The only elected official that nobody can touch is the 
Mayor. 

“My motto is represent the people of this great city. I 
plan on doing that.”

VOTER TURNOUT last week was 16.96 percent. 
Only 10,791 out of 63,621 registered voters cast ballots. 
A poor showing by any measure — but it shouldn't come 
as a complete surprise. 

In 2005 — the last municipal election without a con- 
tested mayor’s race until this year — turnout was 25.2 per- 
cent. Some 13,735 registered voters out of 54,899 went 
to the polls. There were also three school committee seats 
and two council seats open that year. 

Last Tuesday could have the dubious distinction of the 
lowest voter turnout in a final municipal election (not a 
primary) in the city’s history.

WE KNOW SOME political obserservs like to look at 
the number of blanks that incumbents “receive” on elec- 
tion day when they are unopposed on the ballot. 

The vote totals — and the number of blanks and write- 
ins — incumbents received last Tuesday: 

* Mayor Thomas Koch — 8,272 votes, 2,009 blanks 
and 510 write-ins. 

* Councillors Doug Gutro, Michael McFarland and 
Joseph Finn (vote for three). Gutro 6,705 votes, McFar- 
land 6,453 and Finn 6,434. There were 12,620 blanks and 
161 write-ins. 

* Ward | Councillor Margaret Laforest — 1,464 votes, 
548 blanks and 71 write-ins. 

* Ward 2 Councillor Brad Croall — 1,160 votes, 285 
blanks and 21 write-ins. 

* Ward 3 Councillor Kevin Coughlin — 1,224 votes, 
289 blanks and 22 write-ins. 

* Ward 5 Councillor Kirsten Hughes — 1,295 votes, 
545 blanks and 48 write-ins. 

* Ward 6 Councillor Brian McNamee — 1,338 votes, 
483 blanks and 37 write-ins. 

In the contested Ward 4 race, incumbent Brian Pal- 
mucci polled 1,547 votes to defeat challenger Michael 
Healy who received 365 votes. There were 44 blanks and 
4 write-ins. 

In the school committee race (vote for three) there 
were 10,406 blanks and 62 write-in votes.

It was also, like 
other communities, under- 
going profound intellectual, 
emotional, and moral chal-

Butternut Squash, Coconut Milk Soup 


Relax while getting a shot in the back?

BUTTERNUT SQUASH 
AND VEGETABLE SOUP 

1 onion (chopped) 
4 cloves garlic (chopped) 
4-5 carrots (peeled and cut) 
1 large butternut squash (peeled and cut 
in one- inch cubes) 
2 sweet potatoes (peeled & cut) 
8 cups vegetable stock 
2 cups coconut milk 
3 tablespoons olive oil 

In the hot oil, sauté the garlic and onion. 
Add the carrots, sweet potatoes and butternut 
squash with the vegetable stock. Bring to a 
boil and then reduce the heat and simmer 
covered for 25 minutes. 

Remove from heat and add the coconut 
milk. Puree in blender and add salt and pep- 
per and serve hot.

2 large eggs

until well blended. Set aside. 

For the batter, beat the eggs, and add the 
milk and the oil.

Wollaston Garden Club Members 
Visit Frederick Law Olmsted Site

Members of the Wollas- 
ton Garden Club recently 
visited the Frederick Law 
Olmsted site in Brookline. 

The renowned Ameri- 
can landscape architect's 
residence, office and gar- 
den grounds are located 
at 90 Warren Street. These 
grounds at “Fairsted” are 
a rare resource in the his- 
tory of American landscape 
and architecture. In moy- 
ing to the garden suburb of 
Brookline in 1882, to work 
on the “emerald necklace,” 
Frederick Law Olmsted 
demonstrated his belief that 
“no great town can long ex- 
ist without great suburbs.” 
Many of the design prin- 
ciples Olmsted was famous 
for were applied at Fairsted: 
barriers of earth and plant- 
ings used along borders to 
hide private living space; 
the use of massed trees and 
shrubs and simple landscape 
elements, like a specimen 
tree. 

Members of the garden 
club were impressed at the 
profound affects Olmsted's 
garden designs have on us 
today: planting beds with 
curved lines, effective use of 
rock in the garden, creation 
of specific and separate gar- 
den rooms to evoke a “sense 
of place”, and the creation 
of vistas. 

Frederick Law Olmsted 
(1822-1903) was a reform- 
er, engineer and artist. He is 
best known for creating ur- 
ban parks. Olmsted saw the 
need for preserving green 
and open spaces where 
people could escape city 
pressures, places that nour- 
ished body and spirit. He 
combined his love for the 
land with his belief in the 
democratic ideals of com- 
munity and equality. His 
work, designing many well- 
know parks and landscape 
projects in the United States 
like Central Park, the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair, the U.S 
Capital grounds, the Emer- 
ald Necklace in Boston, and

the Biltmore Estate embod- 
ies his passion for restraint 
and rural simplicity. He is 
credited with establishing 
the profession of landscape 
architecture in America. 
Olmsted’s impact is incal- 
culable; the informal natu- 
ral setting he made popular 
characterizes the American 
landscape today. 

Garden club members 
found, especially interest- 
ing, the residence and de- 
sign offices of Frederick 
Law Olmsted and his sons 
(Frederick Law Olmsted, Jr. 
and John Charles Olmsted) 
who practiced landscape ar- 
chitecture from the 1860's 
to 1980. The Olmsted firm 
prepared over 6,000 designs, 
photographs and projects in 
44 states during this time. 
The Olmsted Archives rep- 
resent a rare continuity of 
work by a single profession- 
al office; both the Office and 
Archives provide evidence 
of the profound changes in 
technology throughout the 
years. Frederick Law Olm- 
sted had a number of Quincy 
connections; he advised on 
the planning of Merrymount 
Park; and in tree selection, 


for his Brookline neighbor 
and architect friend, Henry 
Hobson Richardson, for the 
Thomas Crane Library main 
branch grounds. Members 
of the garden club were re- 
minded of the basic tools and 
procedures need to plan, de- 
sign, and document our own 
home and civic landscapes. 
Today researchers use the 
collections in planning res- 
torations and preservation 
of Olmsted landscapes. 

The Frederick Law Olm- 
sted National Historic Site 
is free and open to the pub- 
lic; the Olmsted grounds are 
open for self-guided tours 
365 days a year from dawn 
to dusk. Guided tours of 
the residence/office during 
‘winter hours” are offered 
on Friday — Saturday at 10 
am., 11 am., 2 p.m. and 3 
p.m.

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p.m., Drug Unit Detective Keenan was parked in an unmarked 
vehicle at the Star MarkeURite Aid parking lot on Granite 
Street. He was observing this location because there have been 
numerous arrests there for narcotics violations. 

Detective Keenan spotted a vehicle parked in the lot with 
two males in it. The vehicle was registered to a female from 
Marlborough, MA. After watching the two males make sev- 
eral cell phone calls and not enter any store, Detective Keenan 
contacted additional Drug Unit Detectives to assist in the sur- 
veillance 

Detective Sergeant Tapper, Detectives’ O’Brien, Coen and 
Barkas responded. The suspect vehicle left the parking lot and 
drove a short distance, parking in the Burger King lot, backing 
into a spot. The two males stayed in their car for several min- 
utes, then walked over to the side door of Burger King. They 
remained outside for a few minutes before entering the restau- 
rant. Sergeant Tapper observed them sitting at a table near the 
front of the store. Suspect #1 then exited the restaurant and 
walked over to a black Volvo and got into the rear seat. A min- 
ute later, the brake lights and reverse lights of the Volvo went 
on and suspect #1 got out and went back into Burger King. 
The Volvo drove off on Granite Street. Detectives’ Coen and 
Keenan went into Burger King to speak to suspect #1, while 
Sergeant Tapper and Detective O’Brien followed the suspect 
vehicle. Detectives’ Coen and Keenan approached suspect #1 
and suspect #2 at their table and identified themselves. Sus- 
pect #2 blurted out, “This is f@#$%& b@##$%*& - | know

the law.” The Detectives found this remark interesting since all 
they had done at this point was identify themselves. 

As Detective Coen and sus- 
pect #1 walked out to the front 
of the store, the Detective ad- 
vised him that he (suspect #1) 
had been observed getting in 
and out of the vehicle parked in 
the lot. Detective Coen asked 
suspect #1 where the drugs 
were and the suspect confessed 
that it was inside his inside 
jacket pocket. Detective Coen 
asked what it was and the sus- 
pect responded, “One ounce of 
marijuana.” Suspect #1 stated 
that he paid $340.00 and got the 
drug from “the dude in the black car,” who he knew as “Ace.” 
He then handed over the bag of marijuana to Detective Coen, 
estimated to be an ounce. 

Detective Coen contacted Sergeant Tapper and Detective 
O’ Brien about the recovered illegal drugs from the suspect. 
Detective O'Brien contacted Quincy Police Communications 
and requested a marked vehicle stop the Volvo. Officer Dan

Avenue and observed the passenger (suspect #3) reach his 
right arm down towards his pocket, so he was led from the 
vehicle and secured in handcuffs and informed that he was not 
under arrest. Officer Parisi led the operator/suspect #4 from 
the vehicle and advised him of his Miranda rights. Detective 
O’Brien advised passenger/suspect #3 of his Miranda warn- 
ings and he agreed to speak to Detective O’Brien. When asked 
what happened at Burger King, the suspect (#3) responded, 
“Nothing,” then denied that anyone got into the car with him. 
Suspect #4, the driver then yelled over to Detective O’Brien, 
“He had nothing to do with it. It is on me. I gave the kid some 
weed and did not get any money.” Suspect #4 said that suspect 
#1 paid for the weed earlier in the day. Suspect #4 was placed 
under arrest and transported to the station. Suspect #3, the 
passenger, was checked for warrants and sent on his way. 

During the inventory of the Volvo, which suspect #4 was 
driving, Sergeant Tapper located a digital scale inside the cen- 
ter console and marijuana inside a plastic container. Addition- 
ally, a plastic sandwich bag containing numerous clear empty 
capsules was located inside the vehicle. 

Detectives involved in this investigation believe the cap- 
sules were used as a means to package crack cocaine. Detec- 
tive Coen examined the scale at the police station and noticed 
white residue on the scale, so he conducted a field test and 
confirmed that it was cocaine. A further search of the vehicle 
uncovered a small clear plastic corner baggie that contained

an off-white, rock-like substance believed to be crack cocaine 
which was also confirmed by a field test. Back at the station, 
Detectives informed suspect #3 that they believed he may have 
more cocaine on him, so they were going to search his body in 
a private room.

Laws.” Suspect #2 was advised that he was going to be sum- 
monsed by mail to Quincy District Court for “Possession of 
Class D and Conspiracy to Violate the Controlled Substance 
Laws.” 

In addition, Suspect #1, the driver of the original vehicle, 
was checked for a license status and warrants, which showed 
that he had a revoked license and no warrants. He too was 
told that he would be summonsed by mail to Quincy District 
Court for “Operating a motor vehicle with a revoked license.”

Allen’s Runs For The Ages

It was one of the finest 
performances by a running 
back in the history of the 
city. It should have been 
seen on a warm sunny day 
with fans in shirtsleeves 
standing and roaring on ev- 
ery play. Veterans’ Stadium 
should have been packed. 
Every seat should have been 
filled and overflow specta- 
tors should have ringed the 
field and stood three and 
four deep to watch the game 
when Antoine Allen touched 
greatness. 

Instead it was played out 
on a bitter November night 
when chill cut through lay- 
ers of clothing and touched 
the bone. It was the second 
game of a doubleheader 
and the stadium was almost 
empty. The crowd had long 
fled from the cold. There 
were isolated groups of 
loyal supporters sitting to- 


gether almost like stragglers 
seeking warmth, but mostly 
there were vacant rows of 
silver benches _ stretching 
from end zone to end zone. 

His performance de- 
served better. Allen ran for 
307 yards and scored five 
touchdowns on runs of 65, 
65,47, 31, and two yards in 
an effort which will be long 
remembered to lead North 
Quincy to a 42-34 win over 
Milford in a non-league 
game Friday night at Veter- 
ans’ Stadium. 

Quincy blanked Brain- 
tree, 20-0 in the first game. 

“It’s the best perfor- 
mance I've seen in my years 
of coaching in the city,” said 
North coach Mark Nutley 
after his club went to 2-7 on 
the season. “He’s just a great 
back. Vision, acceleration, 
cutting, the ability to make 
something out of nothing. 
He has everything and you 


saw that tonight.” 

Allen has willed North 
to its two wins this year. 
In an earlier 16-3 win over 
Dedham, he scored twice on 
an interception return and a 
run from scrimmage. Each 
covered more than 60 yards 
Against Milford, one of his 
scores was on a 65-yard 
kickoff return, He had 372 
yards of total offense (all on 
the ground), he scored on 
a pair of two-point conver- 
sions, and he made the de- 
fensive play of the game, a 
tackle which stopped a Mil- 
ford rush a yard short of the 
goal line to preserve a two- 
point lead early in the fourth 
period. 

“I thought it was my best 
game and it meant a lot to 
me,” said Allen. “I wanted 
it for my teammates. It was 
our last Friday night game 
at Veterans’ Stadium and 
we wanted to leave with a

This one was speed, pure 
speed. Not a single defender 
even closed on him after the 
line of scrimmage.

It has been an extraor- 
dinary pleasure and honor for me to know and work along- 
side such a distinctive and distinguished group of political 
leaders. [ would also be incredibly remiss if | did not recog- 
nize and thank Bob Bosworth, the editor of The Quincy Sun 
and Quincy’s best-known senior photographer, Bob Noble, 
for their continuing efforts to sustain the visible presence, 
events and accomplishments of the veterans of our commu- 
nity within the pages of this fine newspaper. 
The mission of the Quincy Veterans Council remains a 
work in progress and it will always be such. The needs of 
our veterans, present and future, in this community, change 
with the times and we need to be able to address the is- 
sues and come up with the needed solutions. I have tried 
in the last two “Call” articles | have done in The Quincy 
Sun, to paint a clear picture of the status of veterans in our 
community and to provide some useful information gleaned 
from my own experience and those of other members of the 
Council that can be of help to our fellow veterans. 

Before | leave office, 1 feel compelled to expose, one 
more time, an ongoing and glaring deficiency in the fabric 
of our veteran community and that is the ongoing deteriora- 
tion and disintegration of the veterans organizations within 
se of the 
lack of support. There are approximately 5,000 veterans in 


our city. We are literally dying on the vine beca 
the city of Quincy and yet we are becoming ghosts in our 
own community. Everyone knows you exist, but the simple 
and inescapable question is, where are you? | know that 
most of the veteran population in the city is comprised of 
veterans of the Korean and Vietnam Wars. That makes us an 
aging population without question, but we are supposed to 
be living longer and better lives. Being 60+ is not as old as 
it used to be. Being 60+ means a wealth of wisdom, experi- 
ence, vitality, time and maturity from which all of us could 
yet potentially benefit 

In my last article, | described the existing veterans or 
ganizations, their differences and similarities and how you 
can contact representatives of each in order to establish or 
reestablish your association with them. We all know and 
understand that things change in life as time marches on 
Where once there seemed to be a veterans organization post 
or chapter in almost every neighborhood in our community 
(15 in total), there now stands only three and each of those 
currently struggles mightily to keep their doors open. Most 
of the organizations have seen individual memberships 
dwindle to the point where they could no longer sustain 
their own post quarters and the remaining remnants of them 
meet in one of the other existing post homes, in community 
centers and the like, but still the attrition continues. 

There is no clear-cut or discernible answer for this de- 
cline. With so many veterans and their families in our city 
who are eligible to join our veterans organizations and yet 
do not do so, the only analogy I can think of, that truly de- 
scribes the situation is the incongruity of dying of thirst in 
the middle of a big, fresh-water lake! We may never return 
to the heydays of our organizations, but at this point, there is 
certainly no justification for these being the last days of our 
organizations. Please join us. Help bring us back from the 
brink. It is up to you: 

Speaking of “up to you” and making a giant leap to an- 
other subject, there has been a tremendous amount of justifi- 
able attention and focus lately placed upon the Veterans Ad- 

ministrations’ current lack of ability to process so many of 
its disability claims in a timely fashion. Having worked in 
that very venue for 35 years, I know that there are a number

of reasons, ranging from government shutdowns, fiscal ap- 
propriations, technology problems and the amount of time 
it takes to make new personnel become experienced and 
proficient claim processors. The fact of the matter is that one 
of the biggest problems, in claims processing, is the qual- 
ity of the claims as presented by the veterans themselves. 
Any and every advocate for veterans disability benefits will 
tell you, with absolute certainty and correctness, that any 
claim which is fully developed and complete at the time it 
is submitted to the VA for consideration, will be processed 
to completion in a remarkably short period of time. The fact 
of the matter is that a lot of misinformation about the claims 
process and the appeal process still exists out there and still 
impedes claim completion. For example, it is not at all true 
that an automatic denial of your c! is always the first 
step in the process. No such stipulation exists with the VA 
claims processing system. It is actually amazingly possible 
to know exactly what is required of a claim before you file 
it, in order to give yourself the best chance for success with 
it. Very often, the longer time period that passes between 
the time of original illness or injury and the time you file a 
claim for it, the more difficult it can be to prové that what 
bothers you now is still the direct result of what happened 
to you back then 

Do you really know what the Appeal system is and how 
it works at its several levels? First of all you need to under- 
stand that an appeal to the VA of a disability claim (Board of 
Veterans Appeals) which it has denied, is simply a réview, 
by a separate set of eyes, of the information and evidence 
provided and the rating schedule provisions applied to it in 
the original decision in order to see if this second review 
would come to a different conclusion than that of the first 
consideration. You already know that the time frame to get 
this appeal review accomplished is lengthy. If the VA dis- 
agrees with the regional office decision, they can overturn 
the decision and direct that the claim be authorized when it 
is returned to the Regional Office or they can return it for 
further development and consideration and that too, eats up 
more time. 

If the denial is upheld, then you have no choice but to go 
out, get and present to the VA, exactly what is needed in the 
way of medical evidence, to be successful in that claim the 
next time it is submitted. If it turns out that evidence was 
always available to you and yet never obtained, then you get 
hit with the realization that you have wasted a lot of time 
and lost a lot of potential retroactive benefit. VA disability 
decisions are always based solely on the confirmable and 
sustainable strength of the medical evidence presented in 
support of the case and never on the basis of the eloquence 
or influence of the presenter. The Board of Veterans Ap- 
peals will not consider new evidence submitted that was not 
reviewed by the regional office decision. In that instance the 
entire case would simply be referred back to the regional 
office for consideration of the new evidence and if denied, a 
new appeal must be generated. 

The higher level of the appeal process, the Court of 
Veterans Appeals is the appeal process which requires the 
greatest amount of time. It was designed to review the 
procedural processes and regulatory applications that were 
applied in the deliberation of the claim and not review or 


address any evidentiary issues. This is the level were the 
lawyers get involved. I want to reemphasize to you here that 
an appeal is not an integral or mandatory part of the claims 
presentation process. If you sit down with a valid claim with 
an advocate who knows what he’s talking about and guides 
you properly and if'you have the patience to go out and ob- 
tain the evidence prescribed, you will have your disability 
claim adjudicated quickly, properly, fairly and without the 
need for any appeal process. 

The Veterans Administration has two types of disal 
ity programs for which disability benefits are paid. One is 
a non-service-connected disability pension program, which 
is actually nothing more than an income supplement pro- 
gram that has a required disability component to it and is 
based largely on financial need. The second and most wide- 
ranging disability benefit is the service-connected disabil- 
ity. There are actually five ways in which you can acquire a 
service-connected disability designation from the VA. All 
require medical documentation and substantiation. The first 
category is a claim for disabilities, or the residuals of same, 
resulting from a documented injury or illness sustained 
while in active military service. Second category is service 
connection by aggravation. This disability is granted when 
it is established that a condition which preexisted your entry 
into service was clearly aggravated or its deterioration ac- 
celerated beyond normal progression during your military 
service and was not the result of a new injury superimposed 
upon the old one. A third category for service connection is 
one where a new injury is acquired and recognized as the 
direct or contributing result of some other already existing 
service-connected disability. A classic example of this would 
be the back condition caused over a long period of time by 
the mechanical stress of more weight bearing on one side 
of the back due to an already service-connected leg injury 
of some sort. The fourth category of service-connected dis- 
ability is the presumptive service connection, This is assoc 
ated with the condition you develop some time after service 
for which no prior treatment or symptoms existed or were 
documented and modern medicine knows that the standard 
gestation period for that condition probably began during a 
timeframe when you were on active duty. Examples of this 
kind of service connection are the disabilities now recog- 
nized for Agent Orange exposure. The fifth and final cat- 
egory of service connection is the disability or injury that is 
incurred as the direct result of VA medical care and or treat- 
ment. This one is, in essence, a Tort Action against the VA 

1 began my career, in helping veterans, as a service of- 
ficer for the American Legion at the Boston VA Regional 
Office. Over the years there, I developed a reputation as one 
of the best service officers, among all the veterans organi- 
zations service officers there , and I even received several 
very rare commendations from the Chairman of the Board 
of Veterans Appeals in Washington for the quality of some 
of the briefs that I had prepared on appeal on behalf of my 
clients at that time. When the VA regional office realized 
that I was interested in working for them, they offered me 
a job and my federal career was off and running. Over the 
years I have dealt with thousands of veterans in the office, at 
bedside in hospitals and in their homes and J cannot tell you 
the number of times that I have encountered veterans who 
have lost so much time and so much compensation benefit 
potential with disability claims because of poor advice, bad 
advice or general ignorance of the availability of the dis- 
ability benefit and/or the procedure for claiming them. Over 
the years I had encountered far too many veterans whose 
disability claims have been derailed or abandon on the 
basis of information provided by some well-intended but 
ill-informed barracks lawyer or bar room barrister, I have 
given you this information in an attempt to be helpful and 
informative. You have often heard it said that somebody 
who represents himself in court has a fool for a client. My 
final advice to you, if you believe that you have a worthy or 
potential service-connected disability to claim, is that you 
Not try to present the claim by yourself to the VA, but rather 
that you employ a competent and reputable veterans disabil- 
ity advocate such as those trained and whose services are 
provided free of charge by our veterans organizations. Your 
best interests will be fully served if you listen to what they 
say and if you work closely with them on your claim. Good 
Luck and Best Wishes.

Illegal Apartment Bill 
Public Hearing Wednesday 


A move by the Norfolk 
DA, State Fire Marshal and 
Senate Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Safety 
to stop landlords who rent 
unsafe apartments had a 
public hearing at the State 
House Wednesday. The bill 
follows the successful man- 
slaughter prosecutions of 
three Quincy landlords held 
accountable for the 2009 
Quincy fire that killed a fa- 
ther and his two sons. 

The bill is co-sponsored 
by both Sen. John Keenan 
and Rep. Bruce Ayers, who 
represent that part of the 
city. 

“Manslaughter convic- 
tions did not bring those 
children or their father back. 
It was important to secure

convictions for those crimes, 
but it is equally important 
that we move to prevent this 
from happening again if we 
can,” said Morrissey whose 
office prosecuted the case. 
“We worked very closely 
with Fire Marshal Stephen 
Coan’s office to draft some- 
thing that is tight and en- 
forceable, and Sen, James 
Timilty was immediately 
supportive when we asked 
him to sponsor it.” 

The new law would make 
landlords renting dangerous, 
illegal apartments subject to 
a fine of up to $15,000 or 
even jail time. A second of- 
fense could bring a penalty 
of $35,000 or up to 5 years 
in State Prison. 

The basement apartment 
at 100 Robertson St. had 
only one exit and undersized 
windows that could not be 
used to escape. A lamp start- 
ed a fire in an area between 
the only door and the sleep- 
ing quarters in the apart- 
Evidence presented 
in the manslaughter pros- 
ecution showed that Oudah 
Frawi died trying to carry 
his sons Hassan and Ali to 
safety through impenetrable 
heat and flames. 

Currently, it is not a 
criminal violation of the 


ment 
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General Laws to rent out 
an apartment that is a literal 
deathtrap. “Stopping the 
renting of unsafe apartments 
now relies on a confusing 
set of municipal ordinances 
that vary in substance and 
quality from community to 
community,” DA Morrissey 
said. “The process is slow 
and inefficient.” 

When a code enforce- 
ment officer is unsuccess- 
ful addressing an_ illegal 
apartment on the local level, 
that enforcement officer 
can apply for a municipal 
code violation complaint 
at a district court - which 
carries a maximum fine’ of 
$300. “That meager penalty 
is itself a problem, but the 
greater problem is the diffi- 
culty of enforcing municipal 
codes through the ¢riminal 
session of a district court. 
What might sustain a vio- 
lation in Braintree or Wey- 
mouth might be insufficient 
in Milton or Quincy, or the 
other way around,” Morris- 
sey said. “Creating a section 
in the General vaws with 
clearly defined elements, 
fixed definitions and state 
wide application, will pro- 
vide a tool that can be used 
effectively to safeguard the 
public.” 

“I am proud to support 
District Attorney Morrissey 
and Senator Timilty’s efforts 
in addressing the unfortu- 
nate common practice of 
renting unsafe apartments,” 
said Senator Keenan, “What 
happened in Quincy was a 
horrible tragedy, and this 
legislation will help prevent 
something like this from 
happening again. We're 
sending the message that the 
safety of tenants across the 
Commonwealth must come 
before profit.” 

Rep. Ayers added “As 
legislators we have an ob- 
ligation to protect residents 
of the Commonwealth. This 
commonsense measure 
would stiffen the penalties 
for landlords who put oth- 
ers at risk by renting out il- 
legal, hazardous apartments. 
I fully support this bill and 
will be working with my 
colleagues in the House of 
Representatives and State 
Senate for its passage.”

JFK And Photographer Tim Prendeville 


lhe nation will mark a somber and solemn anni- 

versary tomorrow — Friday, Nov. 22 is the 50® 
anniversary of the assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy in Dallas, TX. 

Those old enough to remember will never forget 
where and when they heard the tragic news that the 
President had been fatally wounded riding in an open 
motorcade through Dealey Plaza. 

Images from those dark days in our nation’s history 
are being reprinted and rebroadcast across the country 
this week. 

But the anniversary of JFK’s death should also give 
pause to his life. And in this week’s Quincy Sun, we 
are grateful to share with our readers some photos of 
President Kennedy that are rare and in some cases un- 
published — until this week. 

They are courtesy of Christine Prendeville, a Quin- 
cy resident and teacher at the Sterling Middle School. 

Christine’s late father, Timothy W. Prendeville, was 
a freelance photog- 
rapher who during 
his accomplished 
career took thou- 
sands of photos of 
public officials, ce- 
lebrities, sports fig- 
ures and clergy and 
others. 

Mr. Prendeville 
earned a living as a 
freelance photogra- 
pher from the 1950s 
until shortly before 
his death in 2000. 
He often worked 
for the Dorchester 
Argus Citizen and 
the Milton Transcript newspapers. He was also hired 
to take photos by individuals and groups. 

The black and white images of JFK were taken 
while the 35" President visited Boston. Some were 
snapped while he was president, others show a very 
young Kennedy on the campaign trail for either Con- 
gress or Senate or stumping for another Democrat. 

In some photos, the individuals with Kennedy are 
clearly identified. In others, those photographed with 
the President are not identified. And the circumstances 
of when and where the photos were snapped are un- 
known. 

So, if anyone has any information about the photos 
—they appear on Page 1, Page 16 and Page 17 — please 
email me at thequincysun@verizon.net. Christine ap- 
preciates any information that can shed light on these 
photographs. 

Timothy Prendeville lived in Dorchester and was a 
U.S. Marine Corps veteran of World War II. He was 
among the Marines who fought on Guadalcanal in the 
Pacific. 

He was a sergeant in the Marines and he took pho- 
tos as a hobby during the war years. 

“He lied about his age to get into the service,” 
Christine says about her father’s proud Marine Corps 
service. “When he was in the Marines he did some 
photography during the war. We have photos that he 
took in the Philippines and then he went to photogra- 
phy school and made it his life work.” 

Tim had the personality befitting a photographer. 
He was outgoing and a perfectionist. 

“He was never shy, but he was meticulous. He made 
sure every single photo looked perfect before it went 
anywhere,” she says. “He would take several shots of a 
group to make sure everyone had their eyes open. 

“Tt had to be perfect before he let it go out with his 
name on it.”

He also had a wicked wit. Those who knew Tim 
well affectionately called him “Terrible Tim.” The 
nickname had nothing to do with his camera skills. 

“His favorite thing when he didn’t like a politician 
he would make sure he lined that person up at the end 
of the photo so he could just crop him out of it (when 
he developed the negative.) We just laughed at how 
many people he did that to. If he didn’t pay his bill, 
he'd crop him right out.” 

Tim also enjoyed joking with public officials — the 
higher the office, the better the jokes. 

“He'd be ribbing them and he didn’t care when he 
asked a larger individual to move over because he 
can’t get them in the shot. He would get away with 
that because they loved him. 

“The banter that he would have as a photographer 
with those people in those photos including JFK was 
fun.” 

Tim Prendeville’s career spanned five decades. He 
took thousands of photos doing a job he loved. 

“He loved everything about photography. He loved 
shooting pictures, he enjoyed meeting people. He was 
a people person. There wasn’t a story he wouldn’t tell 
anyone who would listen. He'd tell story after story 
after story and talk your ear off if you let him,” his 
daughter says. 

Before he passed away, Christine and her mother 
started putting albums together of Tim’s photos. They 
were displayed at his wake: two politician albums, a 
celebrity one and a third with high-ranking clergy in- 
cluding a pope. 

After he died, Chris and her mother cleaned up his 
dark room which she described as his kingdom. 

“We found thousands and thousands of negatives, 
thousands and thousands of pictures. Many weren't la- 
beled but some we were able to identify.” 

Tim Prendeville’s pictures are photographic gold 
and a precious family heirloom. They represent a by- 
gone era when newspapers ruled the media and pho- 
tographers’ images conveyed the news as much as a 
beat reporter’s prose. Ironically perhaps it was JFK’s 
death that ushered in TV as the new media king with 
breaking news bulletins and continuous live coverage 
that could reach millions within seconds. 

Mr. Prendeville’s JFK images also show a man who 
was in the prime of his life. Look long enough at the 
photos and it’s difficult not to drift to that awful day in 
Dallas a half century ago tomorrow and wonder how 
history would have changed. 

Christine — who was born in 1957 — was just a little 
girl when JFK was slain. She’s asked what emotions 
her father’s photos elicit as the anniversary of the pres- 
ident’s death approaches. 

“Sadness because I was a little kid when he died. I 
will never forget watching the funeral. I will never for- 
get watching John John salute his father’s casket. I’ve 
gone to Washington, D.C. enough to see the graves at 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

“You're sad that something like that would ever 
happen. He was our President and a Boston guy.” 

Christine plans to donate some of her father’s pho- 
tos of JFK — and of his brother the late Sen. Ted Ken- 
nedy — to the John F. Kennedy Presidential Library in 
Boston. 

“I am keeping some of the JFK and Ted Kennedy 
photos as keepsakes but if there’s a second copy of it I 
am donating it to the JFK Library to use as they see fit. 
They may or may not have copies of these. 

“I am proud to own these photos. I’m proud to be 
able to share them with other people and that my fa- 
ther’s work will-be seen again,” she adds. 

On behalf of our all readers, thank you Christine for 
sharing your father’s photos with us. 


THIS IS A 1934 postcard view of the water tower and 
reservoir on the top of Third Hill, also known as Forbes 
Hill, in Wollaston. The reservoir was first dug here in 
the late 19th century to provide water for fire fighting. 
New homes were being built in the Wollaston Heights 
subdivision on the adjacent Wollaston Hill and there 
was no way to get water up there for emergencies. The 
Metropolitan Water Commission later took over the site 
and built the larger reservoir shown here that held five 


million gallons of water. In 1903 they built the water 
tower that held another 330,000 gallons.

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McIntyre Moves 
For Drug Crackdown

Mayor-Sen. James R. McIntyre planned to file new legis- 
lation that he hoped would ‘untie the hands’ of law enforce; 
ment to help them crack down on drug abuse in Quincy 4 
around the state 

The legislation McIntyre planned to file would give law 
enforcement officers the ability to make on-the-spot at- 
rests in cases of false prescriptions and illegal possession of 
harmful narcotics 

McIntyre, whose late father Capt. William F. McIntyre 
was head of the Quincy Police Detective Bureau, noted that 
those offenses were currently misdemeanors. The current 
law, he explained, meant officers had to summons suspect to 
court, allowing a suspect ample time to destroy evidence. 

“We have got to give police the legal tools with which to 
stop the tremendous increase in drug abuse,’ McIntyre said 
“We have got to untie their hands.” 

RECREATION FACILITY PROPOSED 

The 200-member Ward 2 Civic Association unanimous- 
ly approved a plan to build a recreation facility at Mound 
Street Beach that would include space for tennis, volleyball, 
horseshoes and picnics 

The proposal was sent to the Park and Recreation Board 
for further study. Richard J. Koch, the board’s executive 
director, said the facility would cost more than $300,000,

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Library Literacy Program Teaches Adults Life Skills 


By EMILY ARMSTRONG 

Over 25 years ago, the 
Fore River Shipyard closed 
forcing many out of work, 
creating a need for a pro- 
gram that would teach the 
necessary academic skills to 
help the newly unemployed 
reenter the workforce, which 
is exactly what the literacy 
program at the Thomas 
Crane Library has been do- 
ing ever since. 

“The program _ started 
years ago when the 
shipyard closed down and 
was this need. There 


over 


there 
were a lot of people out of 
work and realizing they 
needed different skills to 
get different jobs, those aca- 
demic reading and writing 
skills, so the program was 
created to help that group 
that needed to get jobs to 
survive and needed to get 
their academic skills up,” 
said Literacy Project Man- 
ager Mary Diggle 

“I think the program has 
grown since then but I think 
it has also changed. There 
is always a big discussion 
of what is literacy, and that 
depends on what the com- 
munity needs. The literacy 
part is for anyone in be. 
tween a zero and sixth grade 
reading and writing level 
Sometimes the levels are 
higher depending on if the 


student is struggling in the 
community or getting by. If 
the need is there then we're 
going to help them. Literacy 
is more one on one to spe- 
cifically help the person and 
what their life needs are 

“It’s all about life skills 
so if a student says I need to 
get my learner’s permit be- 
cause I need to drive. It’s not 
like we teach them to drive 
of course, but the tutor may 
work on that. The tutor will 
focus on what they need to 
do in their everyday life,” 
added Diggle 

Over 30 adults, 65 stu: 
dent/tutor pairs, ranging in 
age from 16 to 82 are par- 
taking in the program cur- 
rently, with the largest group 
of students being over the 
age of 40. 

“We get a large group 
that is over 40,” said Diggle 
“I think that generation, if 
they were in classes and 
they were struggling aca- 
demically they were able to 
quit and go get jobs, hands- 
on jobs. There also wasn’t as 
much of an understanding of 
how to handle someone with 
a reading difficulty.” 

Diggle said there is also 
a large number of students 
who have come in asking 
for help because they are 
unemployed and competing 
with college graduates for

entry-level positions. 

“For the past three years 
there has been a lot of peo- 
ple coming in unemployed, 
scared because they lost 
their job, and now because 
everybody is looking for 
jobs they are hiring the col- 
lege grads for the entry level 
positions,” said Diggle. 

All of the tutors involved 
in the program are volun- 
teers that go through a train- 
ing process before being 
assigned a student. Diggle 
said that training isn’t al- 
ways easy because of the 
large spectrum of reading 
levels students have 

“The average reading 
level really varies, and that 
makes it challenging to train 
our tutors,” said Diggle 

“Il have some students 
that come in and they have 


no reading skills at all. I 
would say between 65-70 
percent are Americans who 
have either dropped out of 
school because they weren’t 
following, they weren't 
keeping up and the school 
was going too fast leaving 
them behind, Then there 
is a group who maybe had 
so much going on in their 
life, and struggles that they 
weren't really concentrating 
in school because of family 
issues or moving constantly. 

“Then there is this other 
percent that they are from 
other countries. They've 
been here for a long time 
but they didn’t have a lot of 
schooling in their first lan- 
guage, so they may come 
and say I don't even know 
how to read and write in my 
first language.”

For 51-year-old lifelong 
Quincy resident Billy Vec- 
chione, who has dyslexia, 
his motivation for joining 
the literacy program three 
years ago came from having 
a young son. 

“When I was in school 
my only handicap was that 
I couldn't read. I was a good 
student and a hard worker 
but I couldn't read,” said 
Vecchione who graduated 
from Quincy High School. 
“It was my young son who 
motivated me to want to 
learn how to read.” 

Many who are part of the 
program are just like Vec- 
chione: creative, hardwork- 
ing, and have gotten through 
life without the need to learn 
how to read or write 

“A lot of our students 
don’t really want many peo- 
ple to know their academic 
level,” said Diggle. “Mean- 
while they are brilliant be- 
cause they’ve done so many 
things without having all of 
that, and they find ways to 
do very well and survive.” 

Vecchione, like many 
other students of the pro- 
gram, comes to the library 
once a week for two hours 
to meet with his individual 
tutor. 

“Billy is very dedicated 
to this program,” said tutor 
Paula Cotterill. “He abso- 
lutely will not allow us to 
stop or take time off even if 
he is tired or busy. It’s not a 
disadvantage to be dyslexic; 
he was able to survive this 


end all of his life.” 

Not only does Vecchi- 
one have a goal of learning 
how to read but he is also 
studying to get his driver’s 
license, which Cotterill is 
helping him with by taking a 
half hour a week to go over 
the driving test material. 

“I'm not going to quit 
until I pass,” said Vecchi- 
one. “I’m learning so much 
in this program. I like it and 
I'm a big advocate of it. I 
am reading more and un- 
derstanding more than I did 
three years ago when I first 
started.” 

Diggle said that most 
students stay in the program 
for more than the year com- 
mitment they are asked for. 
Some students have even 
stayed in the program for 
nine years. 

“They are here for quite 
a while,” said Diggle. “The 
commitment is a year at 
least, but mostly students 
stay for a year or more. 
We've had relationships 
that have been seven years, 
one that’s been nine years. 
It’s only once a week for 
two hours, it can be more 
depending on the student 
If you want to get from a

of cinnamon, nutmeg, allspice, ginger 
1 cup chopped pecans or other nuts if 
preferred 

In a bowl, combine the pumpkin, eggs, 
oil, water, vanilla and sugar. Beat until well 
blended 

Whisk together the flour, baking soda, salt 
and pumpkin spices. Stir the dry ingredients 
into the pumpkin mixture until well blended.

Mon- 
day night an undercover 
Quincy police detective 
was parked in the Highpoint 
apartment complex parking 
lot watching for suspects 
in an unrelated tip when 
Huynh pulled up next to the 
unmarked cruiser. 

“The detective decided to 
move his vehicle to another 
spot and when doing so he 
noticed Huynh was watch- 
ing him the entire time,” said 
Quincy Police Captain John 
Dougan. “The detective 
thought something wasn’t 
right so he decided to switch

how we are going to get this 
to a place that makes it a 
reasonable investment.” 

Heapes went on to add 
that construction costs in 
Greater Boston increased by 
37 percent in 2013, a trend 
that is anticipated to con- 
tinue in 2014. 

“This is not a Street- 
Works issue or a Quincy is- 
sue. It is a bit of a regional 
Boston issue,” Heapes said. 
“This year costs have gone 
up approximately 37 per- 
cent in Boston — they have 
gone up about 5 percent in 
the United States — with an 
anticipation of another 13 to 
18 percent growth through 
2014. By my count 37 and 
18 is an over SO percent in- 
crease in construction costs 
that have caused this chal- 
lenge for us to tackle.” 

Those rising construction 
costs, coupled with the pur- 
chase of additional buildings 
on the block after the June 
groundbreaking, led Street- 
Works to announce changes 
to the Merchants Row plan. 
Originally, the site would

have contained two build- 
ings, including a 15-story 
residential building. In 
August, the developer said 
Merchants Row will now in- 
clude three six-story build- 
ings, with approximately the 
same square footage as the 
original plan because of the 
expanded footprint. 

Two councillors 9Mon- 
day night expressed concern 
about the change from the 
15-story building to shorter 
ones. Ward 6 Councillor 
Brian McNamee said the 
15-story building would 
have been a selling point for 
Merchants Row — known as 
Block 4 in the development 
plan — and the downtown as 
a whole. 

“Block 4 has to be done 
and it has to be done right 
with laser focus. This is our 
first step — it has to be our 
best step. This sets the tone 
for the entire project. If that 
is not a pluperfect success 
than you're not going to be 
able to go any further. I as- 
sure you of that,” McNamee 
said

ful 15-story building that 
would have offered vistas of 
the Blue Hills, Quincy Bay, 
and Boston and we stepped 
away from that. I can’t think 
of anything that’s more 
saleable than that kind of 
a structure to set a perfect 
tone for this development. 
What you propose is smaller 
structures, wood structures. 
It’s starting to look like the 
Weymouth Air Station hous- 
ing model.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
chairman of the council's 
downtown and economic 
growth committee, noted 
that Street-Works sought 
approval to build high rises 
up to 20 stories tall to create 
higher rent apartment units. 
The shorter buildings, he 
added, would result in less 
work for the workers con- 
structing them 

“There was much talk, 
even dating back to the 
charettes, about the prospect 
of at least two high rises and 
maybe three,” Gutro said 
“I’m just trying to reconcile 
the difference. I know what 
it means in terms of jobs 


for the ironworkers, | know 
what it means for the labor- 
ers who are going to lose 
thousands of hours of work 
when you go to under six 
stories, essentially.” 

In response to those con- 
cerns, Heapes explained that 
Street-Works developments 
elsewhere in the country — 
including ones in Hartford, 
Conn., Boca Raton, Fla., 
San Jose, Calif., and Wash- 
ington, D.C. — have featured 
buildings shorter than the 
six-story ones now proposed 
for Merchants Row. 

“They are all, three, and 
four, and five-story places 
around great streets,” Heap- 
es said.““Yes, we would have 
liked the 15-story building 
But I personally guarantee 
you that the environment 
that’s going to be created in 
downtown Quincy will be 
unlike none and we will do 
it right.” 

Gutro also asked As- 
sistant City Solicitor Paul 
Hines if there were any pro- 
visions in Quincy’s agree- 
ment with Street-Works 
that protect the city in the

event the developer stops 
work after demolition of 
buildings. Those provisions, 
which Gutro referred to as 
‘anti-Filenes —_ provisions, 
are intended to make sure a 
repeat of Boston's attempt 
to redevelop the Filenes site 
in Downtown Crossing — 
which has sat vacant since 
being demolished in 2008 — 
does not occur in Quincy. 

Hines said those provi- 
sions are in the agreement 
with Street-Works but the 
administration does not see 
the halt in construction as 
a long-term problem at this 
point. Work on the site, 
he explained, should begin 
again in the spring 

“At this point we don’t 
see that that [provision] has 
been triggered because work 
has commenced diligently. 
Once the new acquisitions 
of land are closed there will 
be the abatement and demo- 
lition of those,” Hines said. 
“We anticipate the redesign 
of the buildings and the start 
up with the spring thaw. I 
don’t see it as a long-term 
problem from where we 


stand today.” 

Hines also added that the 
stop in construction is a pos- 
itive move because it will 
allow Street-Works to incor- 
porate parcels that wouldn’t 
have been developed into 
the development plans. 

“The stop in work now 
isn’t a negative thing. It’s 
a positive thing to allow 
this redesign — you've got 
the additional land acquisi- 
tion — to make a much better 
project that’s going to now 
be designed,” Hines said. 

“Before, you hada couple 
of small-footprint parcels 
that we're going to be iso- 
lated that would never have 
a development opportunity 
because you would never 
have the parking available 
They wouldn't have had the 
financial return from their 
properties to get a meaning 
ful redevelopment on that 
site. This subsumes them, 
puts them in the mix, and 
makes a better overall proj 
ect, even though we are tak- 
ing this temporary step back 
to do the redesigns.”

The new parcels that will 
be incorporated into the 
Merchants Row project in- 
clude the building that hous- 
es Brennan’s on Hancock 
Street and the Granite Rail, 
Tully’s and Quincy Jade 
on Cottage Avenue. Ward 
2 Councillor Brad Croall 
asked for an update on 
Street-Works’ purchase of 
those buildings. Hines said 
the developer has reached 
agreements to purchase 
those parcels but has yet to 
close on them. 

“They've got signed pur- 
chase and sale agreements, 
so binding contracts, but 
they're not yet closed on,” 
Hines said. 

Heapes added that he did 
not know when those par- 
cels, which have a combined 
value of nearly $10 million, 
would be closed on. 

Councillor Joe Finn not- 
ed that development plans 
for Quincy Center sat on the 
shelves for 35 years before 
Street-Works began plan- 
ning the development about 
10 years ago, and said the 
current pause in construc- 
tion is part of the normal 
process for a project such as 
the downtown one. 

“For 35 years before that 
time, there were plans that

sat on shelves and draw- 
ers and simply collected 
dust. 1 think what we're 
going through now is really 
the angst that occurs when 
you're actually moving for- 
ward with development,” 
Finn said. “There are white 
knuckle moments for all of 
us, obviously, in relation to 
this but I think it’s very criti- 
cal we keep this in perspec- 
tive.” 

“We're really in a renais- 
sance downtown,” Coun- 
cil President Michael Mc- 
Farland added. “There are 
thousands of moving pieces 
and based on market condi- 
tions and political condi- 
tions, things change every 
single day. It’s very impor- 
tant that we get together as 
a City Council because we 
do hear a lot of facts, we 
do hear a lot fiction, and it’s 
very important for us to sit 
down with the actual people 
involved.” 

In addition to the update 
on Merchants Row, Heapes 
also provided the council 
with a presentation on de- 
velopments regarding the 
remainder of the first step 
of the downtown project, 
which will take place in the 
area near Parkingway, Ross 
Way, and the Ross Garage.

Heapes explained, will be 
a hotel near the intersection 
of Ross Way and Granite 
Street. The developer solic- 
ited bids for a hotel earlier 
this year, receiving a dozen 
offers. They are now work- 
ing with three hotel opera- 
tors, each of whom wants to 
build a 130-150-room hotel 
on the site. Heapes antici- 
pates that a letter of intent 
with a hotel operator will be 
signed early next year. 

“We expect to have a 
signed letter of intent with 
an operator of a hotel short- 
ly after the beginning of the 
year,” Heapes said. “Quite 
honestly, if the Ross Garage 
wasn’t there, we could start 
it right now.” 

Elsewhere in the first 
step will be a new facility 
for Quincy College, in the 
area of Ross Way and Clive- 
den Street. The college and 
the developer are nearing 
an agreement for a building 
that would include nearly 
60,000 square feet of office 
space and 6,000 square feet 
for the college’s bookstore. 

“That is a deal that is 
essentially ready to go,” 
Heapes said. 

Step one also includes the 
development of Block 8, the 
block bounded by Hannon 
Parkway, Ross Way, and Cli-

That site will 
include two anchor tenants, 
which Heapes described as 
a high-end grocery store and 
a 12-screen cinema. The 
National Realty & Devel- 
opment Corp., a partner in 
the downtown deal, is over- 
seeing the leasing for that 
site, and Heapes anticipates 
announcing those tenants 
sometime after Jan. 1, 2014

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It Still Bothers Me 
— And Always Will 


Editor’s note: This column was written by the late 
Henry W. Bosworth, longtime publisher and founder of 
The Quincy Sun. /t is one of Mr. Bosworth's most popular 
columns and frequently ran on the anniversary of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy's assassination in Dallas, Texas on 
Nov. 22, 1963. 

On the occasion of the 50th anniversary of JFK's 
death tomorrow (Friday), we are publishing the column 
again for our readers. 

The last time Mr. Bosworth wrote the column was in 
2008 - 48 years after Mr. Kennedy was elected the 35th 
President of the U.S. 

t still bothers me and I guess it always will 
I It’s been 48 years now and I can’t stop wondering 
about President John F. Kennedy and the Secret Service 

Was the Secret Service really doing its job the night of 
Nov. 10, 1960 in Hyannisport? And, in Dallas, Nov. 22, 
1963? 

The 45" anniversary of Kennedy's assassination Sat- 
urday brought me back to that night three years before in 
Hyannisport-and still wondering if the Secret service was 
Jax in its duty to protect him 

I was standing in the living room of former Ambassador 
Joseph Kennedy's home in the Kennedy compound waiting 
for the President-elect to appear. 

Where was the Secret Service, 1 wondered? I wasn’t even 
supposed to be there but no one questioned that 

Word was that 18 Secret Service agents had moved in 
swiftly to protect the next President of the United States af 
ter Richard Nixon conceded after a night of see-saw election 
results 

But if they were around the house-inside or outside-they 
were invisible. They weren't checking on me or anyone 
else. | could have had a gun in my pocket 

I've written this story before. And I think it’s worth an 
other look on this 45" anniversary of JFK's assassination 

Let's go back to Noy. 10, 1960 

I was a Boston Traveler reporter covering the election at 
press headquarters in the National Guard armory in Hyan 
nis, With me were Dave Farrell of the Boston Herald and 
photographer Frank Kelly of Quincy, taking photos for both 
papers 

We were at the armory all election night checking the 
returns until Nixon finally conceded in thé early morning. 

We were informed that Kennedy would hold a press 
conference later in the morning at the armory, his first as 
President-elect 

Out of that conference came such headlines as: 

“Hoover, Dulles To Stay,” “Kennedy Say 
pudiates No One”... “Ike Asks JFK Meet Him Soon On 
Takeover.” 

The whole Kennedy clan seemed to be there: Jacqueline,

PRESIDENT-ELECT John F. Kennedy and Quincy Sun 
publisher Henry Bosworth chat at Barnstable Airport in 
Hyannis, Nov. 11, 1960. Kennedy was leaving for Palm Springs, 
31, radiant and expecting John John in a few weeks; parents 
Joseph and Rose Kennedy; brothers Bobby with wife, Ethel, 
Ted, sisters Eunice Shriver, Jean Smith, Pat Lawford and in 
the background brother in-law Peter Lawford 

Kennedy made a brief victory statement that was a hint 
of the theme of his coming Inaugural Address: 

“The election may have been a close one. But | think 
there is general agreement by all of our citizens that the su- 
preme national effort will be needed in the years ahead to 
move this country safely through the 1960's.” 

(Inaugural version: “Ask not what your country can do 
for you. Ask what you can do for your country.”) 

Word was passed that Kennedy would host an informal, 
off-the record party for the press in his father’s home that 
night. It was for the press that had traveled with him through 
the campaign 

But three party-crashers-Farrell, Kelly and myself-got 
there, too. It was too good to miss and we weren’t going to 
miss it 

The bus to take the press into the Kennedy compound 
was parked outside near the armory. We stepped aboard. No 
one asked to see our press credentials. We rode inside the 
compound and walked into Joseph Kennedy’s house. No 
one checked on us. 

Maybe, as I look back, anyone could have gotten on that 
bus that night. Maybe even someone like Lee Harvey Os- 
wald 

None of the Kennedy’s were in sight when we arrived so 
the invited members of the press and the three party crashers 
started browsing around. 

On the living room wall were framed letters written by 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt to Ambassador Ken- 
nedy 

On the fireplace mantle was a model of the USS Joseph 
P. Kennedy, Jr., the destroyer named after the oldest son 
who was lost on a dangerous World War II mission. He had 
plans for a political career. 

The living room connected with the dining room. On the 
dining room table was a punch bowl and cups. Someone 
said to help ourselves. So we did and wandered back into 
the living room 

1 was returning my cup and was the only one in the din- 
ing room when a screen door swung open and in stepped 
John F. Kennedy 

He walked over to me and we shook hands. “Congratula- 
tions Mr. President,” | said. It wasn’t correct protocol. He 
was still a Senator and President-elect. But he seemed to 
like being called “Mr. President” and smiled. 

We were alone for a few moments. The other reporters 
then spotted him and we were soon surrounded. 

Kennedy looked tired from the strain of the campaign

and those final agonizing hours when the election seemed 
like it could go either way. 

One reporter asked him what he thought made the final 
difference. 

“He (Nixon) stayed around too long in the South,” Ken- 
nedy replied. (Stayed wasn’t the exact word he used.) 

Soon, other members of the family joined us: Jacqueline, 
Rose, Bobby, Ted, sisters Eunice, Jean and Pat and brother 
in-law Sargent Shriver. 

Kennedy said he was flying to Palm Springs, FL the next 
day to relax and “maybe play a little golf.” 

“But don’t mention golf,” he laughed. 

He didn’t want the country to think it was getting another 
golfer like Dwight Eisenhower for President 

I got to chatting with Rose Kennedy who wanted to 
know about Quincy born Presidents John and John Quincy 
Adams. I told her a8 much as I knew and said I would ask 
Quincy Historian Bill Edwards to send her more informa- 
tion. (And he did.) 

Someone produced gift-wrapped bottles of liquor from a 
cabinet in the kitchen. 

And then a sight you couldn't forget: the next President of 
the United States pouring drinks for members of the press. 

It was a night to fondly remember — and cherish, 

The next day, the Kennedy family flew out of Barnsta. 
ble Airport aboard the family plane “Caroline,” named for 
daughter, Caroline, who looked like a young, Shirley. Tem- 
ple back then 

I got one more chance to talk with Kennedy before the 
plane took off 

“Good luck, Mr. President,” I said to him. 

“Thank you,” he replied, breaking into a grin at being 
called “Mr. President” for the second time. 

I later told Farrell and Kelly that someday I would write 
the story about how we crashed the Kennedy compound and 
the party. But not until Kennedy was out of office. Which 
I figured would be eight years because ‘he surely would be 
te-elected to a second term 

I remember also telling them: 

“I’m going to write how we got by the Secret service 
that night.” 

And, kiddingly added: 

“And I’m going to write about how | could have shot the 
President of the United States over the punch bow] in the 
dining room of his father’s house.” 

But who could have imagined then the tragedy that wait- 
ed in Dallas? 

I just can’t help wondering about the Secret Service that 
night in Hyannisport. And that day in Dallas. 

It has bothered me all these years. 

And, I guess, it always will.

Walter Hannon was 
working in his North Quin- 
cy tire shop on the afternoon 
of Nov. 22, 1963, when 
USS. President John F. Ken- 
nedy was assassinated while 
in a motorcade travelling 
through Dealey Plaza in 
Dallas, Texas. 

Hannon, who had been 
elected Ward 5 councillor 
less than three weeks prior 
and would go on to serve 
as Quincy’s mayor, still re- 
members that afternoon 50 
years later. 

“I'm in the tire shop, it’s 
Friday afternoon, and all 
of a sudden there’s a news- 
flash — Kennedy has been 
shot, and I’m saying ‘oh 
Jesus — he was a guy from 
Massachusetts.’ Then they 
came on and said he [had 
died],” Hannon recalled 
in a recent interview. “We 
closed the business down, it 
was like three o'clock in the 


afternoon — we we're going 
to close at six anyway and 
I said just close it. | went 
home and it was all over the 

Hannon, who met Ken- 
nedy in 1952 at a cham- 
ber of commerce event at 
the Neighborhood Club in 
Quincy, went to work the 
next day. But he closed up 
shop early and decided he 
and his family needed to be 
in the nation’s capital. 

“The next day I got up — 
we went to work on Satur- 
days for half a day,” Hannon 
said. “There wasn’t any- 
body on the street. Nobody 
It was as quiet as a mouse. I 
said we're going to close up, 
but in my mind I’m saying 
I've got to go to Washington 
— I'm going to go there.” 

By the time he arrived 
home, his wife Pat had al- 
ready packed and made ar- 
rangements for the family 
— including their children

Recalling That Tragic Day: Nov. 22, 1963

It’s been 44 years since 
last I saw the memorial hon- 
oring my brother in Bishop 
Field. P 

This Recreation Area is 
Dedicated to the Glory of 
God and in Grateful Mem- 
ory of L.Cpl. David Owen 
Sullivan USMC March 15 
1948 — February 14, 1969. 
Died While Fighting for His 
Country in Vietnam, It is in 
dying that we are born to 
eternal life. 

Then, on April 25, 2013, 
at the dedication of the 
L.Cpl. David Owen Sullivan 
Memorial Square on Safford 
Street, Linda Perchard, of 
the Quincy Vietnam Com- 
bat Veterans, mentioned 
she’d heard about a memo- 
rial plaque at Bishop Field, 
but she couldn’t find it. I 
confirmed that the plaque 
did exist and I had seen it at 
the playground. I told her it 
was a bronze plaque mount- 
ed on a rose-colored granite 
boulder. After our conver- 
sation, Linda made it her 
mission to find the plaque 
and discovered that the City 
moved it in the 1990's in or- 
der to refurbish the play area 
where the plaque had been 
installed. After the renova- 
tions were completed, the 
plaque, for some reason, 
did no find its way back to 
the park. Undeterred, Linda 
continued her crusade and 
ultimately found the plaque, 
but the granite boulder was 
gone. 

The City of Quincy 
pledged to restore the plaque 
and return it to its place of 
honor at Bishop Field, where 
it will remain undisturbed 
For this | am grateful. 

Interestingly enough, 
Bishop Field was not the 
original destination for the 
memorial. For the back- 
story I must go back to that 
awful day in 1969 

Late February 1969. The 
snow piles up; temperature 
plummets downward. I rush 
home to Stafford Street from 
my Jamaica Plain apart- 
ment, wondering why my 
dad had called. He'd said, in 
a monotone voice, “Come 
home, your mother needs 
you.” Hmm. “He never uses 
the phone, so it must be 
something big.” My mind 
races then... “I’ve got it!! 
David’s home!!! Must be 
it. He’s due home any day. 
They want to surprise me. 
Just like him to sneak home 
and not tell anybody; just 
show up at the door.” 

I drive a little faster. 
Park anywhere. Rush up 
the stairs. The house is full 
of people. I don’t see their 
faces. I look behind the 
doors and in the closet. I 
know he’s going to jump 
out and scare me like he did 
when we were kids. “David! 
I know you're here!” I’m in 
the kitchen now. “Where is

he??” My mother’s face... 
OH MY GOD. 

A few days later the Ma- 
rines return to the house to 
talk with me, as they had to 
my parents a few days be- 
fore. They told me he died 
bravely, saving many broth- 
er Marines. I don’t remem- 
ber much else about that 
day except my pain and the 
look on their faces as they 
spoke to me of this unspeak- 
able horror. I didn’t want 
them there; 1 wanted David 
They knew that. It took me a 
long time to wrap my heart 
around the pain they must 
have felt, the courage it took 
for them to come back, just 
to speak with me. Today, for 
that I’m grateful 

It would be another 10 
long, cold days before Da- 
vid would arrive home. It 
was winter after all. There 
were storms. Flights were 
delayed. It was bitter cold, 
the snow falling hard the 
day he was buried 

Cards and letters arrived 
by the hundreds, many con- 
taining money from folks 
who just wanted to help out 
in our time of need. The 
thoughtfulness was appreci- 
ated, but we decided to use 
the money for David and 
create a basketball/tennis 
court at his childhood sum- 
mer camp in Foxboro. He 


loved it there. The plan now 
set, the memorial plaque was 
commissioned. It was beau- 
tiful; a hand-carved bronze 
plaque set in a gorgeous 
pink granite boulder. Good 
Quincy granite created by a 
Quincy artisan who would 
accept no fee; his creation a 
gift honoring a much-loved 
Quincy son lost to his fam- 
ily, in a war thousands of 
miles away. 

But, as things have a way 
of doing, the recreation area 
fell through and we were 
left with a‘question of what 
to do with a 200-pound me- 
morial stone with so specific 
a dedication? The options 
were slim; it couldn’t go just 
anywhere. 

The City stepped in and 
offered to place it at a newly 
created children’s play area 
at Bishop Field, Our house 
on Safford Street borders 
Bishop Field at the exact 
spot where the play area was 
built 

It couldn't be a more per. 
fect fit! 

That’s precisely the spot 
where David and his bud- 
dies hung out playing cards. 
From that vantage point he 
could keep an eye out for 
when mom or dad pulled 
into the driveway, then he'd 
jump the fence, slip up the 
back and greet them from 
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L. Cpl. David O. Sullivan Memorial Rededicated

The city now has control 
of the nearly 115-year-old 
building and site at 1012 
Hancock Street, which was 
ed by a brand-new 
$32 million Central Middle 
School located at 875 Han- 
cock Street on Oct. 21 
School Committee Vice 
Chairwoman Barbara Isola 
read a resolve into the re- 
cord during the Nov. 13 
meeting stating that Quincy 


Public Schools reviewed all 
options for the property and 
found that the building and 
site do not allow for any fi- 
nancially feasible reuse op. 
tions 

“The school committee 
has reviewed options for the 
use of the old middle school 
building and the costs for 
same, and thereupon con- 
cluded that the building does 
not allow for financially- 
feasible reuse options,” read 
Isola. “Now therefore be it 
resolved by the school com- 
mittee of the City of Quincy 
that, in accordance with the 


provisions of Section 33 of 


the Charter of the City of 
Quincy and G.L. c. 43, § 33, 
the school committee dis- 
continue the use of the build- 
ing that formerly served as 
Central Middle School, and 
return the building and the 
land on which the building 
now sits, together with the 
grounds connected there- 
with, to the control of the 
municipal corporation, City 
of Quincy, hereby forever 
releasing all right of control 
over said premises.” 
According to Mayoral 
spokesman Chris Walker the 
next step in the process will 
be to bring the building and 
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property in front of the City 
Council. 

“The next step in the 
process is to bring it before 
the city council asking that 
they declare it surplus,” said 
Walker. “That will trigger 
the sale process.” 

According to Walker, 
Mayor Thomas Koch will 
ask the City Council to de- 
clare it surplus within the 
next month or so, The goal 
is to sell the property and 
return the money to the tax 
rolls of the city. If the new 
owner decides to redevelop

James Lam runs 
them. 

“His balance is good and 
he knows how to set up de- 
fenders,” said Reardon. “He 
gets them leveraged one 
way, and he cuts it back the 
other.” 

As a passer, he grows 
more disciplined and ac- 
curate each week. He has a 
power arm. On his 54-yard 
touchdown pass to J.T. Bain 
he threw the ball 60 yards in 
the air with a tight, perfect 
spiral, and very little loft on 
the ball. It caught Bain in 
perfect stride. He has im- 
proved picking receivers out 
of coverage. He found Matt 
Hines open in the soft spot 
of a zone for 11 yards and a 
first down early in the game.

Sophomore 
Jahvae  Handsome-Fields 
backed up 200-yard running 
games against Taunton and 
Braintree with an efficient 
73 yards in seven carries.

“It was good to see Alex 
come back back.

Durfee did have success 
throwing. Quarterback Ja- 
ran Viera was 14-23 for 279 
yards and three touchdowns 
while Michael Correia, who 
is being scouted by Division 
1 colleges, had 11 catches 
for 239 yards and three TDs 
Reardon would like to see 
the coverage improve, but 
Viera and Correia are ex- 
ceptional. Correia throws a 
beautiful, soft ball which is 
rare in high school and Cor- 
reia has college-level hands 
and speed. 

“Our coverages have to 
get better for Thanksgiving,” 
said Reardon. “We also have 
to do a better job containing 
receivers after the catch.” 

Handsome-Fields bolted 
32 yards for a score to finish 
a 68-yard scoring drive on 
Quincy's first six offensive 
plays of the game, Thomaz

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On Monday, November 11, 2013, at approximately 5:45 
p.m., members of the Quincy Police Drug Control Unit 
(DCU), dressed in plain clothes and operating non-traditional 
police vehicles were conducting surveillance in the area of 
the Quincy Center MBTA station. At this time, Detectives 
observed suspect #1, who they knew from past incidents, 
standing outside the MBTA station. Back in August 2011, 
DCU Detectives executed a Search Warrant at his Quincy 
residence and found drugs (crack cocaine) there. Suspect #1 
remained in the general vicinity of the smoking area / pay 
phone. Detectives observed that suspect #1 was on and off 
his cellular phone numerous times. At approximately 7:00 
p.m., Detectives observed suspect #1 walk towards Hancock 
Street through McIntyre Mall talking on his cellular phone. 
He took a right onto Hancock Street and continued south- 
bound into the heart of Quincy Square. 

Detective O’Brien then observed suspect #1 get into a ve- 
hicle that pulled over briefly, then drove off. Detectives were 
able to see a female driver with a male front seat passenger, 
with suspect #1 sitting in the back. The vehicle pulled over 
in the bus-way section of the Quincy Center MBTA station 
on Burgin Parkway, where suspect #1 exited the vehicle and 
began to walk towards the entrance to the station. The ve- 
hicle then pulled back onto Burgin Parkway and travelled 
northbound. At this time, Detectives believed that a drug 
transaction just occurred, so Detectives Powers, O'Brien, 
and Barkas followed the vehicle as it travelled on Burgin 
Parkway and took a right onto Dimmock Street. The vehi- 
cle stopped for the red light on Dimmock Street at Hancock 
Street, so the Detectives decided to approach the occupants 
of the vehicle.

(whom she could not identify), entered her vehicle and spoke 
to suspect #2. She stated that 
she believed that suspect #2 
purchased one Suboxone tablet 
from the male/suspect #1 in her 
vehicle. A search of suspect 
#3 and her vehicle was nega- 
tive for contraband. Detec- 
tive Powers provided suspect 
#2 with his Miranda Rights to 
which he stated he understood. 
He told Detective Powers and 
O’Brien that as soon as he saw 
them coming, he knew it was 
the Police so ate the bag of 
heroin he had just purchased. 
Detective O’Brien then recovered a baggie of a brown pow- 
der substance he believed to be heroin based on its appear- 
ance, packaging, and texture. Detective O’Brien informed 
Detective Duran, who was following suspect #1, via radio 
that heroin had been recovered. Suspect #2 stated he paid 
$40 for the heroin, using two $20 bills. A further search of 
suspect #2, a 27 year old Quincy resident, was negative, so he 
was advised that he would be summonsed to court for “Con- 
spiracy and Possession of Class A Drug. Suspects #2 and #3, 
a 28 year old Abington resident, were then sent on their way. 

Meanwhile, Detectives Coen and Duran encountered sus- 
pect #1 on the Burgin Parkway side of the MBTA station 
as he was pacing back and forth while using his telephone. 
As soon as the Detectives identified themselves, suspect 
#1 blurted out, “F@#$, ohh F@#$” and placed his head in 
his hands. Detective Coen asked suspect #1 if he remem- 
bered him (from the search warrant mentioned above) and 
he stated, “Yes — F@#$.” Detective Duran provided suspect 
#1 with his Miranda Rights to which he stated he understood 
and wished to speak with Detectives. The suspect stated that

he had met his friend down the street and that his friend had 
dropped him off at the t-station. Detective Duran informed 
suspect #1 that he was under arrest. Found on suspect #1 was 
$70.00 U.S. currency [three $20 bills and two $5 bills] in his 
left front pocket and one cellular phone. 

Suspect #1 was transported to the station where he was 
booked in the usual manner by Sergeant Kelly. During a 
search, Detective O’Brien located 7 small bags of a brownish 
substance hidden in suspect #1’s hair, believed to be heroin. 
These 7 baggies were the same size and shape as the one 
recovered from suspect #2. Suspect #1, a 29 year old Quincy 
resident, was charged with “Distribution of Class A Drug, 
subsequent offense; Possession of Class A Drug, subsequent 
offense; and Conspiracy to Violate the Controlled Substance 
Laws” Suspect #1 was previously found guilty of “Distri- 
bution of Class B Drug” in Brockton District Court. Nice 
Work! 


SCAM: a neighbor recently received two telephone calls 
from “William Washington” who claimed to work for the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Philadelphia. The first call was 
left as a message, stating that he (the neighbor) just won a 
lottery and needed to pay fees first prior to getting his win- 
nings of $280,000. A follow up call by Washington resulted 
in a conversation where the caller said that a representative 
would be at his (the neighbor's) house in 45 minutes to pick 
up the check or money. When the neighbor asked to speak to 
a supervisor, Washington grew angry but gave the phone to a 
female, who was unable to answer correctly a series of ques- 
tions offered by the neighbor. Although clearly a scam, since 
the Federal Reserve Bank does not deal with lotteries, does 
not make home visits and can’t answer simple questions, the 
concern was that “someone would be at your house in 45 
minutes.” Usually, these scams involve wiring money from 
a local store to an address commonly out of state. The neigh- 
bor provided me with a telephone number that was from the 
Philadelphia area. According to Google, there have not been 
any complaints regarding this telephone number.

Painting In Winter 
Can be Tricky 


Q: Can I paint rooms during the wintertime? My friend 
says it’s impossible to do because the weather is too cold 


What do you say? -- Jeanine H., via email 

A: It’s not impossible, but in colder climates it certain- 
ly can be more difficult. The main reason is that rooms 
need to be well-ventilated when painting; otherwise the 
room is hazardous to be in. It'll need to continue to be 
ventilated while it’s drying, in order to keep humidity 
down, which means the windows will be wide open in 
the middle of winter. 

In more-temperate regions, painting in winter really 
isn’t a problem. Not only can you ventilate a room with- 
out getting frozen out of the house, but the paint cures 
more evenly. In below-freezing temperatures, a latex- 
based paint may not dry as evenly or cure as well 

. 1Buty paimters’ do interior work in cold weather all the 
time. How do they do it without sealing off the room 
from the rest of the house? You could take a few hints 
from them. 

Professional painters‘often use a reverse-air system. 
Rigged into one of the windows, it pulls air from the 
room to the outside of the house at a constant rate, so 
that fumes don't seep into the rest of the house -- and the 
room being painted stays at a comfortable temperature. 

Even without such a system, you can paint a room 
by setting up a fan in the window pointing outward, and 
keeping your heating system registers open in the the 
room. Wear a respirator mask when painting to avoid 
breathing in fumes, and keep children out 

If you need to add more than one coat or the paint 
seems to be taking longer than usual to dry, consider 
bringing in a dehumidifier to remove more moisture from 
the air and speed drying

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Preventive Maintenance Key To Keep Cars Running 


A car can’t last forever, 
but if you take good care of 
it, you can make it go the 
distance into the decades 
and maintain its value. 

AAA Car Doctor John 
Paul stresses the importance 
of preventive maintenance 
Repairs are expensive, but 
many can be avoided if you 
follow this advice 

1. Read your owner’s 
manual. The handy book, 
which should be kept in 
your glove compartment, 
contains recommendations 
of which services should be 
performed and when, such 
as oil and filter changes and 
transmission fluid flushes 
Instead of stashing it away 
until you really need it, read 
it thoroughly, so you can 
get an idea of what your car 
needs in advance 

This book should be 
your guide to all the mainte- 
nance with your car. If your 
repair shop has other rec- 
ommendations refer to the 
vehicle owner's manual. In 
too many cases some repair 
shops will add unnecessary 
service such as fluid chang 
es or flushes which are not 
required by the vehicle man- 
ufacturer. Now of course if 
fluids are contaminated they 


need to be changed, but not 
just at the whim of the repair 
shop. 

2. Keep a logbook. Store 
a notebook with your own- 
er’s manual. This will help 
you keep track of all main- 
tenance tasks performed. 
When your car gets an oil 
change, mark the date and 
mileage. Write down every 
time you add or change flu- 
ids. Keep track of your gas 
mileage and record repairs. 
“It’s a good way to see if 
you have a problem,” Paul 
said. “Your log will reveal 
any unusual car behavior.” 
Keeping a log book will 
help verify maintenance 
was performed if there are 
any warranty issues. 

3. Be aware of your bat- 
tery. A battery lasts about 
five years, but after three, 
you should have it tested 
annually, With AAA’s mo- 
bile battery service, you can 
schedule an appointment to 
have a truck come to you 
to test your battery. Is your 
car frequently sitting in the 
driveway for a month or 
lon, ‘Consider using a 
Battery Tender, as this will 
help maintain the battery 
and maximize its life,” Paul 
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4. Check your tire pres- 
sure and tire tread. When 
the tires are cool, check 
pressure with a tire gauge. 
Under-inflation can reduce 
tire life and give you poor 
gas mileage. Look at the 
sticker on the driver’s side 
door to find out the proper 
pressure. Equally important 
to tire pressure is the tread 
depth, which helps your 
vehicle maintain traction in 
rain or snow. 

Take a quarter and in- 
sert it headfirst between the 
grooves of the tread. If the 
tread doesn’t reach George 
Washington’s head, it is 
worn out and potentially 
unsafe. As we see more rear 
wheel drive cars coming to 
market, snow tires may be 
mandatory if you need to 
be out in wintery weather. 
Rotate the tires help ex- 
tend tire life and is a good 
excuse to check the brake 
condition, which are easily 
visible when the wheels are 
removed 

6. Check your lights. At 
least once a month, check 
the lights to make sure they 


are in working order. Turn 
on your headlights and 
step outside to inspect their 
brightness. To test brake 
lights, get a friend to stand 
behind the vehicle as you sit 
in the driver’s seat and put 
your foot on the brake. “If 
one of your headlights or 
brake lights are burnt out at 
night, drivers might mistake 
you for a motorcycle,” Paul 
said. 

7. Replace wipers. 
Blades should be replaced 
every six months to a year. 
Though they are easy to 
check and change, we tend 
to only think about them 
when it’s raining; by the 
time they need to be re- 
placed, they are not able to 
do their job anymore. Be on 
the lookout for streaking, 
squeaking or chattering, as 
that means your wipers are 
wiped out. Consider dedi- 
cated winter wiper blades to 
prevent ice build up during 
poor weather. 

8. Stay on top of recalls. 
In most cases , manufacturers 
will notify you if any recalls 
involve your vehicle. But 


if you have moved around, 
check www.safercar.gov to 
be aware of issues. Recalls 
don’t cost you anything, so 
get repairs done as soon as 
possible. Many drivers ig- 
nore recalls. These repairs 
should be performed since 
in many cases they may in- 
volve safety or emissions re- 
lated issues. Failure to have 
this work performed could 
not just be dangerous but 
could also be costing you 
more for gas because your 
car is not running as effi- 
ciently as possible. 

9. Clean the interior. 
Thoroughly clean and vac- 
uum the inside of your car 
monthly. “The more of- 
ten you do it, the easier it 
gets,” Paul said. This will 
help remove dirt from up- 
holstery and carpeting be- 
fore it becomes embedded. 
If it’s necessary to scrub 
the upholstery, make sure 
you buy specific upholstery 
cleaner, and avoid using too 
much water as it can lead 
to mold and mildew. Use a 
shop vacuum to soak up ex- 
cess water. Don’t forget to

clean under the seats where 
food and other debris can 
hide. With cooler weather 
coming, some critters are 
looking for a home. Leaving 
food in a car is like sending 
mice-and other rodents an 
invitation, 

10. Wash the exterior 
frequently. Try to wash 
your car once a week. Re- 
move bird droppings imme- 
diately, as the acid can eat 
the paint, Use only car wash 
soap and a clean sponge or 
mitt. “Never use dish deter- 
gent because it will strip the 
wax right off your car,” Paul 
said. Touch up any scratches 
with matching “touch-up” 
paint. 

Speaking of wax, it can 
help restore and maintain 
the paint, Follow the instruc- 
tions on the package, apply- 
ing only a thin layer onto 
an applicator. Squirting it 
on directly can discolor the 
paint. And be sure to fully 
remove it. Waxing and pol- 
ishing your car four times 
per year can help keep it in 
showroom condition, Re- 
member: wax on, wax off. 


Study Finds 1 In 4 Drivers Struggle 
To Stay Awake Behind The Wheel 


More than one in four 
motorists (28 percent) re- 
ported being so’ tired they 
had a hard time keeping their 
eyes open while driving in 
the past month, accord- 
ing to new research by the 
AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety. Motorists ages 19- 
24 were the most likely to 
report driving dangerously 
drowsy at 33 percent, while 
the oldest drivers (ages 75+) 
and the youngest (ages 16- 
18) were the least likely to 


report having done so in the 
previous month at 22 per- 
cent each 

“Drowsy driving remains 
a significant threat to the 
motoring public, with many 
drivers underestimating the 
problem of driving while 
extremely tired, and over- 
estimating their ability to 
deal with it,” said Lloyd P. 
Albert, AAA Southern New 
England Senior Vice Presi- 
dent of Public and Govern- 
ment Affairs. “Driving while 
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fatigued is dangerous be- 
cause it slows reaction time, 
impairs vision and causes 
lapses in judgment, similar 
to driving drunk. We know 
that people can’t reliably 
predict when they are going 
to fall asleep, and a very fa- 
tigued driver may fall asleep 
for several seconds without 
even realizing it.” 

The study found that 95 
percent of drivers believe it 
is somewhat or completely 
unacceptable to drive when 
they are so tired it is diffi- 
cult to keep their eyes open. 
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T 


More than eight in ten (83 
percent) believe that drowsy 
drivers pose a somewhat or 
very serious threat to their 
personal safety. 

“Many of us are so worn 
out from our work and 'fami- 
ly obligations, yet we down- 
play our fatigue and stay 
behind the wheel even when 
we should stop for a rest,” 
said Albert. “We should 
consider the dangers when- 
ever we attempt to push our 
driving to the limits. We can

Q. 1 was wondering what your thoughts are on the 
complete redesign of the Ford Escape? I am looking at a 
used 2013 model as well as a used 2012 model, both have 
about the same mileage. 

A. The previous design used up until 2012 was one of 
the best selling small SUVs sold. The new design for 2103 
certainly gives the previous boxy Escape a more contempo- 
rary look and feel. The new design Ford Escape handles well 
and has improved fuel economy. The overall performance 
and fuel economy only get better when equipped with the 
smaller yet more powerful EcoBoost engine. I also found 
the interior to be of higher quality and generally more up- 
scale than older models. Both are good vehicles and really it 
comes down to price and which vehicle you like best. 

Q. I have a 2006 Ford F150 4-wheel drive pick-up 
truck. I just had the dealership replace the front rotors and 
pads. Now I have a shaking in my steering wheel that is 
increasingly getting worse. 1 took or back in this morning. 
The guy told me it sounded like a tie rod. I don’t want to 
get stiffed for something that they did incorrectly. What are 
your thoughts? 

A. I would start with tire balance first and then look 
at the various brake parts that were installed. If one of the 
brake rotors is out of balance the truck would certainly have 
a vibration. Although badly worn steering parts could cause 
a vibration, | would have thought any worn parts would 
have been caught when the brake work was performed. If 
the shop is guessing about a faulty tie-rod end I would look 
for another repair shop. 

Q. Ihave a 1995 Olds Aurora and recently replaced 
battery with a new one. Everything functions, lights, radio 
ete, except it does not turn over. I turn the key once more, it 
sounds like it wants to start but it loses power like the bat- 
tery is dying but all bells and whistles are functional. What 
gives? 

A. 1 would start with a complete test of the electri- 
cal system including the new battery (it could be defective). 
This test should include the starter as well as the battery 
cables. A poor engine ground could be causing the no-start 
problem. 

Q. What do you think of dealership ‘certified used’ 
vehicles? I would like to buy a one year old, low mileage 
Volvo XC70 but don’t want to pay full price for a new one 
The only thing I am nervous about is getting it used and then 


Gas Prices Unchanged

Gasoline prices in Massachusetts are unchanged from 
last week, according to AAA Southern New England. 

AAA's Nov. 18th survey of prices in Massachusetts found 
self-serve, regular unleaded averaging $3.28 per gallon, re- 
maining the same as last week. Prices locally are 10 cents 
lower than a month ago. The current price is seven cents 
higher than the national average for self serve unleaded of 
$3.21. A year ago at this time the Massachusetts average 
price was 30 cents higher at $3.58. 

The range in prices in the latest AAA survey for unleaded 
regular is 36 cents, from a low of $3.13 to a high of $3.49.

A. Short of bringing the car to an upholstery shop, you 
could try to fix it yourself. You can remove the complete 
headliner and scrape all of the material and fabric away 
leaving just the fiber board. Then you can attach some heavy 
fabric material to finish of you repair. Once everything is 
dry reinstall the headliner. | remember doing this same oper- 
ation adding a “stylish” corduroy headliner to an old Chevy 
Nova, a unique look 

Q.1. am considering purchasing a 2014 Subaru Legacy or 
Impreza. I would appreciate your advice on reliability, any 
past repair issues, etc. I have heard Subaru is known to have 
head gasket issues which can be very costly to repair. 


A. Certainly past Subaru models have had their share of 
head-gasket issues, but it my understanding that that prob- 
lem has been corrected. The latest Subaru models are in my 
opinion the best Subaru models. They ride better handle bet 
ter are more fuel efficient and have much nicer interiors.

An estimated 17 percent 
of fatal crashes, 13 percent 
of crashes resulting in hos.

ing a tow involve a drowsy 
driver, according to a 2010 
study by the AAA Founda- 
tion for Traffic Safety. 

Some warnings signs 
that may signify drowsiness 
while driving are 

* The inability to recall 
the last few miles traveled; 

* Having disconnected or 
wandering thoughts; 

* Having difficulty focus- 
ing or keeping your eyes 
open; 
* Feeling as though your 
head is very heavy; 

* Drifting out of your 
driving lane, perhaps driv- 
ing on the rumble strips; 

* Yawning repeatedly; 


* Missing traffic signs. 

AAA urges all motor- 
ists to stop driving and find 
a safe place to pull over 
if experiencing any of the 
drowsy driving symptoms 
To remain alert and be safer 
behind the wheel, AAA sug- 
gests: 

* Get plenty of sleep (at 
least seven hours), especial- 
ly the night before a long 
drive;

* Schedule a break ev- 
ery two hours or every 100 
miles; 

* Avoid heavy foods;

Funds Released To Complete Riverwalk 


The City of Quincy has 
authorized the Neponset 
River Watershed Associa- 
tion to proceed on construct- 
ing the final portion of the 
two-mile long northern sec- 
tion of the Quincy Neponset 
Riverwalk. 

Once the project is com- 
plete, the Riverwalk will run 
along the Neponset Estuary 
from the pile-supported 
gazebo at Adams Inn to 
Squantum Point in DCR’s 
Squantum Point Park, The 
Watershed Association 
hopes to have the work 
completed by next spring, 
with an official opening in 
the summer of 2014. The 
Association this week au- 
thorized it’s consultant for 
the project, Park Planning 
Associates, to start work. 

The City of Quincy is 
providing $98,000 in Com- 
munity Preservation Act 
funds for the project, with 
the Watershed Association 
putting in $32,000 of its 
own. The Association also 
plans to fund the addition of 
benches, signage and other 
amenities along other por-

tions of the Riverwalk be- 
fore it opens. 

There is currently a pub- 
lic waterfront walkway all 
the way around the Boston 
Scientific building on Com- 
mander Shea Blvd, and 
this project will connect it 
to walkways in Squantum 
Point Park. It will be built 
along an overgrown, largely 
buried and impassable road 
built to service the Naval 
Air Station which occupied 
Squantum Point from 1923 
to 1953.

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Quincy’s New England Aquarium Caring For 29 Sea Turtles 


By EMILY ARMSTRONG 

The New England Aquar- 
ium’s Animal Care Center 
in Quincy is caring for 29 
sea turtles that were recently 
rescued on the north side of 
the Cape Cod Bay peninsu- 
la, bringing the facility’s to- 
tal to over 400 turtles since 
opening in 2010. 

The sea turtles, 26 of 
which are juvenile Kemp's 
Ridley sea turtles — the most 
endangered sea turtle in the 
world—suffer from a host 
of life-threatening medical 
problems related to pro- 
longed severe hypothermia 
and will be re-warmed and 
treated by the aquarium 
staff. The other three turtles 
that have arrived at the facil- 
ity are green turtles 

“These juvenile sea tur- 
tles, which are around two to 
four years old, were born in 
South Mexico or Texas and 
come here in the summer to 
feed on crabs,” said Tony 
LaCasse the aquariums me 
dia relations director. “Most 
of them successfully migrate 
out but some end up on the 
north side of Cape Cod Bay 
and don’t figure out they 
have to go around the penin 
sula. By the time November 
1 rolls around they are just 
inert in the water, they are 
just staying afloat and get 


ting hypothermia 


LaCasse said that vol- 
unteers with the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Sanctuary at 
Wellfleet Bay walk the frigid 
beaches looking for the near 
motionless sea turtles at the 
high tide line throughout the 
night and early mornings of 
November and December. 

“Once they arrive here 
we slowly begin to re-warm 
them about five degrees a 
day for about three or four 
days. If their temperature 
gets below 45 degrees the 
prognosis isn’t very good,” 
said LaCasse. “These guys 
are lucky. The earlier they 
are brought in the fewer 
medical problems they will 
have. They will stay here 
for around eight weeks or 
so and then be released back 
into the wild in either Geor- 
gia or Florida.” 

‘The turtles that the aquari- 
um received last Wednesday, 
Nov. 13, were averaging a 
temperature of around 46 de- 
grees and weighing between 
two to 15 pounds. Each turtle 
was treated individually re- 
ceiving a physical consist- 
ing of having their blood 
and temperature taken, being 
weighed, checking their eyes 
and bodies for any damage, 
among other tests, before be- 
ing put into a pool to start the 
re-warming process.

green turtles and Kemp's,” 
said LaCasse : 
“Within the next two 
weeks we expect adolescent 
Loggerhead sea turtles to 
begin coming in. We usu- 
ally take in four or five log- 
gerheads, which can weigh 
anywhere from 25 to 100 
pounds. Our facility isn’t 
really made for those large 
turtles so once we have them 


stabilized we fly them out to 
Florida. Last year we took 
in 100 loggerhead turtles 
and many who are walking 
the shoreline this year, be- 
lieve it will be another big 
year because the number of 
loggerheads that were ob- 
served was high. It is usu- 
ally around three weeks into 
the season before we get a 
loggerhead into the facility

layers took to the field in their respective red and 
black and blue and white tee shirts like kids in a 
candy store - wide eyed and grinning. 

Cheerleaders shook pom poms and posed in pyra- 
mids on the sidelines. 

The alumni band belted out music to the crowd’s 
delight. 

And a longtime voice of schoolboy football was 
heard again like it was a Friday night in radio land. 

The first annual North Quincy — Quincy Alumni 
Flag Football Game Saturday offered a glimpse of past 
gridiron glory days at Veterans’ Memorial Stadium. 
Nearly 60 players from the respective schools saw ac- 
tion on a sun-splashed fall day perfect for football. 

The final score was North Quincy 32, Quincy 6. 

But football — certainly Red Raider vs. Presidents 
football — is more than scores, great players and mo- 
ments frozen in time. 

Football — the Red and Black and Blue and White 
variety in the City of Presidents — is also about friend- 
ships that form after the final whistle blows on the last 
game of the high school season every Thanksgiving. 

One day, the kid wearing the opposing uniform is 
your biggest rival. The next, that same kid is your best 
friend. 

That's what makes the NQ-Q intracity football ri- 
valry special. 

Friendships. 

Many of those friends came together on Saturday to 
see faces they haven't seen in some cases for decades. 

When the game expired, the players walked toward 
midfield and shook hands with happy expressions 
etched on their faces. 

“Tt was a lot of fun. I can’t wait until next year,” 
said Charlie Plaskasovitas, a 1997 North Quincy High 
School graduate who had an interception in Saturday’s 
game. 

“Hopefully we can do this annually. It was a great 
turnout for the first year. I’m sure it will get bigger and 
better.” 

While the Red Raiders had the upper hand on Sat- 
urday, the biggest winner Saturday was the gridiron 
programs at North Quincy and Quincy High Schools. 

The event — organized by Quincy’s Scott Campbell 
and North Quincy’s Sean Glennon — raised at least 
$3,000 each for the Presidents and Red Raiders’ foot- 
ball teams. Proceeds will be directed towards equip- 
ment and other necessities. 

Campbell said the enthusiasm and turnout for the 
event exceeded his expectations. 

“Hopefully this is the start of something big,” 
Campbell said after the game. “It definitely surpassed 
my expectations. It started off that a lot of the players 
wanted to bring back some of the alumni and get them 
more involved. As it started to morph and get bigger 
the cheerleaders and the band got involved. 

“It was great to see. Our goal now is to make this 
an annual event,” he continued. “I don’t think we can 
stop it. There’s so much enthusiasm for it. It’s a good 
thing. 

“The cheerleaders and the alumni band really made 
an impact on the success of the reunion game,” he 
added. 

Campbell noted some players traveled quite a dis- 
tance to’ join their respective sidelines. One — former 
Quincy quarterback Chris Noble — flew from Chicago 
a day earlier than usual for his Thanksgiving break to 
see family so that his daughter could watch him play 
football on Saturday. 

Another player — Steve Aluisy — grew up two streets 
away from Campbell when they were kids. They hadn’t 
seen each other for 25 years. 

“Steve reached out and we ended up getting togeth- 
er and he and three of his friends showed up and they 
were so happy to be here. They loved every second of 
it.” 


The day wasn’t just about reunions. 

There was also some flag football to play. 

And bragging rights to win. 

For North Quincy, the Red Raiders were sparked by 
the Bregoli brothers — Chris (1999 graduate) and Pat 
(2002 graduate). They factored into three of North’s 
five touchdowns, including a Chris-to-Pat touchdown 
reception to put the game out of reach late in the fourth 
quarter. 

They too shared the sentiment that the game — the 
reunion — was all about seeing former teammates that 
they hadn’t seen in years. 

“It’s great to get everybody together and it’s for a 
great cause. It’s fun to have the guys back on the field,” 
Chris said with the game winding down. 

Asked how long did it take to put friendships on the 
back-burner and the competitive juices to start sim- 
mering, Chris replied, “The minute we stepped on the 
field. Actually, before we even got here.” 

John “Duke” Whitney, Quincy High Class of 1973, 
was the most senior player at Saturday’s game. He at- 
tested to the game’s competitiveness. 

“We were competitive. We kind of backed off a little 
and let the younger guys get in because it was getting a 
little heated,” he said with a laugh. 

“T thought I'd play two series but they encouraged 
me to play more and now I’m sore. But it was a lot of 
fun,” added Whitney who was coached by the legend- 
ary Hank Conroy, the man who led the Presidents to an 
undefeated season in 1970. 

“When you put a bunch of guys on the field be- 
tween the white lines it’s almost impossible for it not 
to be competitive,” Plaskasovitas said. “Every person 
played. We wanted to make the game long enough so 
that everyone had a chance to play. 

“It was great, a lot of competition. Quincy had a 
great effort. They had a lot of good talent,” he added. 

The Bregolis joined the other players in praising the 
work of Campbell and Glennon for organizing the re- 
union game. 

“We want to thank Sean Glennon and Scott Camp- 
bell for organizing the game,” Pat said. “Without 
them, this wouldn’t have happened. It’s a great cause 
and hopefully we can keep this up.” 

The game also stirred up memories for Charlie 
Ross, the football voice for WJDA radio for 33 years. 
Charlie announced the game from the press box. 

“Being back in that booth was wonderful,” Ross 
said. “I have missed it. People think I retired and that’s 
not the case. I’ve missed it and when Scott called I was 
thrilled to come back. 

“Tt was great to help a good cause and to have some 
of these players back in action brought back a lot of 
memories,” he added. 

So, Game | in the North Quincy-Quincy Flag Foot- 
ball Alumni Series is in the books. 

Red Raiders and their fans can boast victory for the 
next year. 

But Campbell and his Presidents’ squad vow they 
will be ready in 2014. 

“Next year we're going to have tryouts and practic- 
es. We're also going to see who’s been eating an extra 
pancake,” Campbell mused while processing how to 
improve this year’s efforts. 

He hints at Quincy taping North Quincy practices 
and being a part of “Spygate Two.” 

“North players were at the soccer field before the 
game practicing and we were at Quincy High School. 
We thought we were ready to go, we had a set of plays 
and then. . .” 

The Red Raiders prevailed.

Make Ahead Turkey Stuffing 


Is it possible that the holidays are upon 
us? And we all want to relax as much as 
possible to enjoy the day. And that can be 
done with preparing some food as much 
ahead as possible. 

First; for Thanksgiving Day, the stuffing 
can be made ahead and either placed in the 
turkey the day after, or served casserole style. 
Some vegetables can also be done the day 
before. 

Today’s recipe is for the stuffing, which 
varies from person to person. 

I try all kinds of variations, but today’s is 
one of my favorites. 

TURKEY GIBLET STUFFING 
% pound ground meat (any favorite) 
or 2 sausages skinned 
2 stalks celery (diced) 
1 small onion (chopped) 
Giblet or just the livers (optional) 
2 cups stuffing mix (I use Bell’s) 
% cups seasoned breadcrumbs 
2 tablespoons Bell’s seasoning 
2 tablespoons oil for sautéing 
% cup white wine 
1 cup stock or water (I use chicken 


stock) 

In the hot oil, sauté the celery and onion. 
Add the ground meat, the giblets and the 
white wine. Cook until well mixed. 

Before you add the soaked stuffing mix, 
add the water or stock and stir until blended. 
Add the seasoned breadcrumbs, the Bell’s 
seasoning. If too dry, add a bit of stock or 
water.

A new report drafted by

The commission — which 
was formed by Koch in 
August to review salaries 
— includes David Colton, 
Easton’s town manager and 
a former Quincy DPW com- 
missioner; Edward Flavin of 
Flavin & Flavin, QCAP Ex- 
ecutive Director Beth Ann 
Strollo; Dolly Di Pesa of 
the Di Pesa Company; and 
Kate Yaeger, former Quincy 
human resources director. 
The commission looked at 
the salaries for the mayor, 
City Council, and 57 other 
department heads and non- 
union appointees, recom- 
mending raises for all but 
one position. 

The commission released 
their report on Monday. 
Colton, who was chosen 
by his colleagues to chair 
the commission, said they 
reviewed salaries for other 
mayors and chief executives 
in eastern Massachusetts, 
and based their recommen- 
dation on the community's 
size, budget, per capita in- 
come, average single-family 
tax bill, as well as the work- 
load for the mayor. Based 
on their findings, the com- 
mittee feels Quincy’s mayor 
is underpaid. 

“We came to the con- 
clusion that the mayor — at 
$122,000 a year ~ is under- 
valued for that position,” 
Colton said. f you look 
across the state for chief 
executive officers for cities 
and towns you're going to 
see that that’s at the low end 
of the scale,” 


Colton cited Somerviile 
as one of the communities 
the commission closely ex- 
amined while drafting the 
report. Somerville’s board 
of alderman voted in 2012 
to give the city’s mayor a 
$20,000 pay raise and an 
annual salary of $145,000. 
Somerville has about 18,000 
fewer residents than Quin- 


In addition to recom- 
mending a pay raise for the 
mayor, the report says the 
mayor should be afforded 
either an official vehicle or 
a travel allowance. 

““Although not a formal 
recommendation it is our 
observation that the mayors 
of many cities are provided 
either an official city vehicle 
or allowance as part of the 
compensation package,” the 
report states. “This is clear- 
ly a benefit that should be 
provided in Quincy. The job 
of a mayor is constant and 
providing for transportation 
is as essential as providing 
a desk, a telephone, and an 
office.” 

The commission also 
recommended raises for 
members of the City Coun- 
cil. Under the commission's 
proposal, each member of 
the council would receive 
a raise of $5,000, bring- 
ing their salary to $22,500. 
Each councillor currently 
earns $17,500, plus a travel 
allowance of about $5,000 
each.

Each councillor currently 
earns $17,500, plus a travel 
allowance of about $5,000 
each, Colton said the com- 
mittee recommended a raise 
for the councillors because 
they haven’t received a sal- 
ary increase in six years 

“The City Council in- 
crease is based more on the 
lapse of time,” Colton said 
“[ think it would be very 
difficult for us to say the 
City Council is underpaid or 
overpaid.” 

In addition to the raises 


for the mayor and City 
Council, the committee rec- 
ommended salary increases 
for each of the city’s depart- 
ment heads and other non- 
union officials. 

The committee’s report 
recommends that the po- 
lice chief be paid under a 
contract, similar to how the 
fire chief is paid. The report 
doesn’t recommend a spe- 
cific salary for the position; 
only saying the chief should 
earn at least $180,000. In 
calendar year 2012, Police 
Chief Paul Keenan earned 
$178,792, which includes 
money paid for incentives 
such as education bonuses. 

The report also recom- 
mends a pay raise for Fire 
Chief Joseph Barron, who is 
making $155,530 in FY14 
The report would give the 
fire chief a new salary of 
$160,000. 

The report recommends 
breaking salaries for other 
department heads and offi- 
cials into new tiers. 

The top tier would in- 
clude the commissioner of 
public works, city solicitor, 
city clerk, and municipal fi- 
nance director. The report 
recommends that each one 
of those employees make 
$115,000. Currently, Public 
Works Commissioner Dan 
Raymondi makes $113,736, 
City Solicitor Jim Timmins 
makes $103,599, City Clerk 
Joseph Shea makes $99,669, 
and Finance Director Mark 
Cavanagh makes $104,593 

In the second tier — a 
recommended salary of 
$108,000 — would be the IT 
director, planning director, 
DPW superintendent, the 
inspectional services direc- 
tor, and the mayor's execu- 


tive secretary. IT Director

The third tier, with a 
recommended salary of 
$101,000, would include 
the treasurer/collector, the 
parks, cemetery, and for- 
estry director, the city en- 
gineer, and the city’s public 
buildings, human resources, 
and library directors. Trea- 
surer/Collector Deb Cough- 
lin, Parks Director Chris 
Cassani, and Public Build- 
ings Director Gary Cunniff 
all currently earn $99,669, 
while HR Director Helen 
Murphy, Library Director 
Megan Allen, and engineer 
Frank Tramontozzi each 
earn $92,792. 

The fourth tier includes 
the city assessor, the traffic 
engineer, the health com- 
missioner, and the recreation 
director, and would pay each 
position $95,000. Assessor 
Peter Moran, Health Com- 
missioner Drew Scheele, 
and Recreation Director 
Barry Welch each currently 
earn $92,792. The position 
of traffic engineer, which is 
currently vacant, has a bud- 
geted salary of $103,599 
and is the only position the 
report recommends giving a 
pay cut 

The next tier — a $87,500

would include the mayor's 
director of operations and 
director of information 
policy and information, the 
council on aging director, 
and the city’s purchasing 
agent. Operations Direc- 
tor Al Grazioso, Policy 
and Information Director 
Chris Walker, and Purchas- 
ing Agent Kathryn Hobin 
all currently earn $82,966, 
while COA Director Tom 
Clasby earns $71,831. 

The commission did not 
review the salary for any 
School Department employ- 
ees, including School Super- 
intendent Dr. Richard De- 
Cristofaro, or for members 
of the School Committee 
The commission also only 
made recommendations on 
salaries, and did not review 
possible changes to any job 
descriptions. 

Walker, who is the 
spokesman for Koch, said 
the mayor will review the 
report before making any 
recommendations to the 
City Council 

“The mayor needs to re- 
view them before any deter- 
mination is made as to what 
sort of package is presented 
to the City Council. 1 be- 
lieve he wants to present 
something in January 
the council,” Walker said 
“They are recommendations 
—the mayor will need to for- 
malize them in ordinance 
form. Whether the numbers 
are all exactly the same — 
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the mayor has to review 
those numbers.”

Koch Unveils $12M In Renovations To N QHS Campus 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
who has unveiled $12 mil- 
lion in renovations to the 
North Quincy High School 
campus including a new 
two-acre outdoor athletic fa- 
cility, says he hopes the up- 
grades would be completed 
by the spring of 2015 

The mayor announced 
the campus upgrades at a 
public meeting Nov. 20 held 
in the high school’s audito- 
rium 

“The building is not that 
old although it's getting 
old,” he said 

The project would be fi- 
nanced by proceeds from 
the sale of the old Central 
Middle School; hotel/motel 
guest room tax; sewer rehab 
fund paid for by developers; 
and general obligation city 
financing. 

“We have plenty of room 
in our debt to deal with this 
project very easily but it's 
my goal to minimize the im- 
pact on the general revenue 
of our city,” the mayor said 

The plan also involves 
neighborhood 


and infrastructure improve- 


additional 


ments focused on mitigating 
traffic and alleviating con- 
gestion during the morning 
and evening commutes 

“(The East and West 
Squantum Street and Han 
cock Street] intersection is a 
very challenging one as you 
all probably know traveling 
through here,” Koch said. 
“Not only do we have North 
Quincy High situated here, 
there’s three other schools 
within walking distance 
You have the MBTA station 
and a lot of pedestrian activ 
ity as well as folks commut 
ing, heading into Boston...so 
we have a lot of congestion 
in this area.” 

The addition of extra 
lanes and the widening of

Newbury Avenue. This view is from the roof of the high school. 


West Squantum Street is 
designed to ease the flow of 
traffic and provide for easier 
student pick-up and drop- 
off. 

“Opening the intersection 
up will allow for a lot more 
queuing and a lot more safe 
travel; pedestrian as well as 
aid Koch. 

The $4 million road im- 
provements will be paid for 
in large part by the Com- 
monwealth 


Replacing the Sunoco 
gas Station currently located 
on the corner of West Squan- 
tum and Hancock Street will 
be a branch of TD Bank.

slowly being upgraded. 

A window and door re- 
placement program is slated 
to begin this year. 

“The state is paying for 
the vast majority of the proj- 
ect,” said Koch, “Every dol- 
lar we spend we get 70 cents 
back.” 

An upgraded Teel Field 
will be outfitted with syn- 
thetic turf and include seat. 
ing for 600 people, con- 
cession stands, rest rooms, 
and a 157-space parking 
lot which will help with the 
current parking shortage 

“As a major high school, 
we barely have enough park- 
ing out front to deal with the 
staff, never mind visitors, 
outside programs, election 
day, night time events at 
the gym become problem 
atic,” he said. “Hunt Street 
is a very narrow street and 
we don't have much room 
around us.” 

The Teel Field project 
will require the acquisition 
of nine homes in the imme- 
diate area - eight on Hunt 
Street and one on Newbury 
Avenue. 

According to the mayor's 
office, the property owners 
were contacted directly pri- 
or to the public announce- 
ment last Wednesday and 
purchase discussions are in 
the beginning stages 

“We hope not to have to 
use eminent domain but we 
are looking to negotiate to 
take some nine properties, 
eight on Hunt Street and one 
on Newbury Avenue 

“I know that's not an easy 
thing,” the mayor address-

ing the land-taking. “It's 
certainly not an easy thing 
for me.

the proposed renovations. 

In a shaky voice she in- 
quired about the fate of her 
home. “A lot of us don't 
know what's going on or 
what to expect,” she said. 
“Is there going to be a time 
table provided for the resi- 
dents of Hunt Street as to 
when the process is going to 
begin?” 

The mayor responded: 

“Let me reiterate that 
these decisions are not easy 
ones,” said Koch. “A letter 
has gone to each homeown- 
er and I know the city solici- 
tor has met with a number of 
homeowners _ individually. 
I know that I've met with a 
couple of homeowners. The 
next step is going to be a 
separate meeting for the ho- 
meowners probably up here 
at the high school with the 
legal department to walk 
through that process,” the 


mayor added. 

“I'm trying to find out as 
much information so that all 
of our decisions are educat- 
ed decisions,” said Michelle. 
“It's just scary. The improve- 
ments look like a good plan 
but there's going to be nine 
households of people who 
will no longer have homes.” 

Koch also announced at 
the meeting a major initia- 
tive to replace all the win- 
dows at North Quincy High 
School and an overhaul of 
the building’s HVAC sys- 
tem. 

The city is currently 
negotiating with property 
owners affected by the ex- 
pansion plan. 

The project would need 
the approval of the City 
Council and the Park and 
Recreation Board.

Get Outdoor Plants Ready For Winter 


By SAMANTHA MAZZOTTA 

Q: What outdoor plants should | protect during the win- 
ter? Which can be left alone? -- Seth in New Jersey 

A: For exact information on which plants to protect and 
how, you'll want to ask at your local garden center. Each 
plant is different, but most are classified in the U.S. based on 
the growing zone in which they do best. If a plant is classed 
as “hardy” for your zone, it should do all right in the cold 
weather, with a few precautions. 

If not, or if it is a potted plant, consider bringing it inside, 
or wrap the plant or shrub in burlap tied with string to pro-

tect it from frosts and freezes 

Many perennials need just a fresh layer of mulch, applied 
before the first hard frost. Again, check with your garden 
center or research your type of plant on the Internet to deter- 
mine which mulch is best to use -- bark, hay, straw or leaves 
-- and how deep to mulch. 

Other ways to prepare your yard for winter include clear- 
ing away any loose debris, such as leaves and fallen branch- 
es, to prevent them from blowing around in the winter. If 
your garden has been harvested, now’s the time to turn the 
soil and remove any stalks and dead vines before the ground 
freezes. It’s also a good time to start a compost heap, if you 
haven’t got one already. By spring, you should have some 
good compost to start the next garden. 

HOME TIP: Trouble with squirrels invading a bird 
feeder? Set the feeder at least 6 feet from tree branches or 
roof eaves and mount it on a metal pole, which is harder to 
climb.

Matthew Enos Awarded Scouting’s Highest Honor 


New Eagle Scout Restored Garden, 
Grounds Of Wollaston Elementary School

Matthew Enos was re- 
cently awarded the rank of 
Eagle Scout after helping re- 
store the garden and grounds 
of the Wollaston Elementary 
School. 

Matthew, now a sopho- 
more at North Quincy High, 
attended the Wollaston 
Elementary School from 
grades 2 through 5 and his 
sister, Caitlyn, is currently a 
fifth grader at the school. A 
member of Boy Scout Troop 
20 out of St. Ann’s Church, 
he began planning the gar- 
den restoration project in 
late March and early April. 
Over Memorial Day Week- 
end, Enos and more than 40 
other volunteers — includ- 
ing friends and family, high 
school students, and other 
Scouts — completed the proj- 
ect 

“We went over and it was 
all dilapidated. The small, 
footbridge-style garden 
was broken down and over- 
grown, There were a lot 
of dead plants and missing 
things. It just looked bad,” 
Matthew said. 

“We went and weeded ev- 
erything out. We planted a 
few plants. We re-mulched. 
We re-seeded the lawn out- 
side the garden, We edged 
the garden. We fixed the 
bridge and re-stoned. And 
then we went around and we 
were able to weed around 
the trees and mulch there. It 
ended up being bigger than 
we anticipated but overall it 
was good.” 

In addition to restoring 
the garden, the group also 
re-painted a map of the 
United States in the school’s 
rear parking lot 

“It was faded so we went 
over it,” Matthew said 

Matthew was awarded 
the rank of Eagle Scout in 
July and received the award 
at a ceremony held Nov 
3. He was named an Eagle 
Scout just five years after he 
joined Troop 20 as a fourth 
grader. 

“Tt was incredible. I nev- 
er thought that it would be 
that quick — five years from 
when I joined the troop,” 
Matthew said. “ There are 
a lot of people who it takes 
a long time to do it. I was 
fortunate I was able to finish 
earlier and I have time to ac- 
tually be an Eagle Scout in 
the troop. So that’s great.” 

Enos’ father, Bryan, en- 
couraged his son to join the 
organization because he had 
been a Boy Scout growing 
up — reaching the rank of 
First Class Scout, the fourth 
highest rank a Scout can 
achieve — and thought his 
son would enjoy the experi- 
ence 

“I’m extremely proud.

My wife (Eileen) is 
just as ecstatic,” Bryan Enos 
said. “It’s nice to see that he 
continued where I didn’t and 
got there a lot sooner than 


all the other ones we've had 
in the troop so far.” 

At his Eagle Scout cere- 
mony held at the Best West- 
ern Adams Inn, Matthew re- 
ceived a proclamation from 
Mayor Thomas Koch. 

He also received a com- 
mendation from the City 
Council Nov. 18. Ward 3 
Councillor Kevin Coughlin, 
who was a Scout growing 
up, said the lessons Enos 
learned from scouting would 
remain with him throughout 
his life. 

“By achieving this rank 
of Eagle Scout you have 
demonstrated exemplary 
discipline, talent, and in- 
genuity. The lessons you 
have learned from scout- 
ing certainly will serve you 
well throughout your life,” 
Coughlin said. “All of us 
here join your family, your 
friend, and your peers in 
expressing pride in your 
achievement. We also con- 
gratulate your parents and 
all Scout leaders in the city 
for their dedication.” 

Matthew thanked the 


council for the award, and 
said being a Scout has al- 
ready taught him the impor- 
tance of giving back. 

“It is a privilege to come 
before you tonight to accept 
this honor,” he said. “Scout- 
ing has been a very impor- 
tant part of my life.

William H. Hahn, Jr., 89, 
of Quincy and Plymouth 
died Nov. 15 surrounded by 
members of his family. 

Bor in Rockford, Illi- 
nois, he first moved to the 
Boston area in 1941 to at- 
tend Harvard College, grad- 
uating cum laude as a mem- 
ber of the class of 1945. 

Harvard presented Mr. 
Hahn his first opportunity 
in broadcasting, where he 
worked at the Harvard ra- 
dio station, the Crimson 
Network, the first step in a 
journey of over 50 years in 
Boston broadcasting. While 
still a student at Harvard 
Mr. Hahn started working 
for the Yankee Network (ul- 
timately WNAC). Amongst 
the notable radio shows he 
hosted over his career were: 
“Breakfast with Bill,” “The 
Answer Man,” “Tello Test 
Quiz,” and the long running 
interfaith religious panel 
show called “Talking Reli- 
gion” on WRKO. 

When television came 
along in 1948, Mr. Hahn 
had a brand new medium 
to broadcast to New Eng- 
land audiences. A pioneer 
of the small screen, he 
hosted hour-long television 
programs originating from 
such varied locations as the 
Boston Public Library, the 
Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Isabella Stuart Gardner Mu- 
seum, the Peabody Museum 
at Harvard, and the architec- 
ture department at MIT as 
part of the series “Yankee 
Goes Calling.” Of the many 
interviews Mr. Hahn had 
with celebrities, his 1952 
televised interview of then- 
Cong. John F. Kennedy was 
notable in that he was the 
one who introduced JFK to 
television on his show “Bill 
Hahn's Profiles”. This was 
back when JFK was gear- 
ing up for a run for the U.S. 
Senate against Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 

Later in his career, Mr. 
Hahn moved behind the 
camera, where in addition to 
mentoring many of the new 
generation of broadcasters, 
he set the standard for pub- 
lic affairs programming in 
RKO’s broadcast properties 
throughout the country.

On Friday, November 15, 2013, at approximately 7:30 
P.M., Officers’ Annemarie Reilly and Paul Murphy were 
dispatched to a West Quincy address for a warrant arrest. 
As the Officers were en route, they were updated that there 
was a total of ten confirmed warrants for the male resident. 
Upon arrival, Officers met with the caller/mother down 
the street from the residence. She told the Officers that her 
33 year old son was thrown out of a sober house three days 
ago and showed up at her house. Since he had no place 
to stay, she allowed him in. She stated that she walked in 
on her son shooting heroin in the basement, so she called 
the Police. The caller/mother said that she was sure her 
son didn’t know she saw him, so she left the house, telling 
him she was taking the dog for a walk. After concluding 
the interview, the caller/mother led the Officers through a 
back gate and into the kitchen of her home, then pointed 
and said, “There he is - that’s my son there.” The Officers 
told the son/suspect that there were outstanding warrants 
for him and he was under arrest. He then requested a min- 
ute to smoke a cigarette.” Knowing that suspects under 
arrest use this ploy to buy time before being handcuffed to 
escape, the Officers denied this request. He then asked his 
mother to get him a pair of sneakers and sweatshirt. 

When the suspect was told that he was already wearing 
shoes and there was no need to change, the suspect grew 
angry and hostile at the Officers verbally lashing out at 
them. The suspect then ran towards Officer Reilly as he at- 
tempted to flee out the rear door. The Officers grabbed hold 
of the fleeing suspect, ordering him to cease resisting, but 


as the Officers attempted to 
handcuff him. This scuffle 
led to both Officers and the 
suspect falling to the kitchen 
floor. With the suspect on 
the floor, the Officers were 
able to secure the handcuffs 
on the suspect. The suspect 
then blurted out, “I’m sorry 
but how can | spend the 
whole weekend in jail, I'll 
be so sick.” The suspect was 
transported to the station 
for booking, where it was 
learned that the suspect had an active abuse prevention or- 
der in effect. 

After reviewing the order, it was determined that the 
son/suspect was in violation of the order by being in the 
mother’s home. Officer Reilly called the mother, who con- 
firmed that her son was at the house for three days with her 
knowledge and consent. She said she only called because 
he was “doing drugs” in the basement. She was advised 
that technically she was in violation of the order because 
she allowed him into her house, against the order of the

court. 

In addition to the ten warrants, the suspect was charged 
with, “Violation of the Abuse Prevention Order, and Resist- 
ing Arrest. Nice Work! 


WE NEED YOUR HELP! There has been a rash of 
sewer covers being stolen throughout the city during the 
overnight.

Since he was “successful” in getting the loan rene- 
gotiated, he has technically earned his fee and there's little 
that you can do about it. You don’t have io pay someone 
else to negotiate with your mortgage company. If you're 
having problems making your payments, contact your lend- 
er yourself.

have combined for nearly

“That's our game. We 
want to control the ball,” 
said Nutley. “Antoine is av- 
eraging nearly 24 carries per 
game. It’s no secret. That’s 
where we like to go. Quincy 
likes to blitz its linebackers 
and we have to block and 
pick them up.” 

Running against Quincy’s 
big and mobile front will not 
be easy. Barsamian, Sharp, 
Tran, and Dangora opened 
holes against Milford and 
Norwood, but Quincy will 
be North’s biggest challenge 
up front.

“We think Matt will be 
cleared and we should have 
them both for Quincy,” said 
Nutley. 

Defensively, North’s 
biggest challenge will be 
Quincy’s junior quarterback 
James Lam who has com- 
bined for 1,333 yards total 
offense (774 rushing, 559 
passing) and 15 touchdowns 
(10 rushing, five passing) 
He throws a hard, accurate 
ball, but it is his running 
which has shredded defens- 
es in Quincy’s wins over 
Braintree and Durfee. His 
speed and power are good, 
but what separates him is 
he has the elusiveness of a 
tailback. 

“Whenever I see him, all 
I see are guys grabbing at 
him and tackling air,” said 
Nutley.

league. They ran a sweep 
to Billy’s side.

“It was my senior year 
and it was a typical North 
vs. Quincy game.

Catch Basin Cleaning 
Removes 650 Tons Of Debris 


The first phase of an ex- 
panded program to clear the 
City’s storm drains removed 
more than 650 tons of sedi- 
ment and debris from more 
than 1,600 catch basins and 
drains in several neighbor- 
hoods in what officials ex- 
pect will have a substantial 
benefit for street draining. 

The program _ specifi- 
cally targeting all of 9,300 
the City’s storm drains for 
cleaning rolled out this fall 
in Squantum, parts of North 
Quincy and areas of Mer- 
rymount and Adams Shore 
and will continue to move 
citywide in 2014 

“Every action we can 
take to help improve drain- 
age and alleviate flooding 
makes a difference, and 
the removal of this much 
material is certainly going 
to have a positive effect in 


those neighborhoods. I look 
forward to seeing it con- 
tinue,” said Mayor Thomas 
Koch. 

The program expands on 
past DPW efforts to clean 
drains prior to major storm 
events. The sediment and 
debris that build ups in 
roadside drains can play a 
serious role in pooling water 
and even flooding in some 
areas of the City. 

The initiative comes as 
an aggressive flood relief 
program in a number of City 
neighborhoods is continuing 
citywide as part of Mayor 
Koch’s Capital Improve- 
ment Plan. 

As part of the program, 
included as part of the Fiscal 
Year 2014 City budget, used 
both heavy machinery and 
vacuum jet trucks to clear 
basins.

Charlie - a retired and much beloved Quincy public 
school teacher — passed away Sept. 28 at the age of 79 
after a long battle with juvenile diabetes 

Last Thursday, 25 immediate members of the Djerf 
family returned to Veterans’ Memorial Stadium to re- 
dedicate the press box. As the sun shined on a crsip 
clear morning the family unveiled a new sign on the 
front of the press box. The handsome black sign with 
white lettering reads “Charles W. Djerf Press Box.” 

Before the sign was unveiled, Charlie’s recorded 
voice welcoming fans to Veterans’ Memorial Stadium 
- as he did for so many times — was heard from the 
public address speaker. 

One of Charlie’s sons, Russ, spoke on behalf of 
the family from inside his father’s newly named press 
box. 

“This is a tremendous honor for our father and en- 
tire Djerf family. Having only recently lost his battle 
with diabetes, we are so grateful for this special dedi- 
cation. . 

“Had he been here, I am absolutely certain that he 
too would cherish this moment. In fact, only a short 
time ago, earlier this summer, during a family gather- 
ing, one of his grandchildren had informed him of this 
impending dedication. 

“And his response, a long quiet smile exuding 
thoughts that you could almost read, as if there were 
a banner above him, spoke volumes. It as a magic and 
moving moment, priceless for all of us to have wit- 
nessed,” Russ told spectators many standing from the 
grandstands to get a closer look at the new sign. 

“To be honored as such, by the city he loved, is truly 
the crowning achievement of a lifetime. And to have

done so for the work that he loved. I can think of no 
greater reward. 

“On behalf of the Djerf family, we would like to 
thank the City of Quincy, Mayor Koch and his staff, 
Dr. (Richard) DeCristofaro and the Quincy School 
Committee.” 

Members of the Djerf family then huddled under 
the sign on the press box to take photos of the momen- 
tous occasion. 

Charlie was so much more than a P.A. announcer. 
He was a special man who will long be remembered 
throughout the city as a great family man and a true 
gentleman. 

“Charlie was a wonderful gentleman,” said Char- 
lie Ross, longtime football announcer for WJDA ra- 
dio. They shared the booth for 31 years from 1973 to 
2004. 

“Gentleman is a word that people throw out there 
rather casually but he was a true gentle man. He had a 
lot of challenges in life. When he passed away it was 
revealed he had juvenile diabetes.” 

Because of the disease, Charlie Djerf had endured 
partial and full amputations to his lower extremities. 

“Some people may have said, ‘He can’t do anything 
anymore,” but he was still up there in the booth,” Ross 
continued. “It didn’t limit him. He didn’t complain. It 
didn’t bother him and he always had a joke and he 
always had a smile on his face.

THIS IS A 1909 postcard showing Dorchester Street 
in Squantum as it runs northeast towards Squantum 
Park and Moon Island.

Council OKs Tax Break For 
Granite Telecommunications 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council Mon- 
day night approved a prop- 
erty tax break for Granite 
Telecommunications, pro- 
viding the company an in- 
centive to stay in Quincy as 
it expands. 

In a series of votes, the 
council authorized tax in- 
crement financing (TIF) 
agreements between the city 
and the two subsidiary lim- 
ited liability companies that 
own Granite’s two buildings 
on the Newport Avenue Ex- 
tension. 

The TIF agreements with 
Atlantic-Newport Realty 
LLC, the owner of Granite’s 
facility at 100 Newport Ave. 
Ext., and Fox Rock Granite 
LLC, the owner of their new 
facility at 150 Newport Ave. 
Ext., provides the company 
with an exemption of 50 
percent of the increase valu- 
ation of the real estate value 
of the property for five years 
beginning in FY 15, decreas- 
ing to a 40 percent exemp- 
tion for five years beginning 
in FY20, and to a 30 percent 
exemption for five years be- 
ginning in FY25. 

The exemption means 
that if the assessed value 
of the properties increased 
by $1 million in any of the 
agreements’ first five years, 
for example, the company 
would save just over $15,000 
in taxes for that year. The 
building at 150 Newport 
Ave. Ext. currently has an 
assessed value of $14.93 
million, and the building at 
100 Newport Ave. Ext. has 
an assessed value of $13.88 
million. The buildings will 
be renovated at a total cost 
of $7 million over the next 
15 years. The exemption 
will not apply to personal 
property, which includes 
items such as the company’s 
computers, servers, and oth- 
er office equipment. Those 
items will be taxed at the 
full amount going forward. 

Rand Currier, Granite’s 
chief operating officer, told 
the council his firm sought

the agreements because they 
needed to expand their fa- 
cilities and other communi- 
ties and states were offering 
incentives to relocate from 
Quincy, but the company 
wanted to stay put. 

“When we decided we 
needed to expand we need- 
ed more real estate. We 
were courted by Braintree. 
We were courted by North 
Carolina, South Carolina, 
and believe it or not Ireland 
was offering all kinds of tax 
incentives,” Currier said. 
“We said we like Quincy. 
We were founded in Quincy 
in 2002. We'd really like to 
expand here.” 

In exchange for the break 
on property taxes, Granite 
agreed to create 70 new full- 
time employees per year, ac- 
cording to Scott Bosworth, 
the president of Fort Hill 
Advisors and a consultant 
for Granite. 

“Granite Telecommuni- 
cations has been growing 
so quickly,” Bosworth said 
“It is estimated that at least 
100 new jobs per year will 
be added, however, in dis- 
cussions with the city the 
number of 70 per year was 
decided upon for the agree- 
ment.” 

The company currently 
employs nearly 1,200 work- 
ers, and about one quarter 
of all employees are Quincy 
residents. The TIF says 
Granite will give preference 
to Quincy residents going 
forward, as well as giving 
preference to Quincy con 
tractors and vendors. 

Granite also agreed to 
pay $10,000 each year of 
the agreement to the Quincy 
Parks Conservancy, $5,000 
a year to the Montclair/Wol 
laston Neighborhood As- 
sociation, and $1,500 per 
year plus a one-time fee of 
$2,000 to the Economic Tar- 
get Area (ETA) Consortium 


The consortium money, ac- 
cording to Quincy Cham- 
ber of Commerce President 
Dean Rizzo, will be used 
by Quincy 2000 to market 
Quincy and several sur- 
rounding communities. 

The council approved the 
TIF agreements in a pair of 
8-0 votes, with Ward 1 Coun- 
cillor Margaret Laforest not 
voting. Ward 3 Councillor 
Kevin Coughlin, whose dis- 
trict includes Granite’s of- 
fices, said he supported the 
measure because he wanted 
Granite to continue its ex- 
pansion in Quincy. 

“I can’t speak highly 
enough about what this 
company has meant for this 
community. I've watched 
their struggle as they've 
tried to maintain their ex- 
istence there as they have 
grown exponentially. I am 
acutely aware of the op- 
tions that this company had 
to leave this city and to take 
with them 1,200 jobs. | am 
grateful as the person who 
represents this area that their 
growth has occurred in my 
backyard and continues to 
occur there,” Coughlin said 

Ward 6 Councillor Brian 
McNamee, who said the city 
needs to be judicious about 
which companies it offers 
TIF agreements too, 
supported the agreement cit- 
ing job creation 

“The selling point here is 
the job creation. That's why 
I'm going to vote for it,” 
McNamee said

total $4,686 for FY 14. That 
represents a 2.33 percent 
increase over the property 
tax bill for FY 13 — when the 
average single-family home 
was valued at $315,800 - of 
$4,579. 

The average increase of 
$107 from FY13 to FY14 
is slightly less than the $110 
increase homeowners faced 
between FY12 and FY13. 
When Koch presented his 
FY14 budget to the coun- 
cil earlier this year, he said 
he hoped to keep the prop- 
erty tax increase to less than 
$100. But the total residen-

Without that classification, 
the residential rate would 
be at $17.84 and the total 
tax levy for residential prop- 
erty tax owners would be 
$155.83 million. With the 
175 percent classification, 
the total residential tax levy 
is $129.77 million, a reduc- 
tion of $26.06 million. 

The total property tax 
levy in the city for FY14 
will be $190.57 million, 
up from $185.78 million in 
FY13. Under the Proposi- 
tion 2 %, the city could have 
raised the total FY14 levy 
to $211.38 million, which 
would cost property owners 
hundreds of dollars in addi- 
tional taxes. 

“If we were to go to the 
maximum tax rate that we 
could apply up to these lim- 
its, | believe it would be an 
increase of $625 on the av- 
erage single-family home,” 
Peter Moran, chairman of 
Quincy’s Board of Asses- 
sors, told the council. “We 
don’t want to go there.” 

According to Walker, 
Quincy’s FY 14 excess levy

Each year the Quincy 
Crisis Center, a part of the 
Esther R. Sanger Center for 
Compassion, provides holi- 
day meals for Quincy resi- 
dents in need, and this year 
is no different with the need 
for food assistance and help 
continuing to grow. 

“The overall numbers for 
help this Christmas year has 
gone up,” said Executive Di- 
rector Rey. David Wooster. 

“We've seen an increase 
in need primarily in food 
assistance because of the 
change in SNAP (Food 
Stamps) we have people 
calling saying they can’t 
afford buying food. Even 
the number of turkeys we 
received from The Boston 
Food Bank was down this 
year. Turkey has been in 
short supply and we've been 
struggling to get enough. We 
provide the same food assis- 
tance we do for Thanksgiv- 
ing for Christmas and we 
try to take requests up to the 
last minute.” 

This year for Thanksgiv- 
ing QCC provided over 250 
families dinner and Wooster 
said they expect to serve 
that many, if not more, for 
Christmas as well. QCC also 
provides gifts to children 16 
and under. 

“It’s not unusual for us 
to serve around 150 to 200 
family households with 
gifts,” said Wooster. “We've 
fallen in that range the last 
few years. We have received 


more requests this time of 
year than we have in past 
years, but I think that has to 
do with the late Thanksgiv- 
ing this year. The short time 
frame between Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas is affect- 
ing everybody and us. We 
are trying to do five weeks 
of work in four weeks which 
makes for an extra challenge 
because it impacts people's 
ability to give time and vol- 
unteer.” 

QCC is in need of volun- 
teers this month, which they 
rely on to deliver meals, 
cook food, assist with the 
pantry, among other tasks. 

The center is also in need 
of monetary donations, food, 
and holiday gifts.

years numbers,” said Ross. 
“We can always use food 
donations especially with 
Food Stamps changing this 
year.” 

Applications for assis- 
tance began coming in early 
in November and Ross said 
that even if someone comes 
in on Christmas Eve asking 
for assistance they would 
not be turned away. 

“As long as we are get- 
ting applications we will 
help, we won't turn anyone 
away,” said Ross. “If the 
need is there we will pro- 
vide what we can. We will 
put people on the list if they 
need the help.” 

Last year, the Quincy 
Salvation Army’s Christmas 
assistance program served 
1,229 people and they vis- 
ited 949 individuals in nurs- 
ing homes during the Christ- 
mas season. 

“Those numbers are in 
addition to everyday emer- 
gency assistance that goes 
throughout the year such as 
the food pantry, utility assis- 
tance and rental assistance 
We expect we will meet 
those numbers if not exceed 
them this year,” said Ross. 
“We are still accepting ap- 
plications and I foresee the 
need being the same as last 
year, if not more.” 

The Salvation Army’s 
largest fundraiser, the Red 
Kettle fundraiser, is off to 
a slow start due to the late 
Thanksgiving this year. 
Ross said he is hopeful they 
will meet their fundraising 
goal of $150,000 but the late 
holiday has made for some 
challenges.

Like many other Quincy 
charities Quincy Communi- 
ty Action Program (QCAP) 
is finding that the number of 
families in need of food as- 
sistance has grown since last 
years holiday season 

“As of Nov. 1" we have 
seen a reduction in food 
stamp assistance from the 
federal government. For 
a family of four there has 
been around a $40 reduc- 
tion in the food stamps,” 
said QCAP Director of De- 
velopment and Marketing 
Susan Harrington. “Having 
a reduction in food stamp 
assistance has put a lot of 
pressure on food banks to 


fill that gap.” 

Harrington said QCAP 
has also seen a record num- 
ber of homeless families this 
year, which the organization 
helps place in hotels. 

“We have seen a record 
number of homeless fami- 
lies. It’s a big increase,” said 
Harrington. “Last year, we 
helped 84 households into 
hotels in Braintree and Wey- 
mouth, this year we are al- 
ready up to 114 households 
in Weymouth, Braintree and 
Norwell. Seventy percent of 
our clients are working and 
earning wages but bringing 
home an average family in- 
come of $18,971 with little 
or no benefits, the cost of 
living is very high.” 

QCAP also offers food 
assistance to households in 
need during the holiday sea- 
son. This year they antici- 
pate serving 1,200 house- 
holds during Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. They served 
600 unduplicated house- 
holds this Thanksgiving and 
anticipate to serve that many 
for Christmas 

Another area of need for 

QCAP is their Fuel Assis- 
tance Program and with fed- 
eral fuel assistance benefits 
15 percent lower this year, 
as a result of federal budget 
pressure, they are finding an 
increased need for help. 


“It’s always a challenge 
to fill that gap each year,” 
said Harrington. “We li 
in New England the win- 
ters are always cold but the 
assistance from the fed- 
eral government is just not 
enough.” 

QCAP also offers an 
Adopt a Family program 
each holiday season where 
they expect to serve around 
350 children each year. 

“We are always looking 
for folks to adopt kids,” said 
Harrington. “The program is 
for children ages birth to 14 
years old. Each year some 
children don't get adopted 
so we are always looking for 
toy donations. Businesses 
and individuals can adopt.” 

QCAP is the leading 
private non-profit organiza 
tion in the Greater Quincy 
area dedicated to reducing 
poverty and helping low 
income people achieve self 
sufficiency

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Aquarium Caring For Stranded Loggerhead Turtle 


By EMILY ARMSTRONG 

A nearly 200-pound log. 
gerhead sea turtle is being 
cared for at the New Eng- 
land Aquarium Animal Care 
Center in Quincy after being 
rescued from Crosby Beach 
in Brewster two weekends 
ago. 

The 170-pound near adult 
female sea turtle was just re- 
cently moved to a larger tank 
in the facility after being re- 
warmed slowly by aquarium 
staff. Aquarium  veterinar 
ians and volunteers worked 
to re-warm the sea turtle, 
conduct tests, and remove 
barnacles that she was caked 
in after hunkering down low 
in the water column trying 
to avoid the frigid tempera 
ture. The female loggerhead 
also received her first meal 
of herring last Wednesday 
She is expected to grow to 
be around 250 pounds when 
she is healthy 

She is the second largest 
sea turtle ever rescued dur- 
ing the annual November/ 


December cold 


stunning 


season on Cape Cod. Only 
a 225-pound turtle named 
Tiny rescued about a decade 
ago was bigger. 

Although she is large she 
is still very underweight and 
veterinarians believe that 
she probably has been de- 
bilitated since the summer 
with an underlying medical 
condition that has yet to be 
diagnosed and kept her from 
migrating south 

The stranding season this 
year on Cape Cod has got- 
ten off to a fast start for the 
aquarium which has brought 
in nearly 70 hypothermic 
sea turtles so far, with 18 
of those turtles already re- 
warmed and shipped out to 
other rehab facilities mak- 
ing room for more. The re- 
cent cold weather resulted 
in a higher percentage of 
small, turtles 
and with last Wednesday’s 
storm and the strong south- 
east winds some sea turtles 
might begin to wash up on 
the South Shore versus the 
Outer Cape

it was founded in 1950, 

Receiving the commen- 
dations were: 

Michael Killilea, the 
current coach of the Storm. 
Killilea began as a volunteer 
for the team in 2003 when 
the team was known as 
the Squantum Sailors. He 
worked as a freshman coach 
in 2004 and 2005, then as JV 
coach and varsity defensive 
coordinator/assistant head 
coach from 2006 until 2011, 
when he became the team’s 
head coach, 

Robert Noble, Jr. No- 
ble coached the West Quin- 
cy Elks from 1974 to 1986, 
spending the last ten seasons 
as head coach. He went on 
to coach Quincy High's 
football team for 21 seasons, 
including nine years as head 
coach from 1999 until 2007. 
During those nine seasons 
the Presidents were 9-0 on 
Thanksgiving against North 
Quincy High. 

Tom Carter. Carter 
coached the North Quincy 
Apaches for 15 seasons, and 
was the team’s head coach 
from 1973 to 1986 after 
working as the team’s offen- 
sive line coach in 1971 and 
1972. He currently serves 
on the staff for North Quin. 
cy High 

Frank Brillo,  Brillo 
played for the Quincy Point 
Panthers in 1958 and 1959, 
then served as an assistant 
with the team from 1961 
until 1965, when he enlisted 
in the U.S. Army. Brillo 
returned to the sidelines in 
1969, serving as an assis- 
tant with the Panthers until 
1974, He then served as 
the team’s head coach from 
1975 to 1997. During his 
time with the Panthers, the 
team won 19 league titles. 
He also served several years 
as the league’s president. 

Dan Morrell. Morrell

Tom Ford. Ford played 
on the Panthers in 1969 and 
1970.

Ford then coached 
the Panthers from 1991 to 
1996, and was the team’s 
franchise holder from 1997 
until 2007. From 2005 until

He has been the franchise 
holder since 2000.

The male, a 57 year old Braintree resident, was charged with, 
“Shoplifting: subsequent offense (MGL Ch.266 sec.30) and 
Pos: ion of Open Container of Alcohol.” 

Acheck of the male’s criminal record showed that the male 
had been convicted on five previous shoplifting charges. It was

chandise from the store. Nice Work! 


RECENT EMAIL SCAM: This is an email going around 
across the country, which attempts to scare the recipient into 
making a payment. It is so outrageously unbelievable, but 
scammers create these scams because they are profitable. 
Here is the text of the email exactly as it reads: 

“Tam a Murder Agent am from Texas I’ve no other job than 
to kill to survive. You have been betrayed by some one very 
very close to you. He payed me to kill you. I don't know what 
you did to him and i don’t care to know .But the person wants 
you dead and right now your life is in my hands. you have 
just few days left to live after that me and my men shall come 
for your life.my men are surrounding your house right now 
watching you and if you do anything stupid you shall receive a 
gun shot from us. but I can help you if you will pay me double 
of what he payed me..and i can also tell you who ordered us 
to kill you.but that will be after you have payed to save your 
life. Your life is in your hands now. BE WARNED: DO NOT 
TELL ANYBODY THIS.....Murderer 

Even if it was real, think about it. If you “payed” double to 
save your life, once you paid, the “murder agent” would kill 
you to collect from the person who hired him initially. Again, 
this is a scam. It's an attempt to scare you. If you ever worry 
about your life being in danger, call the Police!

Safer Holiday Lighting 


Q: Please remind your readers that when hanging up hol 
iday lights outside, to be careful when setting up and work- 
ing on ladders. They need to be aware of potential overhead 
hazards like power lines and make sure not to make contact 
with them. -- An Electrician in San Jose, Calif 

A: That’s an important point to remember, and thank 
you for sending it. Setting up outdoor lights and displays 
can be hard work, and it’s easy to forget a few basic safety 
steps while hurrying to get strings connected and secured in 
place. Here are some things to remember: 

* Always check overhead before setting up ladders, using 
poles or other equipment, and make sure power lines, tree 
branches and other hazards are not in your path. 

* When planning outdoor displays, include the layout 
of extension cords and other electrical equipment in your 
design, so they are placed away from frequently traveled 
paths. 

* Use covered GF (ground fault interrupter) outlets to 
reduce the risk of fire and shock, and be sure to not overload 
circuits. 

* Check all the light strings you plan to use, and make 
sure they're rated for outdoor use, are not frayed and have 
no burnt bulbs. 

* Don’t work alone: Have a helper to brace the ladder, 
help unravel light strings and so on 

* If you plan to place decorations on the rooftop, make 
sure you secure yourself with a safety harness and rope 

HOME TIP: Consider replacing traditional Christmas 
lights with LED lights. They cost more, but last longer and 
save a lot of energy.

Yazwinski said that this 
past year and especially the 
last couple of months the 
shelter has seen an influx of 
women coming in 

“We have talked with 
other local shelters and they 
have also seen an increase in 
women in need,” said Yaz- 
winski. “It has us concerned. 
It seems to be a trend in our 
shelter and in other commu- 
nities this year.” 

Yazwinski added that 
they have also seen an in- 
crease in veterans and young 
adults along with those who 
have recently lost their jobs 
and are in need of temporary 
help. 

With the need and num- 
ber of guests at the shelter 
continuing to grow the shel- 
ter is asking for donations of 
toiletry items such as tooth- 
brushes, soap, shampoo, ra- 
zors, towels and other items.

Handsome-Fields: Quincy’s Big Playmaker

Here is the question. 
North Quincy and Quincy 
play a football game which 
is decided by the team that 
makes the most big plays. 
What player makes them? A 
senior? Or a sophomore? 

Senior? Wrong. On a day 
and in a game which is for- 
ever frozen in the minds of 
the seniors, sophomore Jah- 
vae Handsome-Fields made 
the decisive plays on of- 
fense and defense in Quin- 
cy’s 14-0 win over North on 
Thanksgiving. The motiva- 
tion for his fine play is an 
interesting one 

“Everything I did today 
was for the seniors on my 
team,” said Handsome- 
Fields who played tailback 
and cornerback for the Pres- 
idents. “They wanted this 
game so much. It’s a day for 
seniors. It meant so much to 
them that I wanted to play 
my best.” 

A good description of a 
big play contains three parts. 
Who is the opposition? 
When was the play made? 
Where was the play made? 
The opposition was North 
Quincy. Enough said. Hand- 
some-Fields made the plays 
exactly when and where his 
team needed them in his 
varsity debut against North 
before over 4,000 fans. 

“The moment will never 
be too big for Jahvae,” said 
Quincy coach Bill Reardon 
“He has confidence and the 
ability to give something ex- 
tra in the big moments.” 

Let’s start with the of- 
fense. 

North had driven to the 
Quincy 13 and killed the

clock for the entire first 
period. The Presidents had 
gone three-and-out on their 
first possession and needed 
someone to jump-start their 
offense. Momentum is pre- 
cious in an emotional game 
like North and Handsome- 
Fields gave it back for Quin- 
cy with five straight carries 
for 37 yards. Quincy went 
on to score and took a 7-0 
lead. 

“I didn’t have a good feel- 
ing about the way the game 
was going,” said Reatdon. 
“We needed a burst from 
someone so we went to Jah- 
vae.

Early in the third period, 
Quincy was trapped in a 
third-and-15 at its 32.

“When I run, I want to 


start as quickly and run as 
hard as a | can to put my 
team in the best position,” 
said Handsome-Fields. 

Let's move to the de- 
fense 

In the second half, he 
knocked down two passes 
on third down to force punts 
and give his team posses: 
sion. On the first, he jumped 
a sideline route and nearly 
intercepted a pass intended 
for Dayvon Jones. On the 
second, he stayed with his 
man as North quarterback 
Andrew Kiley rolled to his 
right. When the ball was de- 
livered, Handsome-Fields 
timed his move perfectly and 
swatted it to the ground. 

“On the first play, I just 
stayed with the wingback 
and timed my move,” said 
Handsome-Fields. “On the 
second, I didn’t want to 
leave my man and come up 
when the quarterback rolled 
out.

Eddie Guinto went to re: 
hab. He rode the bike and 
did exercises in the water. 
He worked the leg ma- 
chines. This was the time 
when he was supposed to be 
out running and hitting with 
his friends, It was a new ex- 
perience, at times difficult, 
but he stayed with it 

“It was hard at times. 
I think the reason is that 
I had never gone through 
something like that before. 
I hadn't done those kind of 
exercises. But I stayed with 
them and they helped,” he 
said 

Meanwhile on Friday 
night and Saturday after- 
noons, he went to the games. 
Every week he seemed to 
walk a little more free and 
easy. The watching was not 
easy. 

“It was frustrating, es- 
pecially when we were los- 
ing,” he said. “You want to 
be out there with your team 
helping them turn games 
around, but all I could do 
was watch.” 

The hard work and the re- 
hab moved ahead of sched- 
ule. The Quincy game was 
always the target. The knee 
grew stronger and Guinto 


grew more confident in it far 
more quickly than he or the 
doctors had hoped 

He came back for the 


Milford game, less than 
two months after the injury 
He played seven or eight 
plays on offense and half 
the defensive snaps. North 
won. Against Norwood, he 
played the entire second

“Eddie means so much 
to the team, you could feel 
them get a lift when he came

“I did want to get a couple 
of wins under my belt before 
the Quincy game,” smiled 
Guinto. “I could tell my 
teammates liked having me 
back.

“People would call my 
name when I was walking 
down the street,” said Silva 
“I would turn to them, but I 
didn't know what to say.” 

Two years later he is a 
well-spoken, fluent young 
man in a language which is 
difficult to learn. Fluent. He 
does not struggle. He speaks 
with ease and confidence. It 
is a tribute to the quality of 
his teachers, the education 
he has received at Quincy 
High and, most importantly, 
his own effort: The path to 
fluency can take a genera- 
tion. It is a road paved with 
hard work and Silva trav- 
eled it in two years. He is 
here, comfortable with his

new life and new language, 
because he has worked at 
them 

“T wanted to learn, to be 
educated. That's why my fa- 
ther came to America,” said 
Silva. “Plus I'm very talk- 
ative. I like to talk to people. 
If | wanted to to talk, 1 had 
to make myself understood. 
‘That was a motivation.” 

At first football, was a bit 
of adventure, not unlike an 
Abbott and Costello routine, 
but the game would help 
Silva make new friends and 
learn his new language. 

“He couldn't commu- 
nicate at all,” said Quincy 
coach Bill Reardon. “We 
had to use Delino Lopes 
who was a linebacker for us 
as an interpreter. When we 
wanted Thomas to do some- 
thing we had to go through 
Delino.” 

“The coach would tell 
me to block the linebacker 
or the cornerback. | didn't 
know who the linebacker 
or cornerback was,” said 
Silva. 

The pooch kick was an 
interesting issue. The pooch 
kick is a kickoff which sails 
over the first line of block- 
ers and lands in front of the 
deep receivers. Ideally, it 
should land around the 25 
or 30-yard line. Silva could

“We 
told Delino to have Thomas 
pooch kick the ball. He tried 
an onside kick. We said kick 
it deeper. Thomas kicked it 
into the end zone. Even with 
Delino, we had to work on 
that one for awhile.”

Gradually, steadily, and 
then rapidly, he improved. 
There was a support system 
His teammates accepted and 
encouraged him, Lopes was 
always there in the early 
days. His friend, Vagnos 
Santos, taught him the game. 
School was most important, 
but football helped. Silva 
grew comfortable with the 
way English was spoken out- 
side the classroom. He loves 
football and to know more 
about it, he had to know bet- 
ter his new language. There 
was teaching and learning 
on the practice field. He not 
only understood more about 
English each day, he learned 
how it was spoken and used 
in life situations by coaches, 
friends and teammates 

“Football helped me with 
learning English. There's no 
doubt,” said Silva. “It helped 
me learn how to listen, un- 
derstand and communicate 
in my new language.” 

Silva is more than a spe- 
cialist, more than a kicker 
who tries to keep warm 
while others do the hitting. 
He plays defensive end and 
fullback. He blocks and 
tackles. He is a football 
player. When he stepped in 
for Chase on Thanksgiv- 
ing, Quincy's run game kept 
clicking at full speed. He 
can play the game. 

“It was good to play, but I 
would rather have Jalen out 
there.

“All three of us have 
to do our job. Mike has to 
make a good snap, Robbie 
has to give me a good hold 
and I have to made a good 
kick. We are a team,” said 
Silva. His kicks grew longer 
and straighter as the sea- 
son went on. His five extra

generation. Out of the car- 
nage of World War II that 
followed that attack, arose 
an era of prosperity and 
progress around the world 
that continues to this very 
day and does so with no end 
in sight.” 

“America is all that it is, 
and we are all that we are, be- 
cause of the men and women 
at Pearl Harbor,” Nicholson 
continued. “We don’t just 
remember them, they in- 
spired us and we know they 
always will.

everybody tried to come up 
one ladder. Some just fell 
back downward.” 

Keith, 
Marshfield for a longtime 
before recently moving to 
Quincy, still speaks to stu- 
dents about the attack to this 
day.

“I go to schools and talk 
to the students,” Keith said.

Like Nicholson, John P. 
“Jake” Comer, a past nation- 
al commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion and a Quincy 
resident, also remembered 
how Americans rallied after 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

“Pearl Harbor, as was 
said, awoke a sleeping giant 
here in the United States 
The young men and women 
just rallied. It didn’t take 
them long [it was] the very 
next day when they headed 
to the recruiting stations to 
sign up,” Comer said. “I was 
only a young boy of nine, but 
I remembered it well, sitting 
in the kitchen of my home 
in Dorchester and listening 
to the president mentioning 
the day of infamy.” 

Comer also recounted 
the attack, which the Japa- 
nese had planned for nearly 


who resided in 


a year. 

“The plans in Japan were 
begun as early as January 
1941 — the early part of Jan- 
uary they were getting ready 
for this. Operation Pearl 
Harbor would later change 
to Operation Z, led by Japa- 
nese Admiral Yamamoto,” 
Comer said. “They decided 
on’Sunday. Why? Because 
they believed Americans 
would be more relaxed, less 
alert, many getting ready 
for church services. And so 
they came. And they flew 
over Oahu and called out 
“Tora! Tora! Tora!” — tiger, 
tiger, tiger — the message to 
the entire Japanese fleet tell- 
ing them they had caught 
the Americans totally un- 
aware.” 

He then went on to ex- 
plain how the Japanese at- 
tackers targeted Battleship 
Row, a formation of eight 
battleships that included the 
USS West Virginia. In par- 
ticular, Comer recalled the 
bombing of the USS Ari- 
zona — the battleship’s for- 
ward ammunition room ex- 
ploded, killing 1,177, many 
of whom are still entombed 
in the ship. 

“The Arizona exploded 
when a bomb breached 
its forward ammunition 
room,” Comer said, “Many 
of you have gone to Hawaii 
on your trips, and Waikiki 
Beach was not the impor- 
tant part of your trip. [The

Mayor-elect Francis X. McCauley announced the first 12 
appointments to his administration, including three officials 
who served under former Mayor Joseph J. LaRaia. 

The appointees named by McCauley included long- 
time Treasurer/Collector Robert E. Foy Ill. Foy had been 
appointed to the position in 1972 by then-Mayor Walter J 
Hannon, and was subsequently re-appointed to the position 
by Mayors LaRaia and Arthur H. Tobin. 

Elmer K. Fagerlund, who served as chairman of the 
Board of Assessors under LaRaia, was named to the same 
post by McCauley following a four-year absence from the 
board. Fagerlund was first appointed to the board in 1967 
by then-Mayor James R. Mcintyre and served as its chair- 
man for seven years under McIntyre, Hannon, and LaRaia 

Paul N. Anderson, who served as acting public works 
commissioner under LaRaia in 1977, was named public 
works commissioner. 

Other appointees named by McCauley were: 

Peter M. Kenney, executive secretary. Kenney was a 
member of the Ward 1 Democratic Committee and the Mer- 
rymount Association, and chairman of the Our Lady of 
Good Counsel Bloodmobile for 1980 and 1981 

William B. Golden, city solicitor. Golden was graduate 
of Yale and the Boston University School of Law, and held 
a masters of public administration degree from Harvard. He 
was president of the Squantum Community Association, a 
member of Citizens Against Airport Noise, and an advisor 
for DOVE (Domestic Violence Ended). 

Barry Welch, recreation director. Welch started in the de- 
partment in 1963 and rose through the ranks of the depart- 
ment to the position of assistant director, a Civil Service 
position 

Robert F. Denvir, Jr., purchasing agent. Denvir had served 
as director of purchasing and property services for Action of 
Boston Community Development (ABCD) since 1963 

Dean P. Nicastro, assistant solicitor, and William E 
Hickey, legal counsel. Nicastro had served as an assistant 
attorney general since 1978 in the division of eminent do- 
main and utilities. Hickey was an attorney with a Quincy 
practice and past president of the Quincy Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation. 

Arthur W. Foley, administrative assistant to the mayor. 
Foley had been a real estate broker since 1971 and was co 
owner and manager of Century 21 Annex Realty 

Eleanor Ready, personal secretary to the mayor, and 
Nancy A. Donofrio, secretary to the mayor. Ready had been 
McCauley’s secretary at Presidential Cooperative Bank for 
nine years. Donofrio was an administrative secretary for 
First National Bank of Boston 

The four appointments in the mayor's office would be- 
come effective immediately after McCauley was sworn-in 
as Quincy’s 27" mayor on Jan. 4. The remainder would 
become effective Feb. 2, when the previous appointments 
lapsed. 

CRACKDOWN ON PARKING SCOFFLAWS

Salmon And Potato Casserole 


When we were growing up, my mother 
made a favorite of ours-a salmon loaf served 
with creamed peas. 

Today’s recipe is for a salmon and potato 
casserole that can either be made with canned 
salmon or fresh salmon. | still like to serve it 
with creamed peas. 

SALMON AND POTATO CASSEROLE 
2 cups salmon (canned or fresh) 

2 cups mashed potatoes 

salt and pepper to taste 

1 small onion (chopped) 

4 cup shredded cheddar cheese 

1 -teaspoon fresh parsley 

Ifusing fresh salmon, blanch it fora couple 
of minutes. Ina bowl, place the cut up salmon 


and the onion, and add the potatoes mixing 
well. Add the parsley the salt and pepper. 

Place in a slightly greased casserole dish 
and sprinkle the cheese on top. 

Bake in a 350 -degree oven for 30 minutes 
or until browned on top. 

CREAMED PEAS 

2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk or cream 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 cup either frozen or canned peas 

Ina small pan, melt the butter and quickly 
add the flour making a roux. Add the milk 
gradually until mixture is thickened. Add the 
peas and heat through until hot. Serve over 
the salmon casserole.

SAUSAGE AND PEPPER CALZONE 
1 medium green pepper (cut) 
1 medium red pepper (cut) 
1 medium onion (sliced) 
1 garlic clove (chopped) 
3 tablespoons oil (for sautéing) 


2 large sausages or 4 small ones 
1 egg for egg wash 

You can either bake the sausages by placing 
them in a baking pan with a little water on 
the bottom, or in a skillet on top of the stove. 
Cook until sausages are tender. Set aside 

In the meantime, in the hot oil, sauté the 
garlic, onion and peppers until done. 

When the sausages are done, cut in small 
slices and add to the peppers and onion 
mixture 

Roll the dough out in either one big round 
size, or individual small calzones. 

Place mixture in the center and roll tucking 
the sides in. With one beaten egg, brush the 
top of the calzone and bake in a 425-degree 
oven for about 20-25 minutes or until the

Synthetic Marijuana 
Ban Takes Effect

A new ordinance that 
prohil the possession, 
distribution, and use of syn- 
thetic marijuana in Quincy 
has taken effect. 

The City Council ap- 
proved the ordinance by an 
8-0 vote on Nov. 12, with 
Council President Michael 
McFarland absent. Mayor 
Thomas Koch signed the 
ordinance into effect during 
the last week of Novem- 
ber, according to mayoral 
spokesman Chris Walker, 
and the ordinance became 
effective immediately. 

“Lapplaud the City Coun- 
cil’s work on this troubling 
issue, and the city will ben- 
efit by having this ordinance 
as a tool as we continue our 
fight together against sub- 
stance abuse,” Koch said 
after the council passed the 
ordinance. 

Synthetic marijuana, also 
known as “spice” or “K2,” 
has been found in local con- 
venience stores and is often 
marketed to children, with 
packaging that shows car- 
toon characters like Scooby 
Doo, Before the council's 
vote, Brian Murray, who 
worked as a drug counselor 


in the 1980s and whose own 
son is in treatment for syn- 
thetic marijuana, said the 
drug is more potent than 
others he’s dealt with. 

“The stupefaction of 
these children under the in- 
fluence of synthetic mari- 
juana far overshadows any 
of the people I’ve seen on 
heroin, opioids, crack co- 
caine — any number of drugs 
that were available back in 
the mid to late *80s,” Mur- 
ray said. “I see it first hand 
from a son of mine. I have 
never, ever in my entire life 
seen a walking human being 
as out of his mind as him.” 

Synthetic marijuana con- 
tains plants laced with syn- 
thetic cannabinoids, chemi- 
cals that are said to mimic 
the effects of THC, the ac- 
tive ingredient in marijuana. 
The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration —_ currently 
bans several cannabinoids, 
though manufacturers have 
skirted those regulations by 
switching formulas. 

Quincy’s ordinance iden- 
tifies several specific chemi- 
cals that will be prohibited, 
but also bans the sale of 
any other vegetable mate- 
rial treated with chemicals 
that, when consumed, “may 


induce an effect or effects 
of intoxication similar to a 
controlled substance or imi- 
tation controlled substance.” 
The ordinance makes the 
sale, possession, or use of 
any such product in Quincy 
punishable by a fine of up to 
$150 for a first offense and 
up to $300 for any subse- 
quent offense. 

Ward 3 Councillor Kevin 
Coughlin sponsored the new 
ordinance, and Councillor 
Doug Gutro and Ward 5 
Councillor Kirsten Hughes 
co-sponsored it. Speaking in 
favor of the new ordinance, 
Councillor Joe Finn called 
it one of Coughlin’s biggest 
accomplishments on the 
council, and said it was im- 
portant that they vote to ban 
the drug. 

“This is a Trojan horse,” 
Finn said. “The destruction 
that this brings into people’s 
lives is absolutely incred- 
ible. This is a significant 
piece for two things. One, 
they aren't going to be able 
to do it here in Quincy, but 
it also just raises the level 
of consciousness for parents 
and people out there to just 
know that this danger exists 
and just how dangerous this 
is

‘Puppy Doe’ Supporters 
Thank Police Department

About six weeks have 
passed since the alleged sus- 
pect in the Puppy Doe case, 
Radoslaw Czerkawski, was 
arrested on 11 counts of 
animal cruelty and still the 
Quincy Police Department 
is receiving thank you notes 
and presents from support- 
ers showing their apprecia- 
tion. 

“We are still getting cards 
in from people thanking us. 
Hundreds upon hundreds 
of cards,” said Quincy Po- 
lice Cpt. John Dougan. “We 
haven't really ever received 
such an outpouring of grati- 
tude like this. It is complete- 


ly off the charts.” 

A resident on Carrolls 
Lane found the young fe- 
male pitbull mix laying 
outside of the Whitwell 
Street Playground on Aug 
31. At that time veterinar- 
ians from the ARL (Animal 
Rescue League of Boston) 
determined the dogs inju- 
ries were a clear result of 
repeated abuse, estimated to 
have occurred two to three 
weeks before the puppy was 
found. 

The puppy suffered a 
stab wound to her right eye, 
injuries to her nose, a split 
tongue, multiple skull frac- 
tures in various stages of 


healing, stress fractures to 
her spine, front and back leg 
injuries, and injuries to her 
shoulders and ribs. The pup: 
py had to be humanly eu 
thanized due to the extent of 
her injuries. Quincy Police 
along with the ARL worked 
tirelessly to bring a suspect 
to justice, even asking the 
public for help in finding the 
person responsible for. 

The 32-year-old 
Czerkawski was 
in Connecticut on Oct 
nearly months after 
police reached out to the 
public for help. He was held 
on $500,000 cash bail after

After graduating from 
Quincy High School in 1946 
he went on to attend Boston 
University where he gradu- 
ated with a degree in Physi- 
cal Education and was an 
All-American hockey play- 
er. After graduating from 
Boston University he was a 
teacher in Newport, Rhode 
Island before accepting a 
job in Quincy. He began his 
career at Central in 1954 
teaching physical education 
and coaching a number of 
sports including basketball, 
baseball and football 

“He coached everything 
at Central,” said Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro. “He 
was a Jack of all trades. He 
was just about everything 
in regards to that school 
Students knew they could 
always go to him and he 
connected with the students 
and their families. He had 
an incredible presence.” 

In the 1980's Casali 
moved on from Central to 
become a guidance teacher 
at Point Webster Middle 
School, Sterling Middle 
School, Broad Meadows 
Middle School, and Snug 


Harbor Elementary School 
before retiring in 1995 

“He was doing guidance 
back when he was a physi- 
cal education teacher and 
coach. He has done so much 
for so many young people in 
this city without any type of 
fanfare,” said Bregoli 

“You couldn't help but 
form a bond with him and 
look up to him. He is almost 
a God like creature. He has 
been there for me and for 
so many people. I love him, 
people love him, and no 
one has anything bad to say 
about him, He is like a sec- 
ond father to me, on a lot of 
different levels I had a con- 
nection with this guy.” 

DeCnstofaro, who 
worked with Casali at Point 
Webster when DeCristofaro 
was the principal and Casali 
was a guidance councilor, 
said that the dedication is a 
fitting one for an educator 
like Casali 

“For an educator like 
Mike this dedication is fit- 
ting,” said DeCristofaro 
“He simply made a great 
difference in so many lives 
while working at Central 
He is just a really good man, 
just a very special guy.”

Fireplace Tips 


QUESTION: This is our first year in a house that has a 
working fireplace, but we've never used one before. We'd 
like to have a crackling fire during holiday get-togethers and 
throughout the winter, but so far I can’t get one to light. I 
just get a lot of smoke in the room and no flame. Any tips? 

- Dale C., Madison, Wis. 

ANSWER: It can be a little tricky to get a nice fire going 
in the fireplace if you've never done it before, and there are 
some safety tips you need to follow as well 

First, be certain the fireplace is safe to use. If it was in- 
spected and cleaned when you moved in, you're good to 
go; but if it hasn’t, or you don’t know when it was last in- 
spected, contact a chimney cleaning service 

Make sure the area around the fireplace is safe: move fur- 
niture, rugs, boxes, paper and other flammable items several 
feet away. If you don’t have a fire extinguisher nearby, get 
one and place it in an accessible spot 

To light a fire, you'll need several pieces of wood in vari- 
ous sizes, along with old newspaper or a firestarter stick. 
The small bundles of firewood sold in grocery stores and 
home-improvement stores are expensive, but they'll do for 
a first-time fire, as they're medium-size and usually cut to fit 
most fireboxes. You should also go out for a walk and col- 
lect an armful of fallen, dry twigs and small branches. 

With your fuel ready, it’s time to get started. Open the 
fireplace damper fully -- this flap is located at the top of the 
firebox (the area in which the fire burns) and when opened

allows air to flow up the chimney and outward. It’s prob- 
ably the reason your house was filling with smoke when you 
tried to light a fire before. 

Twist a half-sheet of newspaper into a cylinder. Holding 
it inside the firebox, light one end. Hold the burning end 
a few inches underneath damper for about 30 seconds or 
until you see smoke from the burning paper flowing freely 
upward into the chimney flue 

Stack your firewood prior to lighting the fire. Opinions 
vary on how to build the stack, but it’s important to make 
sure air flows freely between the logs. I prefer stacking four 
small- to medium-sized logs in a square or triangular pat- 
tern. Tuck an assortment of twigs, shredded newspaper and 
small branches between and underneath the logs. Don’t go 
overboard -- the kindling can flare up too high when lit 

Carefully light the kindling, starting near the back of the 
log stack and working your way forward. Once the initial 
flame has died down somewhat -- but before it disappears 

- carefully feed in more twigs and branches. Properly sea- 
soned logs should catch within a few minutes, but don’t be 
disappointed if you have to repeat the process. 

Once a good fire is going, make sure the protective screen 
is in place. Remember to never leave a fire unattended. And 
once the fire is out, don’t remove the cinders until they are 
completely cold, and dispose of them in a fire-resistant con- 
tainer, away from the house or garage 


HOME TIP: Avoid burning pine logs in your fireplace 
They can cause creosote, a sticky substance, to build up in 
the chimney more quickly, creating a fire hazard

“Remember Pearl Harbor 
was the rallying cry,” Com- 
er said, “and thank God the 
City of Quincy will never 
forget that rallying cry.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Kevin 
Coughlin and Ward 5 Coun- 
cillor Kirsten Hughes both 
spoke at the ceremony, say- 
ing Pearl Harbor, and the 
lessons learned that day, 
should never be forgotten. 

“I think we should never 
forget — we should always be

Author Selects Quincy Girls All-Time Basketball Greats

All guts and no glory — 
that’s what it meant to be a 
girls basketball player in the

And Selections For Quincy Boys All-Time Hoop Greats

Any debate regarding the 
Bay State’s best high school 
basketball traditions would 
no doubt include the city of 
Quincy. An Eastern Mass 
power as early as the 1920s, 
miore than a hundred play- 
ers went on to excel at the 
college level, many of them 
earning scholarships 

A number of legendary 
coaches also contributed to 
Quincy’s storied hoop his- 
tory, with five of them mak- 
ing the Massachusetts Bas- 
ketball Coaches Association 
Hall of Fame. Here's a look 
at some of those all-time 
hardwood greats: 

Munroe MacLean 

Perhaps the single most 
influential person in Quincy 
High’s basketball history, 
he was a key member of the 
1925 team that was invited 
to compete in the prestigious 
New England Tournament 
In 1937, he began a two-de- 
cades long tenure as coach, 
guiding the program to nine 
appearances in the famed 
Tech Tournament. Three 
of those teams advanced all 
the way to the finals, with 
the 1951 outfit winning it. 
Shortly after his retirement 
in 1959, he became the first 
person to be inducted: into 
the Mass. Basketball Coach- 
es Hall of Fame. 

The “Five Chips 
of Granite” 

Earning one of the great 
monikers in school history, 
Quincy’s unheralded 1938 
team surprised everyone by 
winning all but one of its 
regular season games to earn 
a Tech Tournament bid. The 
team included captain Ralph 
Graham, backcourt mate 
Fred DiSantis, and a front- 
court consisting of George 
Page and Jack Pettinelli, a 
pair of 5-foot-S forwards 
one newspaper reporter 
described as the “mighty 
midgets.” Big Bill Joyce, 
the team’s leading scorer, 
played center and was the. 
only starter taller than 6 feet. 
The Blue and White eventu- 
ally lost 16-14 to Chelsea in 
the finals, but DiSantis was 


lauded by opposing coaches 
for his fine play and earned 
a spot on the tournament 
All-Star team. 

Larry “Sid” Cedrone 

Described by one sports 
writer as “smooth-as-silk, 
North’s “Slick” Sid Ce- 
drone was everybody's All- 
American during his senior 
season of 1948. A South 
Shore legend by the time he 
graduated, the Raider guard 
was said to have few peers 
as a shooter and even fewer 
as a ball handler, making 
him one of the most sought- 
after college prospects in the 
state. 

With an opposing team’s 
scout in the stands dur- 
ing the last regular-season 
game he ever played, his 
coach instructed him not to 
shoot unless the team was in 
danger of losing. He never 
took a shot and North won 
the game anyway. Despite 
going scoreless, probably 
for the first time ever, he fin- 
ished his career as the high- 
est scoring player in school 
history. 

The 1951 Tech 
Tournament Champs 
Class A Tech champions 

and New England Tourna- 
ment runners-up, the 1951 
Quincy team posted the most 
successful season in school 
history. An all-senior start- 
ing five included frontcourt 
mates Pete Ramponi, Dick 
Drake and Larry Doyle, 
with George O’Rourke and 
Basil “Buzzy” Ciriello as 
guards, but the hero of the 
postseason turned out to be 
versatile sub Bob Page. The 
youngest sibling in a promi- 
nent basketball family, his 
inspired play during the late 
stages of the championship 
game sparked the team to 
its most memorable victory 
ever. 
Doug Grutchfield 

North Quincy’s Doug 
Grutchfield burst on to the 
city basketball scene with 
a sensational sophomore 
season in 1955. Though 
his Raiders missed out on a 
Tech invite that year, he led 
them to a championship in 


the Bay State Tournament. 
The athletic 6°3” forward 
led his club into the Tech 
as a junior and became the 
darling of the North Quincy 
fans as a senior for leading 
the team to another Tech bid 
despite being the only re- 
turning veteran on his 1957 
team. 

Touted as the best player 
in the state by his coach, and 
labeled “the most prolific 
schoolboy basketball scorer 
in South Shore history” by 
one sports writer, Grutch- 
field averaged 25 points 
per game as a senior. More 
impressive, he became the 
city’s first 1,000-point scor- 
er, doing it in just three sea- 
sons. 

The “Firehouse Five” 

Having spent the bet- 
ter part of a decade as Ma- 
cLean’s loyal assistant, Mar- 
ty Finnegan took the reigns 
at Quincy High in 1960 and 
two years later fielded one of 
the most exciting teams the 
city ever produced. Dubbed 
the “Firehouse Five” for 
their frenzied style of play, 
their equally fervent fans 
were rarely disappointed. 
They packed into the band- 
box gym in the basement of 
Quincy High and watched 
with delight as Finnegan’s 
go-go offense and intense 
pressure defense led the 
Presidents into the tourna- 
ment.

Afterword 

Having thoroughly re- 
searched Quincy’s illustri- 
ous hundred-year hoop his- 
tory, I realize many worthy 


players have been left out 

Here are a few: inspiring 
Quincy captain Eddie Dunn, 
the first of the city’s players 
to make the All-Tournament 
team back in 1935. Ronnie 
Dearden and the 1955 Quin- 
cy team that lost the Tech fi- 
nals in sudden-victory over- 
time, a squad the venerable 
Monroe MacLean called 
1958 
scoring Eddie 
Dunham, one of the city’s 
first jump shooters. Then 
there’s Ed Miller, inducted 
into the North Quincy Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame as both a 
player and coach. And 1981 
workhorse Mark Millane, a 
two-time Al-Scholastic that 
Miller called the most dedi- 
cated kid he ever had. Not 
to mention North standout 
Ron Bradley, a 1968 all-star 
who later led New England 
in scoring while at Eastern 
Nazarene and was selected 
by the New York Nets in the 
1972 ABA draft. Don’t for- 
get 1985 Quincy scoring ace 
Bill Shaughnessy (28 ppg) 
Or 2002 North stalwart Phil

consecutive varsity starts. 
Dan Gould, North’s latest 
greatest, led his squad to 
the sectional final and even 
made the Herald’s Dream 
Team.

No application shall be accepted for review by the Board unless the property and business 
for which any application has been filed meets the following requirements: 


A. A site plan showing both existing and proposed conditions shall be submitted with the 


application; 


B. A traffic study for the proposed use shall be conducted and reports thereof shall be filed 


with the application; 


C. Lot size of the subject parcel shall not exceed 20,000 square feet nor be less than 


15,000 square feet; 


D. Building size, existing or proposed, shall not exceed 5,000 square feet; 

E. Total retail sales area of a proposed or existing building or structure shall not exceed 
75% of the total floor area of such building or structure; 
F. Gasoline, solvents and other motor oil products shall be stored separately; 


Prior to the issuance of any license under this section the applicant shall provide the Board 
with proof that all property owners within three hundred feet of the applicant's property 
have received at least seven days notice of said hearing. 


"Board" may impose conditions on said license as deemed necessary to provide for the

Council Rejects Food 
Sales At Gas Stations 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council on 
Monday night rejected a 
proposed ordinance that 
would have given gas sta- 
tions in Quincy the green 
light to sell food and bever- 
ages. 

The ordinance, intro- 
duced by Council President 
Michael McFarland, would 
have allowed the License 
Board to permit gas stations 
to sell food and dairy prod- 
ucts. Gas stations in Quincy 
can currently sell food and 
drinks through vending ma- 
chines on their premises, but 
other sales are prohibited. 

Under the ordinance, 


station owners applying 
for permission to sell food 
and dairy would have been 
required to complete a site 
plan and traffic study. Only 
stations on parcels between 
15,000 and 20,000 square 
feet would have been eli- 
gible, and the size of any 
buildings premises could 
not exceed 5,000 square 
feet, with a maximum of 75 
percent of the total floor area 
dedicated to retail space. 
The ordinance was 
amended twice during Mon- 
day’s meeting before it was 
rejected. The first amend- 
ment, suggested by McFar- 
land and formally proposed

by Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest, would have 
prohibited a gas station with « 
a license to either sell or re- 
pair vehicles from applying 
to sell food and beverages. 
According to City Clerk Jo- 
seph Shea, 13 of Quincy's 
23 gas stations currently 
have licenses to either sell 
or repair vehicles. 

The second amendment, 
introduced by Ward 6 Coun- 
cillor Brian McNamee, was 
intended to prevent someone 
from opening a combination 
gas station and convenience 
store whose revenue was 
generated primarily from 
food and beverage sales and 
not from the sale of fuel. 

After passing both 
amendments unanimously, 
the council rejected the 
ordinance 6-3 with only 
McFarland, Laforest, and 
McNamee in support of 
allowing food and bever- 
age sales. Speaking in op- 
position to the ordinance, 
Councillor Doug Gutro 
noted many gas stations that 
would have been allowed 
to sell food and beverages 
under the ordinance are al 
ready located near conve: 
nience stores. 

“It would be beneficial to 
[gas stations] but there’s not 
a huge demand or absence 
of a convenience store in the 
service area of these loca. 
tions,” Gutro said, “It would 
be a benefit, perhaps, to the 
owners of the gas stations 
But it’s not as if it would be 
inconvenient to walk across 
the street from the gas sta: 
tion next to the Alumni (on 
Hancock Street) to go the 
7-Eleven across the street.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Key- 
in Coughlin, who opposed 
similar proposals in the 
past, said allowing food and 
beverage sales could wors- 
en traffic issues at already 
problematic gas stations. 

“This is really a site-spe- 
cific issue, There are some 
locations where it is going 
to have more impact than 
others,” Coughlin said. “I 
don’t want to point out any 
names but I know one par- 
ticular gas station in Ward 
3 that I think would qualify 
and if it did there’s already 
a disastrous impact by a 
business that is right next 
door to it.

‘The Commitment Is There; People Aren’t 
Walking Away,’ Mayor Tells Business Leaders

Mayor Tom Koch said 
Tuesday during a special 
meeting about the Quincy 
Center redevelopment plan 
that he is confident the 
downtown project will con- 
tinue to move forward. 

“People have said to 
me the last several months, 
‘what's taking so long, 
what's happening, why is it 
taking so long and my first 
reaction is have you ever 
done a project at home?

One of the major con- 
cerns voiced by those in 
attendance was Suffolk 
Construction’s involvement 
with the project going for- 
ward after speculation arose 
that they had backed out of 
the project. 

“Suffolk was chosen 
by Street-Works to be the 
construction manager on 
the project. They are not in- 
volved at the moment,” said 
Koch. 

“All the bills have been 
paid to date and Twining is 
doing the redesign of Block 
4 as we speak.

STRINGING ALONG 


If you own a pearl necklace, 
be sure to have it restrung yearly 
(if it is wor often) or when 

ever the cord stretches or there 
is play between the knots, The 
danger in extending the intervals 
between restringing is not so 
much that the string might break 
(this would endanger the life of 
only one pear! because all pearls 
should be strung with knots in 
between), but that dirt and per- 
spiration on the string will work 
their way into the pearl. Whether 
pearl is natural or cultured, it 
is most vulnerable at the holes’ 
openings. Once dirt does get in- 
side beaded pearl, it can cor- 
rode and darken the color of the 
pearl. Frequent restringing helps 


prevent this problem 

To preserve your pearl’s radi- 
ance, avoid letting them come 
into contact with cosmetics, 
hair spray, or perfume. Always 
put on your jewelry as a final 
touch, after applying make-up 
and styling hair. Although you 
treasure your pearls and want 
them to be safe by storing them 
in a security box, doing this for 
Jong periods may cause pearls to 
dehydrate. Remember “pearls 
want to be worn.”

“In fact the reality was 
when the 15-story plan 
was put forward Mass His- 
toric and others were very 
concemed about the height 
in that location, that 1400 
Hancock St., the Bank of 
America Building. It has 
historic value that they felt 
the 15-story would dwarf 
that and create some ma- 
jor shadows. As the proj- 
ect went forward we were 
looking at parking under, so 
when you look at a 15-story 
building in addition to two 
levels of parking under, the 
cost became challenging.” 

“The city project is going 
to have several buildings 
that will exceed six stories 
and be up to 20 stories. I be- 
lieve we will be seeing sev- 
eral 15, 18, 20-story build- 
ings in the downtown.

“In fact the reality was 
when the 15-story plan 
was put forward Mass His- 
toric and others were very 
concemed about the height 
in that location, that 1400 
Hancock St., the Bank of 
America Building. It has 
historic value that they felt 
the 15-story would dwarf 
that and create some ma- 
jor shadows. As the proj- 
ect went forward we were 
looking at parking under, so 
when you look at a 15-story 
building in addition to two 
levels of parking under, the 
cost became challenging.” 

“The city project is going 
to have several buildings 
that will exceed six stories 
and be up to 20 stories. I be- 
lieve we will be seeing sev- 
eral 15, 18, 20-story build- 
ings in the downtown. This 
project in Block 4 will end 
up with three 6-story build- 
ings on that same parcel.” 

Koch said that things are 
going to change in the plan 
due to the market conditions 
always changing. 

“I want to make it per- 


fectly clear today that we 
are moving forward. Things 
change, this deal was signed 
three years ago, market con- 
ditions change,” said Koch. 

“We had all hoped there 
would be a major office 
building as the first part of 
the phase, that’s not going 
to happen, the market isn’t 
there, we recognize that, 
it will happen during the 
course of the planning and 
construction of our down- 
town but it’s not going to be 
the first piece of it. So we are 
moving forward recogniz- 
ing that we have to change 
the plan accordingly to get it 
done. There’s a lot of square 
footage in the area we're 
talking about and there’s 
a lot of room to deal with 
those market changes as that 
continues to happen.” 

Koch also talked about 
the Adams Green project, 
which he says is expected 
to begin in the spring.

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Police Seek Information On Manhole Thefts 
More Than Three Dozen Covers Stolen Since July 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Quincy Police are warn- 
ing drivers and pedestri- 
ans to be wary of missing 
manhole covers following a 
string of thefts over the past 
several months. 

Since July, more than 
three-dozen manhole covers 
have been stolen throughout 
the city, according to Police 
Capt. John Dougan. Dou- 


gan believes the thieves are 
taking the metal covers and 
selling them as scrap metal. 
Anyone who spots a missing 
manhole cover is asked the 
contact the Police Depart- 
ment immediately because 
of the danger an open man- 
hole poses to drivers and pe- 
destrians. 

“They're dangerous,” 
Dougan said. “Call the po- 


lice right away. We don’t 
want anyone to drive into 
them or to fall into them.” 
Quincy isn’t the only 
community dealing a rash of 
manhole cover thefts. Dou- 
gan said police in Boston, 
Brookline, Everett, Brain- 
tree, and Weymouth have all 
reported similar problems. 
“It’s happening all over 
the greater Boston area,” 


Dougan said. 

Quincy Police are in- 
vestigating the thefts, and 
anyone with information 
is asked to contact the de- 
partment at 617-479-1212. 
Dougan said the department 
is following up on reports 
from the Braintree Police 
Department that a white 
pick-up truck may be linked 
to several of the thefts.

Council Supports Limits 
On Drug Testing Facilities

At Monday night's meet- 
ing, the City Council ap- 
proved an amendment to 
Quincy's zoning ordinance 
that would require compa- 
nies to receive a special per- 
mit before opening a drug 
testing facility. 

The amendment to the 
zoning code, proposed by 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, defines drug test- 
ing labs as a medical clean- 
ingy meaning they must seek 
approval from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals before 
opening. Palmucci proposed 
the.amendment in Septem- 
ber after Secon, company 
that provides drug testing, 
closed their facility in Brew- 
ers Comer over the summer 
and a new company opened 
a lab there. Palmucci said 
such facilities shouldn't be 
located in residential areas 
like Brewers Corner, which 
is close to both the Ster- 
ling and Lincoln-Hancock 
Schools. 

“I think there are bet- 
ter areas than residential 
neighborhoods to have these 


things located -closer to the 
courthouse, closer to the po- 
lice station, certainly busi- 
ness zones would-be better,” 
Palmucci said. “But not in 
a mixed-use zone that has 
residential , and certainly not 
in a location that Secon was 
located in, which was with- 
in 100-200 yards of an el- 
ementary school and-middle 
school in either direction.” 

Councillor Joe Finn 
opposed -Palmucci’s zon- 
ing amendment. He said 
drug-testing facilities can 
help people struggling with 
addiction, adding. that the 
amendment was too broad. 

“Alcoholism, addiction, 
all of these kinds of prob- 
lems — they’re universal,” 
Finn said. “They're expe- 
rienced in every community 
and we can’t simply keep 
saying ‘no, let's keep it over 
here, it’s somebody else’s 
problem.’ It's all of our 
problem and | just believe 
this particular amendment is 
too broad.”

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On Saturday, December 7, 2013, at approximately 7:45 
PM., Officer James Cassidy, with his K9 Partner Khiya, a 
trained and certified patrol/ narcotics detection dog, were on 
patrol in an unmarked police vehicle. 

Officer Cassidy was monitoring traffic when he observed 
a vehicle traveling east on Grossman Street with a cracked 
windshield. The vehicle failed to come to a complete stop at 
the stop sign located at Grossman Street and Water Street. Of- 
ficer Cassidy pulled the suspect vehicle over at 182 Copeland 
Street. 

As the Officer looked inside the vehicle, he observed three 
cell phones in the front seat area. The driver, the sole occu- 
pant, gave the Officer the vehicle's registration, stating that he 
did not have a license to drive. The driver/suspect gave Of- 
ficer Cassidy a passport, stating that he has been in the United 
States for the past seven years. The suspect appeared to be 
uncomfortable as his hands were trembling and he refused to 
keep eye contact with the Officer. 

At this time, Sergeant Joseph Lencki arrived on scene to 
assist Officer Cassidy as he placed the suspect under arrest for 
“Operating a Motor Vehicle without a License.” Officer Cas- 
sidy searched the suspect and found a clear plastic knotted cor- 
ner bag inside the suspect’s right jeans watch pocket. Inside 
this bag was a white powder believed to be cocaine. In another 
jean pocket was $940.00 and inside the suspect's sweatshirt 
was $540.00. The suspect also had $621.00 in his wallet. 

Officer Cassidy advised the suspect of his Miranda rights. 
The suspect then admitted that the corner bag that he had in 
his watch pocket was cocaine. He claimed to work in the con- 
struction business but was unable to tell the Officers who he 
worked for or what type of construction he did. The suspect 
stated that he lives in Medford and just met a friend to pick up 
a cell phone prior to returning home. Officer Matt Tobin ar- 
rived to transport the suspect to the station for booking. 

Based on the contraband along with the cash located on the 
suspect, Officer Cassidy brought out his K9 partner to search 
the suspect vehicle. During the search, two of the cell phones 
continually rang. At 8:07 PM, a text message appeared on the 
screen of one of the cell phones. The message read, “I need 
4 but if you don’t call me I will order from another person.” 

Officer Cassidy located a folded ten dollar bill in the center 
console that contained a white powder believed to be cocaine 
and a clear vial of liquid behind a rear facing compartment 
of the center console. The liquid was labeled DECA-300

Durabolin, a form of steroid. 
K9 partner Khiya searched 
the interior of the vehicle and 
reacted strongly to the area 
of the gear shifter. A search 
under the carpeting revealed a 
sandwich bag that contained 
21 clear plastic knotted cor- 
ner bags that contained white 
powder believed to be co- 
caine. These bags were simi- 
lar to the ones found on the 
suspect. 

Once at the station, it was 
determined that the suspect 
had a straight warrant out of Malden District Court under an 
alias. In 2011, the suspect was charged by ICE-Boston as an 
illegal alien. According to records, the suspect was granted 
voluntary departure on 10/31/13. Sergeant Mark Foley noti- 
fied ICE-Boston and advised them that the suspect was in cus- 
tody. A total of $2111.00 U.S. currency was submitted into the 
drug evidence locker. This money was seized pending civil 
forfeiture. The three cell phones along with a GPS were seized 
pending civil forfeiture. 

In addition to the arrest warrant, the suspect, a 32 year old 
Medford resident was charged with, “Defective Equipment 
(windshield), Stop Sign Violation, Operating MV without a 
License, Possession of Class E Drug (steroids) and Trafficking 
in Cocaine.” Nice Work!

ANOTHER JOB WELL DONE: On December 11,2013, 
at approximately 9:18 a.m., Officer Mike Brandolini, working 
in uniform assigned to the Quincy Square Anti Crime Unit, 
was in the area of 1453 Hancock Street watching 5 males 
known to him from previous encounters. 

The Officer watched as two of the male suspects faced each 
other. Suspect | removed a prescription bottle from his pocket 
and removed the cap while suspect 2 extended his hand with 
his palm facing up.

Once handcuffed, Officer Hartnett seized two pill bottles 
from the pocket of suspect 1. Officer Brandolini recovered a 
pink colored pill from the sidewalk, which was later identified 
as Promethazine 50 MG and was identical to the pills con- 
tained in a prescription bottle possessed by suspect 1. Suspect 
1, a 26 year old Quincy resident and suspect 2, a 37 year old 
Quincy resident, were placed under arrest for “Distribution 
and Possession of a Prescription Drug.” The pill bottle was 
labeled in the name of suspect | and if contained an additional 
52 Promethazine pills. The second pill bottle possessed by sus- 
pect I, also in his name, contained 5 different pills, none which 
were prescribed as listed on the bottle. Nice Work removing 
drug dealers and users from the street!

Broken Windowpanes 


By SAMANTHA

Replacing a single glass, 
pane is a pretty straightfor- 
ward job, one that can be 
accomplished quickly once 
you have the supplies and 
tools at hand. 

You'll need, of course, a 
replacement pane of glass. 
Because the original pane 
was shattered, the exact di- 
mensions need to be figured 
out. Do this by measuring 
the width and height of the 
frame. Then, subtract 1/16 
inch from each side -- this 
will allow a bit of space for 
the new glass to expand and 
contract in changing tem- 
peratures. 

When cleaning up the 
broken glass, did you save 
the small metal tabs or 
spring clips that were spaced 
around the frame? If so, keep 
them around to reuse; other- 
wise, you'll need to buy re- 
placements. The metal tabs 
are called glazier’s points 
and are used in wooden 
frames; the spring clips are 
used in metal frames. These 
help hold the windowpane 
snugly in place. 

Head for the hardware 
store with measurements 
in hand. Most stores will 
sell precut windowpanes in 
standard sizes that match or 
nearly match your measure- 
ments; otherwise, they can 
cut the glass to your speci- 
fied size. 

Make sure you have the 
following ,on hand for the 
repair: Window putty (also 
known as glazier’s putty), a 
putty knife, glazier’s points 
or spring clips (for metal 
frames), a wire brush, steel 
wool, fine-grit sandpaper 
and a soft cloth. 

Remove the cardboard 
and tape patch and clean up 
the frame to prepare it for 
the new pane. Take out any 
remaining points or clips and 
carefully scrape away the 
old window putty. This may 
be the most time-consuming 
part, as the putty may have 
hardened and adhered to the 
frame. Be patient and work 


carefully. 

Once the old putty is 
removed, wipe the frame 
clean. Then add a new line 
of putty by forming a ball in 
the palm of your hand, then 
rolling it out into a long, 
thin line about the width of 
a pencil. Press this line of 
putty around the edge of the 
frame on the side on which 
the new pane will be at- 
tached. 

Insert the new pane of 
glass, pressing it against the 
new putty. Hold it in place 
with one hand, and with 
the other hand, insert gla- 
zier’s points or clips. Points 
should be placed every 8 
inches around the frame and 
pressed into the wood using 
the putty knife or a similar 
tool. Clips can be placed in 
existing holes in the metal 
frame. 

Use a little more putty to 
secure the pane on the side 
closest to you, by dabbing 
it into areas where the glass 
touches the frame. Scrape 
away excess with the putty 
knife. 

Clean excess or spilled 
putty from the window and 
the frame using the putty 
knife and a wet cloth. Let the 
putty dry and cure for about 
four days before painting.

For Residential Development 
Galvin Construction To Purchase Parcel At 39 Fayette St. 


Attorney Robert Harnais, 
representing The Stop & 
Shop Supermarket Company 
at last Wednesday's meeting 
of the Planning Board, ap- 
proached members with a 
request to amend the current 
Planning Unit Development 
Zoning Decision (PUD) 
which was put in place Dec. 
19, 1994 to classify a parcel 
of land owned by the super- 
market chain. 

Stop & Shop currently 
owns a piece of land at 39 
Fayette St. that was at one 
time a foundry, which it will 
sell to the Galvin Construc- 
tion Co., Inc 

“Right now, that piece 
of property is sitting there 
empty,” said Harnais who 
went on to point out the pos- 
itive aspects of the proposal 
“I think it benefits the neigh- 
borhood; Stop & Shop gets 
to get rid of it and also at the 
same time a very reputable 
builder gets to build on it, so 
we're asking for the special 


permit to be amended.” 

A rezoning of the land 
from PUD to Residence C is 
necessary for the project to 
move forward. 

Harnais _ characterized 
the current condition of the 
property as blighted. 

“Stop & Shop is trying to 
sell it and right now there's 
nothing going on there; 
nothing is going to hap- 
pen there,” he said. “At this 
point Stop & Shop doesn't 
want it, has no use for it and 
it's best for them to move it 
along and have it developed 
as the city wants it to...at 
this point it's just an empty 
piece of property.” 

Harnais speculated that 
multi-family, market-ready 
townhouses would be built 
on the land. 

“They plan to move for- 
ward as soon as everything 
gets done,” he said 

According to Harnais, 
Ward 3 City Councillor 
Kevin Coughlin indicated

that the selling and develop- 
ment of the property was a 
“no brainer.” 

The development would 
add more housing to what 
currently is a residential 
area and will comform to 
neighborhood standards. 

The Stop & Shop Super- 
market Company, Coughlin, 
and local residents have met 


to discuss the construction. 
“It seems all the neighbors 
are on board and they all 
think it's a good idea,” said 
Harnais. “They look for- 
ward to having the residence 
there.” 

Board members voted 
unanimously in favor of re- 
zoning.

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Downtown, Central, “Puppy Doe’ Top Stories

The ongoing downtown 
redevelopment made head- 
lines in 2013, as the ebb and 
flow of the project contin- 
ued. 

The year began with May- 
or Thomas Koch announc- 
ing in his January midterm 
address that downtown de- 
veloper Beal/Street-Works 
had found an equity partner 
to invest in the first phase of 
the Quincy Center Project 
In June, years of planning 
realized when Beal/ 
Street-Works broke ground 
on Merchants Row, the first 
step of the $1.6 billion proj- 
ect being undertaken by the 
developer. 

In August, however, 
Street-Works announced the 
Beal Companies had with- 
drawn from the project and 
would be replaced by Twin- 
ing Properties. Then in No. 
vember the developer said 
work on the Merchants Row 
project had been halted due 
to rising construction costs. 
Weeks later in December, 
the mayor stated he was 


were 


confident the project was 
still on track. 

While the downtown 
project experienced its starts 
and stops, the city complet- 
ed another major construc- 
tion project when the new, 
$50 million Central Middle 
School opened to students 
in October. The opening of 
the new Central came just 
weeks’ after the last section 
of the 89-year old former 
Quincy High was torn down 
at the end of August 

Quincy residents had the 
chance to head to the polls 
in two election cycles in 
2013. Voters in the city and 
across the Bay State elected 
U.S. Rep. Ed Markey to the 
U.S. Senate in June follow- 
ing an April primary. Andin 
November's municipal elec- 
tion, Quincy's voters elected 
political newcomer Noel 
DiBona to the School Com- 
mittee while doubling the 
mayoral term to four years. 

The first blizzard to hit 
eastern Massachusetts in 
35 years walloped Quincy, 
leaving the city entirely

By year’s end, 
the project had been scaled down in size and work suspended 
due to surging construction costs, according to the developer.

It was the team’s 
most successful season in 40 
years. In August, Quincy’s

Star Team competed in the 
Cal Ripken World Series in 
Indiana after winning the 
New England title, bow- 
ing out in pool play. Many 
of the players on that team 
were on the 11-year old All 
Star team that won the New 
England title in 2012. 

The city lost many com- 
munity leaders in 2013 in- 
cluding the Rev. M. Alicia 
Corea, the longtime pastor 
at Houghs Neck Congre- 
gational Church; Raymond 
C. Cattaneo, coach of the 
Morrisette Legion _ base- 
ball team for more than 40 
years; Firefighter John T 
Austin, who died while re- 
sponding to an emergency 
call; former School Depart. 
ment Athletic Director Mar- 
tin C. Finnegan; Stephen J 
McGrath, the city’s human 
resources, director and a 
former city councillor; and 
community activist Gloria 
Noble. 

Quincy and the rest of 
Massachusetts and the na- 


tion would resume in 2014 at a special meeting of the Quincy 
Chamber of Commerce. Taking part in the groundbreaking 
(from left) were City Council President Michael McFarland, 
House Majority Leader Ron Mariano, Massachusetts Secre- 
tary of Housing and Economic Development Greg Bialecki, 
US.

JANUARY 

During his third midterm 
address, Mayor Thomas 
Koch announced that Chi- 
cago-based LaSalle Invest- 
ment Management had 
agreed to invest $56 million 
in developer Beal/Street- 
Works’ planned Merchants 
Row project — the first phase 
of downtown redevelop. 
ment 

“The commitment by 
LaSalle is another essential 
step forward,” Koch said, 
“and yet another example of 
the broad national and inter- 
national interest in Quincy 
Center’s future.” 


Following the mayor’s 
midterm, the City Council 
re-elected Michael McFar- 
land to his second one-year 
term as council president 
“We are the eyes, the ears, 
and the voice of the citizens 
of Quincy,” McFarland said 
after being swom-in for a 
second time. “As part of that 
role we are to keep the may- 
or and the administration on 
time and on budget.” 

The city’s six-year long 
dispute with Honeywell In- 
ternational came to an end 
after the energy conglom- 
erate and Attorney General 
Martha Coakley agreed to 
a settlement over claims 
Honeywell failed to deliver 
promised energy savings to 
the city. Under the settle- 
ment, the New Jersey-based 
firm agreed to void a main 
tenance contract with the 
city, worth an estimated $21 
million, and agreed to pay 
the state $4 million, most of 
which was expected to land 
in Quincy’s coffers. 

“It’s a great day for the 
taxpayers of the City of 
Quincy,” the mayor said of 
the settlement. “From day 
one that was what’ drove 
me on this issue — to make 
it right for the taxpayers and 
the residents.” 

North Quincy resident 
Paul Moody, Sr., the found- 
er and coordinator of Fort 
Square’s Flag for Veterans 
Island, was named the re- 
cipient of the 2012 Henry 
W. Bosworth, Jr. Memorial 
Citizenship Award. Moody, 
the commander of the Sons

of the American Legion 
Squadron 294, American 
Legion Post, was to be hon- 
ored at a ceremony in the 
spring. 

The School Committee 
approved a new three-year 
contract with the teachers 
union that provides for raises 
of one percent in FY13 and 
two percent in both FY14 
and FY15. Among other 
items the new contract also 
provides added prep time 
for elementary teachers and 
new education incentives. 

Six new police officers — 
John P. Goggin, Robert Con- 
nell, Joseph Cox, Stephen 
Minukas, Colleen Paccio- 
retti, and Sean McCormack 
— were sworn in during a 
ceremony at City Hall. 

The City Council ap- 
proved a home rule petition 
calling on the Legislature to 
authorize an extra 27 liquor 
licenses for Quincy Center. 

Quincy High Principal 
Frank Santoro announced 
his plans to retire at the end 
of the school year. San- 
toro — an educator with 24 
years of experience — had 
served as principal at QHS 
since the beginning of the 
2004-05 school year. He 
was previously principal at 
Central Middle School from 
1999-2004, and a member 
of the School Committee 
for eight years in the 1980s 
when he was working in the 
Brookline schools. 

“After 42 years | felt I 
owed it to my family — espe- 
cially my wife Linda ~ that I 
spend some time at home,” 
said Santoro, who oversaw 
the transition from the old 
Quincy High building to a 
new, state-of-the-art facility. 

Harry Williams, the di- 
rector of the Thomas Crare 
Public Library, also an- 
nounced his retirement, 
effective at the end of the 
month 

Two weeks after school 
officials said they were re- 
viewing security procedures, 
parents urged the School 
Committee to put locks on 
the doors of each classroom. 
The push for the locks came 
in the wake of a tragic 
school shooting in New- 
town, Conn. “Once a per- 
petrator is in a school,” said 
Jan Robinson, a parent who 
spoke before the committee, 


“the only defense a child has 
is a lock on the door, getting 
out of sight, followed by the 
human shield of his or her 
teacher.” 

During the same meet- 
ing, 30 parents pressed the 
School Committee to restore 
media specialist positions in 
the upcoming school year. 
The committee also received 
a petition, signed by more 
than 1 500 residents, calling 
for restoration of the media 
specialists. Funding for the 
media specialists in the ele- 
mentary and middle schools 
was cut in 2011, and parents 
had volunteered at the me- 
dia centers since then. 

Former Ward 1 Council- 
lor Leo Kelly was appointed 
to the Quincy Housing Au- 
thority’s Board of Commis- 
sioners.

%4 cups orzo 

% teaspoon salt 

\% teaspoon pepper 

Remove the casing from the sausages. 
Sauté the sausages until they lose their pink 
color. 

Add the onion and pepper. Cook until 
tender. Add the tomatoes, stock and basil. 
Bring to a full boil. 

Stir in the orzos, salt and pepper. Lower 
heat and simmer until orzos are tender.

Today's recipe is for lamb riblets. He first 
tasted them when he visited his father’s birth- 
place in the village of Castello Del Monte in 
Italy where they celebrated the feast of St.

He explained a full rack of lamb has an 
extensive rib of which the ends (about 4 
inches) are cut off before the rack is presented 
for sale. These are called lamb riblets.

About 30-32 lamb riblets 
Enough milk for coating 
Plain breadcrumbs for coating 

Trim fat and lightly salt the riblets. Cook 
onacookie sheet in a 400 -degree oven until 
most of the fat is gone. 

Remove and immerse in a bow! of milk. 
Remove fat from the cookie sheet and roll 
and coat each riblet with the breadcrumbs. 
Place on the cookie sheet, sprinkle with a 
bit of milk, and bake until heated through.

Interpretative Signage At 
Historical Inclined Plane Railw y 


The Quincy Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum 
has erected interpretative 
signage at the historic In- 
clined Plane Railway that 
was used along with the 
Granite Railway, the first 
commercial railroad in 
America. 

Both railways were de- 
signed and built by Gridley 
Bryant. The Inclined Plane 
was built by Bryant to trans- 
port granite down from Pine 
Hill Ledge to be loaded 
onto the cars on the Gran- 
ite Railway for transport to 
the Neponset River where 
the granite was loaded on to 
granite sloops for destina- 
tions up and down the East 
Coast 

In researching the In- 
clined Plane, no photos, 
pictures or sketches of how 
it looked or operated when 
Gridley Bryant constructed 
it in 1830 were found. 

The quarry museum 
commissioned a local art- 
ist, Ruth Haderski, of Wey- 
mouth to do a rendering of 
the Inclined Plane Railway 
system of 1830. The ren 
dering of the Inclined Plane 
Railway in 1830 was based 
mainly on excerpts from 
the book by Gridley Bryant 
titled “Memoirs of Gridley 
Bryant” in which he de 
scribed the construction and 
operation of the railway in 
a letter to a friend. The ac 
tual remains of the Inclined 
Plane on Mullen Avenue,

A top Street-Works offi- 
cial said work on the Mer- 
chants Row project won't 
be able to resume without 
changes to the developer’s 
agreement with the city. 

During a special event 
last week at the Quincy 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Mayor Thomas Koch said 
he would request changes 
to the city’s land disposi- 
tion agreement (LDA) with 
Street-Works that would re- 
duce the amount of money 
paid to the city by the de- 
veloper. In a phone inter- 
view after the mayor’s an- 
nouncement, Street-Works 
partner Richard Heapes said 
the work on the project can- 
not start again without the 
changes. 

“No,” Heapes said when 
asked if the Merchants Row 
project was financially fea- 
sible without the changes. 
“If it was we'd be out there 
building it.” 

Among the items that 
could be altered or removed 
are $30 million to be paid 
to the city by Street-Works 
for district improvements; a 
payment of $10 million to 
be spent on public improve- 
ments throughout the city; 
the $10,000 Street-Works 
would pay per residential 
unit into the city’s afford- 
able housing trust fund; and 
altering the structure of tax 
payments made to the city. 

Street-Works broke 
ground on Merchants Row, 
located in the 1400 block of 
Hancock Street, in June. At 
that time, plans called for 
constructing two new build- 
ings, one 15 stories tall and 
the other five stories tall, at 
a cost of $120 million. In 
August, the developer an- 
nounced the project would 
include three buildings, each 
six stories tall, instead of the 
original two buildings. 

Work on the project came 
to a halt in the fall. Heapes 
told the City Council in No- 
vember that rising construc- 
tion costs — which he said

increased by 37 percent in 
greater Boston in 2013 and 
were expected to go up an- 
other 13 to 18 percent in 
2014 — were the reason for 
the stoppage. 

Koch said last week the 
city had hired Jim Kirby, the 
president of Boston-based 
consulting firm C3, as an 
advisor in part to look into 
Street-Works _ statements 
about increased costs. 

In the phone interview, 
Heapes said that figure was 
from a July 2013 report by 
the Gilbane Building Com- 
pany, a Rhode Island-based 
development and construc- 
tion firm. The increase in 
costs, Heapes explained, 
was caused in part by a 
spike in local construction 
projects as the area emerges 
from the recession that be- 
gan in 2008 

“Part of it is a function 
of how much construction 
is going on — it’s different 
than four or five years ago,” 
Heapes said. “It causes 
things to spike. It’s not 
permanent, it’s just the way 
things are now.” 

Construction projects 
in Boston, Heapes further 
explained, have been able 
to continue because rent in 
downtown Boston costs over 
$5 per square foot. Work on 
the Merchants Row project, 
however, was stopped be-

cause investors expect rent 
on site to cost $3 per square 
foot — more than other 
buildings in Quincy Center 
but not enough to make the 
project feasible without re- 
ducing the payments Street- 
Works owes to the city. 

“We have to make the in-

vestment attractable,” Heap- 
es said. “They (investors) all 
have certain expectations. 
The ratio doesn’t work com- 
pared to Quincy's rents.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
the chairman of the council’s 
downtown committee, said 
he would be open-minded 
but hesitant about altering 
the LDA, which was signed 
in January 2011 

“1 will be open minded, 
but I will say hesitant, as 
the ink is barely dry without 
the first block even under 
construction,” Gutro told 
The Sun. “With the econo- 
my seeming to be turning 
around and the downtown 
scaling down, I have con- 
cers.” 

“Every aspect was well 
thought out, well vetted, and 
reasonably constructed,” 
Gutro added, referring to the 
LDA. “There was great eu- 
phoria three years ago when 
it was signed that is was fair 


and reasonable on all sides. 
It’s time to have a transpar- 
ent discussion about what 
really has changed.” 

Gutro noted Quincy 
would be making conces- 
sions to the developers by 
altering the LDA to reduce 
payments owed to the city, 
and that construction work- 
ers would make less because 
of the smaller buildings. He 
wants to know what con- 
cessions Street-Works, its 
partner Twining Properties, 
and the developers’ finan- 
cial backers have made or 
are willing to make going 
forward 

“I've read the city may 
have to give concessions 


With the smaller buildings 
it seems working men and 
women are making conces- 
sions,” Gutro said. “It’s un- 
clear what concessions the 
developers and investors are 
making.” 

Gutro also added that 
the city should do its best 
to verify Heapes’ statements 
about increased construc- 
tion costs. 

“I'd like to follow the 
mantra ‘trust, but verify,” 
Gutro said. “We have a rela- 
tionship with Street-Works 
but we want it to work out 
We will find out if there is 
truth to that and we should 
[find out}.”

Robbery Suspect Arrested After 9-Hour Standoff

A Quincy resident 
charged with robbing a 
Wellesley bank faced a dan- 
gerousness hearing Tuesday 
in Dedham District Court 

Brian Kalil, 32, was ar- 
rested Dec. 19 following a 
nine-hour standoff outside 
a residence at 1045 Furnace 
Brook Parkway. He pleaded 
not guilty to charges of lar- 
ceny over $250 and unarmed 
robbery on Dec. 20 and was 
ordered held without bail af- 
ter the arraignment. 

In addition to the rob- 
bery charges, Kalil will face 
charges in Quincy for alleg- 
edly injuring a police dog 
during the standoff. 

The standoff began 
around 1:30 p.m: on Dec 
19, when investigators from 
the Wellesley Police Depart- 
ment in conjunction with 
Quincy Police Department, 
Norfolk County Anti-Crime 


Task Force, Metropolitan 


Law Enforcement Council, 
Massachusetts State Police 
and the FBI Bank Robbery 
Task Force attempted to ex- 
ecute an arrest warrant for 
Brian Kalil, according to 
a statement issued by the 
Wellesley police 

Investigators on 
were able to determine that 
Kalil was in the residence 
and tried to contact him, 
though those attempts failed, 
Wellesley police said Kalil 
was alone in the home, and 
suspected he was in posses- 
sion of a firearm 

Members of the Met- 
ropolitan Law  Enforce- 
ment Council’s tactical unit 
along with members of the 
Quincy Police Department, 
Massachusetts State Police, 
Norfolk County Anti-Crime 
Task Force, and FBI Bank 
Robbery Task Force agents 
utilized tactical maneuvers 
to remove Brian Kalil from 
the residence.

According, to Wellesley 
police, robots and police 
dogs were used to search the 
house for Kalil. During the 
search, a SWAT team in the 
attic used a K9 named Blitz 
to locate Kalil in a remote 
area of the attic. 

Wellesley police said Ka- 
lil threw Blitz down a flight 
of stairs after the dog locat 
ed the suspect. Despite be 
ing thrown down the stairs, 
Blitz continued to pursue 
the suspect and the SWAT 
team brought him into cus- 
tody around 10:45 p.m 
Kalil was taken to Quincy 
Medical Center after being 
injured in his struggle with 
Blitz. He was treated there 
before being transported to 
Wellesley for booking 

Blitz suffered a puncture 
wound, cuts, lacerations, and 
bruises to his face, nose and 
chest. Wellesley police said 
Blitz, a Plymouth County 
Sherriff’s K9, will be able to 
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return to duty after he heals 
up. Kalil will be charged 
separately in Quincy for as- 
sault and battery on a police 
dog for allegedly injuring 
Blitz.

The Quincy YMCA cel- 
ebrated the completion of its 
new $30 million facility with 
a first plunge into its new, six- 
lane pool by former YMCA 
Board Chairman Dan DeMar- 
co, who dressed as Santa for 
the occasion held on Dec. 19. 

“This is really a commu- 
nity asset,” said South Shore 
YMCA President and CEO 
Paul Gorman. “You would be 
hard-pressed to find a YMCA 
like this one. The old building 
was one of the largest Y’s in 
New England. Now we have 
a new building to match a 
g aff.” 

The new building opened 
up to members Monday with 
just a few finishing touches 
to be completed, such as the 
multi-purpose gym, the Café 
and Childcare Center, before 
the grand opening event, 
which is planned to take place 
sometime in January 

“Our biggest goal right 
now is to allow our mem- 
bers to come back into their 
Y. They've been out since 
September so a soft opening 
seems very appropriate just 
to get folks back into some 
normalcy and we will have a 
grand opening at a later date,” 
said YMCA Executive Direc- 
tor Eric Snyder. 

‘Once we have our tempo- 
rary occupancy, we will work 
with early education licens- 
ing to get our licensing for the 
square footage and how many 
kids we can have in each 
classroom, that comes along 
secondary to our opening of 
our building. We're really 
excited, our learning center 
staff and teachers have done a 
tremendous job edugating our 
young ones in the basement of 
Germantown during this time 
The early learning center will 


maintain in Germantown un- 
til we have our licensure give 
us the license. We hope that 
goes as fast as possible. An 
estimated two-week delay, 
not really a delay, but that’s 
just how the licensing opera- 
tion goes. The Café will be 
delayed and come along soon 
after the opening.” 

According to Sara Trubia- 
no, Director of Marketing, the 
new 30,000 square foot multi- 
purpose gym, which includes 
two high school regulation- 
sized basketball courts and 
a turf field, is expected to be 
finished and open within a 
week or two of the opening. 

The building, which will 
replace the 58-year-old build 
ing it stands across from, is 
almost double the size of what 
members and staff are used 
to, going from a three-floor 
86,000 square foot building 
to a two-floor 118,000 square 
foot facility. 

The building features two 
pools, a six-lane, 25-ya 
pool and a warmer, 
family pool, a steam room and 
sauna, and an eight-lap to the 
mile suspended track, among 
many other features that the 
facility will have to offer. 

“What excites me the most 
is that the City of Quincy will 
have a YMCA that is state of 
the art. It’s going to be a mod- 
el for Y’s 
this urban setting,” said Sny- 
der. “Although the members 
have adored their old YMCA 
on a lot of levels, they deserve 
a state of the art building and 
this has all of the bells and 
whistles a state of the art fa: 
cility should have, from the 
equipment to the layout and 
to the amenities we offer.” 

Some of that equipment 
includes nearly 200 pieces 
of cardio and strength equip-

Budget Adds New Teachers, 


Beefs Up Public Safety 
EUJE] The Year In Review 


ing April 15. 
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Mayor Thomas Koch 
proposed a $257.81 million 
budget for FY 14, a 4.4 per- 
cent increase over the FY 13 
budget. Most of the added 
money, nearly $9 million, 
was earmarked for educa- 
tion and public safety, in- 
cluding hiring several new 
teachers, six new police. of- 
ficers, and additional money 
for overtime for firefighters 
to keep stations open. 

Equality Under the Law 
was the theme of Quincy 
District Court's Law Day 
celebration, in recognition 
of the 150" anniversary of. 
Emancipation Proclamation 
taking effect and the 50" 
anniversary of the Rev. Dr. 
Martin. Luther ‘King, Jr.'s 
“I Have a Dream Speech.” 
The keynote speaker for the 
event was Francis X, Bel- 
lotti, the former state lieu- 
tenant governor and attor- 
ney general, for whom the 
courthouse was named in 
2013. He said that nowhere 
else in the world is equality 
evident than in the U.S. 

“Nowhere else in the 
world is the equality ar- 
ticulated in the proclama- 
tion more evident than it is 
in what I believe to be this 


wonderful democracy,” Bel- 
lotti said. “I guess we have 
to realize, and we don’t al- 
ways realize, that the law- 
yers, judges, clerks, court 
people, prosecutors, and po- 
lice are all part of the system 
without which we wouldn’t 
have any rights. 

Sixty-five officers from 
Quincy and elsewhere on 
the South Shore were rec- 
ognized during the Law Day 
ceremony for their assis- 
tance following the Boston 
Marathon bombing in April, 
including 15 members of the 
Quincy Police Department. 

Some 1,200 runners ran 
in the Quincy Half Mara- 
thon, many of who wear- 
ing shirts emblazoned with 
“Boston Strong” in recog- 
nition of the victims Bos- 
ton Marathon bombing and 
subsequent pursuit of the 
suspects. 

School Committeeman 
Paul Bregoli called for 
stricter standards for stu- 
dents to participate in high 
school sports. The current 
policy, Bregoli said, allows 
students with two failing 
grades to participate. He 


would prefer a more strin- 
gent policy that would allow 
only one failing grade and 
require coaches to check on 
players’ progress reports, 
and place them on proba- 
tion if they were in danger 
of failing. 

The City Council reject- 
ed a proposed North Quincy 
C-Mart supermarket for the 
second time in four years.

City’s Frst Bicycle Lanes Celebrated 


Over 20 bicyclists and 
bicycle supporters recently 
gathered at Montilio’s Bak- 
ery to celebrate Quincy’s 
historic first bicycle lanes 
The lanes were installed on 
the freshly repaved Adams 
Street between Furnace 
Brook Parkway and Beale 
Street. 

A dozen of the attendees, 
wearing bright yellow Quin- 
cycles t-shirts over several 
layers of clothing, and 
cheered on by onlookers, 
biked together on a celebra- 
tory and inaugural loop on 
the lanes before returning to 
Montilio’s to warm up with 
coffee and pastries. 

“Tt was a fun day,” said 
Rev. Nathan Pipho, President 
of Quincycles. “Though it 
was one of the coldest days 
of the year, the streets were 
clear and dry and many of 
the participants biked to the 
event. It’s very exciting to 
see growing enthusiasm for 
bicycling in Quincy.” 

All three citizen mem- 
bers of the Mayor's Bicycle 
Commission — Joe Hern, 
Kris Locke, and Irene Lutts 
—attended. “It’s great to see 
these lane marking,” said 
Hern, a bicycle commuter 
and lawyer who bikes to his 
Boston office from Quincy 
12 months a year. “It’s the 
first of what we hope to see 
throughout the city.” Lutts, 
whose husband and two 


children rode together on a 
three-person family bicycle 
and also bike year round 
as a car-free family, echoed 
the sentiment. “It’s nice to 
finally see some bicycle in- 
frastructure on our streets.” 

The lanes came about 
through the coordination 
and planning of the May- 
or’s Bicycle Commission, 
the Quincy Department of 
Public Works, the Quincy 
Planning Department, and 
Quincycles — a resident run 
organization that promotes 
bicycling in Quincy and 
advocates for bicycle infra- 
structure. 

“We wish to publicly 
recognize and thank Mayor 
Koch for establishing the 
Bicycle Commission, Com- 
missioner Dan Raymondi of 
the DPW for his leadership 
in making these lanes possi- 
ble, Kristina Johnson of the 
Planning Department for her 
tireless advocacy, and City 
Councillors Doug Gutro and 
Kevin Coughlin for their 
consistent support,” said 
Rev. Pipho. “These lanes 
were the result of teamwork 
between citizens and city 
officials working together 
which I believe is a hopeful 
sign of progress that we can 
make in the future.” 

While these are Quincy’s 
first bike lanes, surrounding 
towns have invested heavily 
in bike lanes over the past 


several years. According 
to the “State of the Hub” 
report from Boston Bikes 
presented in May 2013, 
Boston was planning to add 
15 to 20 miles of bicycles 
lanes in 2013 to its exist- 
ing network of 60 miles of 
lanes. Bike lanes helped 
ridership in Boston increase 
82% between 2007 and 
2011. The Cambridge Bicy- 
cle Committee also reports 
that the number of bicyclists 
in Cambridge has nearly 
tripled in the last decade 
after the city’s commitment 
to improving conditions for 
bicyclists, “Bicycling is 
clearly the trend of the fu- 
ture,” said Pipho. “We hope 
Quincy can catch up with 
the investments our neigh- 
bors have made in bicycling 
and begin reaping the health 
and economic benefits.” 

The next scheduled meet- 
ing of Quincycles is open to 
the public and will be held 
on Thursday, Jan. 16 at 7:30 
p.m. at Quincy City Hall im- 
mediately following the 6:30 
p.m. meeting of the Mayor’s 
Bicycle Commission.

A; I think warning him is a bit strong, particularly in this 
case, Cedar furniture designed for outdoor use can be very 
resilient in most weather, something the dealer may have 
told your brother when he purchased the set. 

You can bring it up as part of a conversation about the 
furniture by asking if it’s all-weather, and letting your broth- 
er tell you all about it. Considering how much quality cedar 
furniture costs, he’s likely pretty proud of his purchase. 

Cedar outdoor furniture is desirable to many people 
It’s a durable wood, doesn’t easily warp or rot, and resists 
insects. Unfinished cedar furniture starts out as a natural 
reddish color, which over time fades to gray as wind and 
weather season the wood. Owners who prefer the warmer 
reddish color can apply a wood sealer, or enhance the color 
using a wood stain, Paint’Or finishing oils aren’t typically 
used with cedar furniture, since they can trap moisture, en- 
couraging rot. 

Your brother can clean his furniture a few times a year 
with soap and water, and should avoid using a pressure 
washer or harsh solvents. If he’s concerned about tempera- 
ture extremes or ice and snow building up on the furniture, 
he can cover it or store it during the winter. 

Otherwise, don’t worry about warning him about his out- 
door furniture care choices. It’s his property, after all, and he

Street-Works announced 
changes to their plans for 
the ongoing Merchants 
Row project.

votes, losing her bid for re- 
election. 

“This is very emotional 
for me. It’s so emotional I 
can’t believe it’s happening. 
I put a lot of work into this 
and I had a great team,” Di- 
Bona said. “I credit this toa 
lot of people.” 

In the city’s only other 
contested race, Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci 
won re-election against 
challenger Michael Healy. 
Palmucci polled 1,547 votes 
to Healy’s 365. Mayor 
Thomas Koch and the other 
eight incumbent councillors 
all ran unopposed. 

Voters also approved 
a binding referendum to 
change the mayoral term 
to four years beginning af- 
ter the 2015 election. Vot- 
ers also approved a second 
binding question, amending 
Quincy’s acceptance of the 
state Community Preserva- 
tion Act. A non-binding 
referendum on merging the 
two high schools into one 
school with two campuses 
was rejected 

Election Day was also a 
milestone for former May- 
ors Walter Hannon and 
Frank McCauley. The two 
were first elected as ward 
councillors on Noy. 5, 1963, 
and they celebrated the 50" 
anniversary of that day with 
a reunion at the Neighbor- 
hood Club. 

Rep. Bruce Ayers called

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On Friday, December 13, 2013, at approximately 1:50 
p.m., Officer Steve DesRoche, working plain clothes in the 
Anti-Crime Unit, was standing at the bus way of the Quincy 
Center MBTA station monitoring the foot traffic in the area. 
He observed a male approaching numerous pedestrians as they 
walked by. Officer DesRoche watched as the male spoke to 
each pedestrian and they responded with a shake of the head 
or a brief response as they kept walking. 

Knowing that the area is known for drug sales and con- 
sumption, the Officer kept the suspect under surveillance. At 
this time, the suspect approached a group of youths and en- 
gaged them in conversation. 

A few moments later, the suspect became involved in a 
heated argument with one of the group’s males, which led to a 
female in the group stepping in between them to prevent a fight. 
As Officer DesRoche started over to the area, he observed the 
suspect walk away from the group briefly, then charge at both 
the male and the female, hitting the female, which almost 
caused her to fall. The suspect then struck the male,in the head 
with a closed fist. Officer DesRoche then radioed to Quincy 
Communication his location, the disorder in progress and a 
request for back-up. The Officer then ran over to the group, 
grabbed the suspect and identified himself as a Quincy Police 
Officer. He then placed the suspect in handcuffs 

Officer John Goggin arrived on scene from a nearby detail 
and detained the male victim in order to determine what oc- 
curred. 

According to the victim, he was standing around with a few 
friends, including his pregnant girlfriend (victim) when the 
suspect approached them and asked if they would like to “buy 
some drugs.” The male victim told the suspect, “Get away 
from us.”” The suspect kept badgering them to buy drugs which 
led to a loud argument. The male victim told the suspect to 
leave them alone, but the suspect grew angry which resulted 
in the girlfriend stepping between them. The suspect walked 
away briefly, then “charged at us.” Officer DesRoche asked 
the male victim if the suspect attempted to sell him drugs and 
he said, “Yes, Suboxone and Gabapentin.”

ANOTHER JOB WELL 
DONE ‘On Sunday, De-

mately 10:20 p.m., numerous Officers were dispatched to the 
area of Chester Street for a possible “armed robbery” involv- 
ing two male suspects. 

Upon arrival, the Officers gathered information from the 
witness and then from the victim, who spoke very little Eng- 
lish. The caller said that he was watching television when he 
heard a woman scream. He went outside and saw a female 
victim standing in the street with a male running away. He 
asked the female. if she was ok but she did not respond, so he 
called the Police to report the suspicious incident. 

After speaking to the victim, who was in a nearby apart- 
ment, the Officers were able to determine that two young male 
suspects chased her down the street with some type of stick. 
Officers Dan Parisi and Matt Tobin searched the area of the 
Wollaston train station. As they approached the entrance, the 
Officers saw two males run up the steps. Once an the plat- 
form, the Officers saw.a total of three people (a female and two 
males) at the station and they were all standing very close to 
each other, which seemed odd considering the amount of space 
available. The female called to the Officers and said, “Officer, 
I dropped my cell phone and now I can’t find it. I think he has 
it,” pointing to a male who was now walking briskly toward 
the stairs 

Officer Tobin called out to the suspect, who stopped on the 
steps, and asked him if he found a phone. The suspect said he 
didn’t, then began looking around the platform, avoiding eye 
contact with the Officers. Officer Parisi asked the suspect if he

had a cell phone on his person, prompting the suspect to pat- 
frisk his own pants pockets, then into the front of his hooded 
sweatshirt before answering, “No.” The Officers found this 
behavior unusual because the average person would remember 
immediately if he/she had found a phone or had a cell phone on 
their person and would have no reason to search their pockets. 

Officer Parisi pat-frisked the suspect and found a cell phone 
in his left front pocket and a knife in his right front pocket. 
When asked what type of phone he had and what the home 
screen picture was, the suspect replied, “Um —I don’t know.” 
The victim told the Officers the brand and the home screen 
image, confirming that the suspect had her phone in his pos- 
session. The phone was returned to the victim and the sus- 
pect (#1) was charged with, “Receiving Stolen Property over 
$250.00.” 

The focus of attention was now on the friend/suspect #2. 
Concemed that he may also have a knife, the Officers ap- 
proached suspect #2 and pat frisked him, uncovering a black 
handled knife with a serrated silver blade from the front pocket 
of his hooded sweatshirt. This knife was approximately 6-8 
inches in length. The Officers had reason to believe that these 
two males were involved in the original incident, so they 
brought the suspects back to Chester Street so that the wit- 
ness and victim could confirm the identity of the suspects. The 
caller said he was “75% sure” that suspect #1 was the suspect 
seen fleeing. 

Officer Parisi then re-interviewed the victim, who now had 
her son available to translate. She said that she was walking 
home from the train station when two males came up from 
behind her, yelling at her and brandishing a knife with a sil- 
ver blade. She said she thought she was being robbed so she 
screamed and ran home. Officer Parisi told this victim that she 
was going to view two males that were found in the area and 
needed to confirm or deny their role in the crime. The victim 
said that she was frightened that they would come back to hurt 
her, but she still wanted to go forward. 

After seeing both males, the victim confirmed that both 
males robbed her at knifepoint, with suspect #1 as the holder 
of the knife. Suspect #1,a 15 year old Roxbury resident, was 
charged with, “Armed Assault with Intent to Rob, Assault by 
Means of-a Dangerous Weapon and Receiving Stolen Prop- 
erty.” Suspect #2, a 12 year old South Boston resident, was 
charged with, “Armed Assault with intent to Rob and Assault 
by Means of a Dangerous Weapon.” The 2 knives were confis- 
cated and placed into evidence.

The estimated average monthly Social Security payment 
to a retired worker is $1,294 (in 2014), up from $1,275 (in 
2013). The average monthly Social Security disability pay- 
ment for an individual is $1,148 (in 2014), up from $1,131 
(in 2013). 

The basic monthly federal payment for SSI is $721 (in 
2014), up from $710 (in 2013) 

Some other changes that take effect in January of each 
year are based on the increase in average wages. For ex- 
ample, the maximum amount of earnings subject to the So- 
cial Security payroll tax (taxable maximum) will increase to 
$117,000, up from $113,700. Of the estimated 165 million 
workers who will pay Social Security taxes in 2014, about 
10 million will pay higher taxes as a result of the increase in 
the taxable maximum. 

The amount of earnings needed for one credit of Social 
Security coverage has gone up as well, but all workers can 
still earn up to four credits in a year. In 2014, a worker earns 
a credit after earning $1,200. In 2013, one credit of cover- 
age was $1,160. It takes forty credits to be fully insured for 
retirement benefits.

Evan Falchuk: An Independent 
In Mass. Governor’s Race 


By EMILY ARMSTRONG 

For Evan Falchuk, the 
United Independent Party 
gubernatorial candidate, 
deciding to run wasn’t just 
to become governor but to 
also change the voters view 
about the state government 
and politicians. 

“I think from seeing so 
many people and listening 
to them talk that the num- 
ber one thing that we really 
have to get through is this 
problem that people do not 
trust or have confidence in 
the state government,” said 
Falchuk. “I hear all the time 
some version of, ‘it’s rigged, 
they don’t care about how 
the money is spent.’ It’s not 
good and we need the gov- 
ernment to do all sorts of 
important things. The trou- 
ble is if you don’t trust in 
them how do you go about 
getting those things accom- 
plished.” 

Falchuk said he believes 
the best way to gain the vot- 
ers trust is'to go through the 
state budget in great detail 
and be transparent about 
where the government is 
spending its money. 

“If we could find three 
percent of the budget that’s 
being spent in ways that 
don’t make sense, miss allo- 
cated, that’s a billion dollars 
a year,” said Falchuk. “We 
have to, from the beginning, 
be able to make clear there’s 
a new way of taking a look 
at how we are spending our 
money, it’s got to be trans- 
parent, open, and account- 
able, and voters have to 
see results, and see that we 
are spending money differ- 
ently, that’s the number one 
thing.” 

Falchuk is running as a 
part of the United Indepen- 
dent Party, a newly formed 
party that is meant to start to 
change the way the govern- 
ment system works. 

“The polarization and the 
disconnect in this political 


process is something we all 
know about but we don’t see 
a lot of people doing some- 
thing about it. I decided to 
do something about it, to 
create something new,” said 
Falchuk. : 

“The idea behind creating 
United Independent Party as 
a party is to say this has to 
be about so much more than 
just a candidate trying to 
win an election, obviously 
that’s part of this, but it’s 
about saying what will the 
world look like in 2016, the 
next year where we have the 
elections for the state legis- 
lature.” 

Falchuk, who recently 
worked for Best Doctors, 
plans to tackle job creation, 
health insurance, and veter- 
an care if elected governor. 

“We have to be doing a 
lot more to create jobs in 
Massachusetts. The realiza- 
tion that the big driver of 
economic growth in the 21* 
Century in Massachusetts 
is small and medium sized 
businesses that’s where it 
comes from that’s reality, 
and our policies don’t work 
to support those kinds of ini- 
tiatives,” said Falchuk. 

“The number one cost 
that small businesses deal 
with is healthcare cost. 
There is sort of the who pays 
for healthcare and how does 
care get delivered and in all 
these different models they 
all end up in the same place, 
which is doctors not having 
enough time and informa- 
tion being very fragmented 
and it’s difficult to keep up 
with the pace of medical ad- 
vances. 

“There is other things 
that you start to think about, 
people that are really in 
need of help, people that 
are really vulnerable. I don’t 
understand how it can be 
that there is allowed to be a 
single homeless veteran in 
the state of Massachusetts. 
The federal government has

failed to make sure that ev- 
ery veteran has a place to 
live, and something to eat, 
and an income, we have to 
pick up the slack, and that’s 
not happening,” added Fal- 
chuk. 

Those issues are a prior- 
ity for Falchuk if he is elect- 
ed but he says what needs to 
be done first is to change the 
conversation. 

“It’s a big problem we 
have nationally in the United 
States with this disconnected 
and polarized politics. What 
we really, really have to do 
is change the conversation, 
and get past this stuff, stop 
getting stuck in this rut,” 
said Falchuk. 

“Tt won’t change by elect- 
ing more of the same people 
and it won't change because 
we protest against it. It will 
change because some group 
of people gets together and 


proves that it is possible to 
do it differently and creates 
anew way of doing it. When 
I describe what it is I’m do- 
ing it’s pragmatically pro- 
gressive and fiscally sensi- 
ble. Those combinations of 
things are where people are 
and that’s not represented by 
either of the parties. 

“We can actually do this, 
we can actually make this 
a reality, and I know it’s a

A memorial service for 
Elsie Alden Clemente, 95, 
a resident of 1000 Southern 
Artery, will be held at the 
Quincy Point Congregational 
Church at 11 a.m. Saturday. 

Mrs. Clemente died Dec. 
19 after a short illness. 

She was born in 1918 and 
lived most of her 95 years in 
Quincy and Braintree. She 
was a ninth generation de- 
scendant of Pilgrims John and 
Priscilla Alden. Her father, 
Frank was born and brought 
up in the Alden homestead in 
Duxbury. Her fair skin, blonde 
hair and good looks earned 
her the childhood nickname 
of “Dolly.” 

As a child, she was an ac- 
complished singer and dancer 
and was a sought after en- 
tertainer. She performed in 
venues such as Moseley’s on 
the Charles, Boston Loew's 
Orpheum, the Casino at Old 
Orchard Beach as well as 
many local venues in the 
Quincy area and sang on the 
Big Brother Bob Emery ra- 
dio show and on radio station 
WLOE. She graduated from 
North Quincy High School in 
1935, one of the school's first 
graduating classes. A class- 
mate wrote in her yearbook: 
“Always keep that rhythm in 
those feet.” 

On June 26, 1937, she 
married Paul Clemente at the 
Memorial Congregational 
Church in North Quincy. The 
minister said they were “the 
best looking couple he ever 
married.” She was also an en- 
tertainer and they sang togeth- 
er often. A favorite tune was 
“Summertime,” which she 
sang while he accompanied 
her on the guitar. The family 
went to Worcester every other 
week to visit Mr. Clemente’s 
family and these visits inevi- 
tably became a jam session 
as the couple was joined by 
other family members with 
song, guitar and piano. 

On their 50th wedding an- 
niversary they enjoyed a trip 
to Europe and on their 60th, 
they boarded the “Spirit of 
Boston” for a party given by 
their four children. They were 
able to spend many winters

in Seminole, FL. She was a 
fixture at the 1000 Southem 
Artery residences and was 
known for her color coordi- 
nated wardrobe, right down 
to the earrings and shoes. Mr. 
Clemente passed away four 
months short of their 70th 
wedding anniversary. 

Mrs. Clemente was always 
loving but stoic. As a descen- 
dant of the Pilgrims, she in- 
herited those “We can survive 
a harsh winter in a new land” 
genes. Her family never saw 
her cry. Those genes served 
her well when in 1942 she 
was asked to identify the body 
of her sister-in-law who per. 
ished in the Cocoanut Grove 
fire. She never forgot her trip 
to the makeshift morgue. 

She was an excellent 
seamstress and baker and had 
an unusual skill for a woman 
of her era. She was an ex- 
pert in home remodeling and 
routinely did painting, wall- 
papering and carpentering. 
When her son remodeled his 
kitchen, Mrs. Clemente was 
there showing him how to 
hang cabinets, drop ceilings 
and tear down walls!

Re-Building Haiti School Making Progress Thanks To Quincy Residents

In 2010 a massive earth- 
quake hit Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti leaving the country and 
the St. Yves School in disar- 
ray. Now, nearly four years 
later, the school is on its 
way towards completion all 
thanks to the businesses and 
residents of Quincy. 

“This whole project is a 
Quincy project,” said fund- 
raiser organizer and daughter 
of one of the school’s found- 
ers, Marie-Denise Fabien. 
“It’s the people of Quincy 
who have been pushing us all 
along. They have been just so 
great with donating and sup- 


porting the rebuild, I can’t 
thank everyone enough.” 
The school was founded 
by Joseph Fabien and Osias 
Semovil over 52 years ago 
and serves students in grades 
K-12. When the earthquake 
hit the school was completely 
destroyed leaving hundreds 
of students without a place 
to learn. After the earth- 
quake hit Fabien reopened 
the school in temporary tents 
teaching only around 60 stu- 
dents. In September, 2011 the 
school welcomed 200 stu- 
dents with plans to increase 
the enrollment throughout 
the academic year while the 


building of the new school 
was under construction. 

Since the earthquake Fa- 
bien has been able to raise 
enough money to install 
weather resistant roofs, lay 
the foundation, paint the 
entire place red and yellow, 
install benches, hang black- 
boards, install two bath- 
rooms, separate each class- 
room and completely enclose 
the school along with much 
more so that the students are 
comfortable and the building 
is up to code with the De- 
partment of Education. 

“We installed weather re- 
sistant roofs so we know that 


we can abstain any hurricane 
force or earthquake if it hap- 
pens again,” said Fabien. 
“We also are able to det stu- 
dents in grades 1,2, and 3 at- 
tend the school for free now 
that we are up to code and 
have the required number of 
benches in each classroom.” 

Next on the list for Fabien 
is to install electricity in the 
classrooms using solar pan- 
els, allowing for computers 
and PBS programming to be 
included in lessons. 

“We received a generous 
donation of two computers 
and a printer that we would 
like to be able to use at the 


school, so the solar panels 
would be great to get in- 
stalled. We want to try to 
make everything self suf- 
ficient by installing solar 
panels,” said Fabien. “My 
biggest goal will be to be 
able to feed our students, 
that was our goal before the 
earthquake hit, but once that 
happened we had to adjust 
our focus to rebuilding. The 
school is at the point of no 
return, we are moving for- 
ward and that is a great ac- 
complishment.” 

The school will cost 
around $100,000 in total to 
rebuild, Fabien has raised 


around $25,000 within the 
last few years. This past 
May Fabien held her largest 
fundraiser event where they 
raised enough money to in- 
stall benches at the school to 
seat over 300 students. 

All donations benefit the 
St. Yves School Foundation, 
a 501(3c) non-profit orga- 
nization. Donations are tax 
deductible and can be made 
to “The Haitian Fund to Re- 
build St. Yves” account at 
Citizens Bank.
